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INDIAN SUMMER 


What has Indian Summer to do 
with collecting? Very little perhaps, 
for collecting knows no_ particular 
season. Yet no part of the year is 
more tied up with the romantic ac- 
tivities of the past. Our parents and 
grand-parents knew it as the time 
of quilting parties, hayrides in the 
moonlight, cider time, taffy pulls, to 
mention only a few of the activities 
that preceded the autumn and winter. 

In our search for a bit of history 
on Indian Summer, HOBBIES staff 
was aided by Arthur T. Ward, New 
York City collector, and a trustee 
of the Lightner Foundation. Mr. 
Ward’s contribution is from Apple- 
ton’s Journal of Popular Literature, 
Science and Art, published in 1867. 
‘he article states: 

“The season of Indian Summer is 
of almost equal interest to the poet 
and the savant. 

“But, first, what constitutes the 
so-called ‘Indian Summer?’ 

“This would be, what it really is, 
an easy question, if it were not for 
conflicting statements. For instance, 
we find such an authority as Web- 
ster’s Dictionary quoting the lan- 
guage of Freeman, who says that it 
1s ‘two or three weeks of fair (Oc- 
tober) weather, in which the air is 

perfectly transparent, and the clouds, 
which float in the sky, of the purest 
azure, are adorned with brilliant 
colors.’ Others have gone equally 
wild. 

“The following will answer for a 
brief definition: ‘A short season, at- 
tended by a hazy, golden, quiet, 
cloudless atmosphere, with an ap- 
parent rise in the temperature.’ This 
definition will at least be borne out 
by all scientific authorities, though 
some may insist upon ‘transparent 
air,’ and clouds of the ‘purest azure,’ 
or ‘adorned with brilliant colors.’ 


“Next, at what time does the Indi- 
an Summer ocour? There the poets 
are as much at variance with one 
another as ‘with the facts. Longfel- 
low blunders among the rest. In 
‘Evangeline’ he says: 

‘Now had the season returned, when 

the nights grow colder and longer, 

And the retreating sun the sign of 

Scorpion enters.’ 

“This takes place October 23d, and 
yet he goes on to speak of Septem- 
me gales— 

. . . Wild with the winds of Sep- 
* tember 

Wrestled the trees of the forest, as 
Jacob of old with the Angel.’ 

“Then he writes: 

Z . . Followed that beautiful season 

Cailed by the pious Acadian peasants 

the Summer of All Saints.’ 

“This, however, is unfortunately 
made to come after the September 
gales, while the Acadian Summer of 
All Saints, as they styled the Indian 
Summer, came generally near All- 
Saints day, November 1st. He also 
manages to get in another anachron- 
ism, by adding to his description— 

‘While arrayed in its robes of russet 

and yellow, 

Bright with the sheen of the es each 

glittering tree of the forest 


Flashed like the plane-tree the Persian 
adorned with his mantles and jewels.’ 
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Whereas, when Indian Summer 
comes, the trees are stripped of their 
leaves, and the glories of Autumn 
have departed. Yet the points in his 
description are not more mixed than 
the popular notions entertained on 
the general subject. 

“Those who have attended to the 
subject agree that in North America 
this beautiful season occurs properly 
in November, though there are many 
days that resemble it in various 
parts of the year. In England, it is 
usually looked for about November 
11th, which is St. Martin’s day, and 
gives rise to the term ‘Martin-mass 
Summer.’ This, in some districts, is 
appropriated to a sort of rustic festi- 
val. On the Continent, it is also re- 
cognized, but is called the ‘Summer- 
close,’ and the ‘Summer of Old Men.’ 
In Chili, it is called the ‘Summer of 
St. John.’ 

“And what shall we say of its 
cause? Here we must step with care, 
as Indian Summer is a great enigma. 
Until 1833, I do not find that the 
subject was ever very seriously tak- 
en up. In that year, ‘Silliman’s 
Journal’ gave an article which ac- 
counted for the haze — the prime 
feature of this season—referring it 
to an increased humidity of the air, 
the damp lower strata of which were 
not operated upen and borne away 
by the electrical currents, at this 
season tending upward from ‘the now 
positive though too feeble earth. He 
discarded the common notion that 
the haze was ordinary smoke result- 
ing from extensive conflagrations. 

“This writer was followed, in 1836, 
by another, in the same journal, who 
claimed that the smoke theory was 
correct, and that the season was al- 
ways attended, in parts of the coun- 
try, by affections of the eye, which, 
instead, of being caused simply by 
the red rays, as alleged, were induc- 
ed by microscopic cinders which 
everywhere pervade the air. Haze, 
it was affirmed, never caused any 
injury to the sight. 

“In 1868, another writer in ‘Silli- 
man’s Journal’ brought forward the 
old smoke theory again to account 
for the haze, the smoke being con- 
fined to the earth by downward air- 
currents; but it is impossible to ex- 
plain the laws of their operation. 


“For the apparent rise in the tem- 
perature, various reasons have been 
given—latent heat, says one, thrown 
off by the waters ‘of. the Gulf-stream 
preparatory to being turned into ice; 
the south wind, says another, per- 
haps at the same time bringing in 
the Indian god Coutantowit, who 
lived in the South, and at this season 
sent the aborigines mild air and 
favorable fog, the latter enabling 
them to come close upon the deer in 
this their favorite hunting-season. 
Yet it is a notorious fact, proven by 
the meteorological tables, that the 
prevailing winds at this season are 
not from the south, while it is also 
not the Indian’s season for the hunt. 


“A story is told of an English 
scientific society, to which was Pro- 
pounded the question, ‘why is it 
that, when a gold-fish is placed in 
a brimming bowl of water, the water 
does net run over ?? The subject was 
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gravely discussed, it is said, for 
some time, before any one thought 
to examine the statement of the al- 
leged fact. And so, in the same way, 
it is possible that, in endeavoring to 
account for the increased heat of In- 
dian Summer, the philosopher has 
likewise been a little too fast; for, is 
there any increase of heat during 
this beautiful season? 

“In my definition, I have spoken of 
the apparent increase, and I do not 
find a solitary figure in meteorologi- 
cal tables that proves it any thing 
more. This season is a quiet season, 
and hence it may seem warmer; 
whereas it may be just as cold as 
before. (In the Arctic region, the 
adventurer easily understands how 
it may grow warmer without affect- 
ing the mercury.) And, whatever 
may be the confusion of Longfellow 
in other respects, he catches the 
spirit of this season 'where he says: 

‘Peace seemed to reign upon earth, 

and the restless heart of the ocean 

Was for a moment consoled.’ 

No driving wind generally prevails 
to send the cold through one like 
needles; hence we imagine that it 
has actually grown warmer. 

“But, though no one has yet mas- 
tered the science of Indian Summer, 
its phenomena have become dear to 
all. No feature of fading Autumn 
has so effectually touched the heart, 
or so powerfully appealed to the af- 
fections. We have an illustration of 
its strength in the example of Whit- 
tier, who, while passing through the 
excitement of a hot, old-fashioned 
anti-slavery canvass, in New Eng- 
land, catches a view of its dying 
gleams along the slopes of his native 
hills, when he forgets ‘freedom’ and 
the condition of the vote, and begins 
to lament that 

‘From gold to gray 
The mild, sweet day 

Of Indian Summer fades too soon.’ 

“At this season, all things in 
Nature are transfigured, while the 
heavy earth itself seems to have got- 
ten a soul. It is a powerful preach- 
ment of pantheism, which goes far, 
for the time, to reconcile us to the 
dogma that the world is a projection 
of God in the unconscious. Yet night- 
fall destroys the illusion, and brings 
back the cold world of fact.”

Map Mozart Bi-Centennial 


_ “Carleton Smith, head of the Na- 
tional Arts Foundation, is staying in 


a house on a hill above the city where 
he has a little private tower in which 
to write. He has organized a com- 
mittee to plan a Mozart Bi-centennial 
for 1956 under the auspices of the 
Foundation. Members of the com- 
mittee are Mrs. Charles Swift, Bern- 
hardt Paumgartner, head of the Salz- 
burg Mozarteum, Bruno Walter and 
Baron Puthon, the man who has 
headed the Salzburg music festivals 
for many years. 


“The walls of the little wooden hut 
on the Kapuzinerberg (moved there 
from Vienna) inside which Mozart 
wrote ‘The Magic Flute’ were so 
shaken by bombing that they have 
been taken down and are now in the 
Mozarteum until a decision is made 
on what to do with them. The first 
bomb to fall on Salzburg completely 
demolished the house where the com- 
poser lived, but his birth house, op- 
posite the Hagenhauerplatz, was un- 
touched. I: still contains his spinet, 
portraits, documents and mementoes. 
Mrs. Charles Swift, the former Claire 
Dux, spent a happy afternoon there 
recently, renewing her acquaintance 
with Mozart manuscripts and docu- 
ments. 


His ring and watch that were stored 
for safe-keeping during the war in 
the salt mine at Hallein, have dis- 
appeared. Mozart’s last letter to his 
father and a letter to his wife were 
in the same casket. It is believed 
they are somewhere in America. The 
ring contained 12 diamonds and an 
agate. The watch was decorated with 
200 diamonds and a miniature of 
Maria Theresa. If you see such a 
watch, look inside and see if it is 
engraved ‘W. A. Mozart, 1786.’ Both 
were gifts of Empress Maria Theresa. 


“The score of ‘The Magic Flute,’ 
and of three other Mozart operas have 
disappeared. So have the manu- 
scripts of the Bach B Minor Mass, 
the Beethoven Third, Fifth and Ninth 
Symphonies, and the Christmas Ora- 
torio. They were in museums and 
libraries *‘yat now are in Russian 
hands. Whether they have been 
stolen or destroyed, no one seems to 
know.”

in many ways. A painted porcelain 
medallion surmounts a case of mother- 
of-pearl and abalone shell, and an 
exquisite cameo embellishes another. 
Sterling silver cases, made in Birm- 
ingham, England, have hallmarks for 
1835, 1848, ete. Some cases have 
filigree designs spun from gold _or sil- 
ver threads. Other favorities are of 
ivory or sandalwood, ornamented with 
miniature carvings depicting .court- 
yard scenes or symbolical designs of 
birds or dragons.

Our glance at the history of the 
bell and the method of its manufac- 
ture, naturally leads to inquiry con- 
cerning the chefs-d-oeuvre of the 
bell-founder’s art. 

In point of. size, the great bell of 
Moscow stands far in advance of all 
others. It is a monarch among its 
brethren in bulk, but, unfortunately, 
we know nothing of its tone. It is 
more than probable that it never had 
one; the double fracture in its sub- 
stance, having occurred at the time 
of casting, or at all events before an 
attempt had been made to raise it. 
For years the story was related that 
the great bell had been successfully 
hung, and, too ponderous, of course, 
to be rung in the usual way, was 
tolled by the strokes of a clapper, 
swung by the united efforts of twelve 
men on each side. The supports giv- 
ing way at last, the bell fell to the 
ground, and in the fall met with its 
fracture. But all this has since been 
so flatly contradicted, and that with 
sueh plausible reasoning, that our 
faith in the old tradition is more 
than shaken. 

The later story is that a fire took 
place in the Kremlin, the flames 
communicating to a building erected

over the pit in which the bell had 
been cast and yet remained; the 
metal became hot, and the water 
thrown to extinguish the fire fell on 
the bell, causing its fracture and 
ruin. 

This monster was cast in 1653. Its 
estimated weight is variously stated 
at from one hundred and ninety- 
three to one _ hundred and ninety- 
eight tons; its height from nineteen 
to twenty-one feet; circumference 
sixty-three to sixty-six feet; and 
supposed value at about three 
hundred thousand dollars. Upon its 
side is a _ border of flowers, over 
which appears a figure of the Im- 
press Anne in flowing robes. 

An author mentions, in his “Trav- 
el” (A. D. 1835), that he saw this 
bell in a deep pit in the Kremlin, and 
relates, substantially, the story given 
above. He describes it as “truly a 
mountain of metal,” and says: “They 
(the Russians) relate that it con- 
tains a very large proportion of gold 
and silver, for that, while it was in 
fusion, the nobles and the people cast 
in, as native offerings, their plate 
and money .... I endeavored in 
vain. to assay a _ small part. The 
natives regard it with superstitious 
veneration, and they would not al- 
low even a grain to be filed off; at 
the same time it may be said the 
compound has a white, shining ap- 
pearance, unlike bell-metal in gen- 
eral, and perhaps its silvery appear- 
ance has strengthened, if not given 
rise to, a conjecture respecting the 
richness of its materials. On festival 
days the peasants visit the bell as 
they would a church, considering it 
an act of devotion, and they cross 
themselves as they descend and as- 
cend the steps leading to the bell.” 

After the author’s visit, the Czar 
Nicholas caused the bell to be raised 
from the pit and mounted on a gran- 
ite pedestal. It has been consecrated 
as a chapel, the aperture in its side 
forming a door-way to the interior. 

Although this great effort was a 
failure, Moscow still produced a bell 
eclipsing all later achievements, it 
being nearly forty-one feet in cir- 
cumference, and weighing over sixty 
tons. It is hung in the belfry of St. 
Ivan’s. The author says of this bell, 
which was used only on important 
occasions, that it yielded the finest 
and most solemn tone he ever heard. 
“When it sounds,” says he, “a deep, 
hollow murmur is_ heard all over 


Moscow, like the fullest tones of a 
vast organ or the rolling of distant 
thunder.” 

After the Moscow bells come the 
Nanking bells, described by Father 
Le Comte. 


These are four in num- 
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ber, and named tchanihanger, che- 
eater, choni-sleeper, and fi-the mill. 
The largest one was nearly twelve 
feet high and seven and a half feet 
in diameter, the computed weight 
being one hundred thousand pounds. 
They were said to have been cast 
about four centuries ago. 

After these might be named the 
bells of Vienna, Cologne, and a dozen 
or more other places, ranging from 
seventeen or eighteen tons down to 
ten thousand pounds. It is impos- 
sible to obtain accurate information 
regarding weights and sizes, so the 
following table cannot be regarded 
as perfectly authentic; yet it will 
convey a tolerably correct idea of 
what the world possesses in the way 
of large bells.

As far as we can learn, our own 
country boasts of nothing greater in 
size than the bell of the City Hall, 
New York, which weighs twenty- 
three thousands pounds, and is eight 
feet in diameter. But we have anoth- 
er which, though still smaller, makes 
up in the way of weight—the one 
that, in 1776, rang forth a peal of 
triumph for the birth of a new na- 
tion. It was imported from England 
in 1752, and, cracking on trial, was 
recast in Philadelphia under the di- 
rection of Isaac Norris. After hav- 
ing done ‘service in the old State- 
house tower for half a century or so, 
it was again cracked, and then taken 
down. It now has a prominent place 
in Independence Hall, Philadelphia. 

Let us now consider bells from a 
purely musical point of view. 

A good bell, when struck near its 
rim, yields four distinct notes: a 
tonic, or leading note, with its third, 
fifth, and octave, forming what is 
known to musicians as a full, com- 
mon chord. The leading note, or 
“consonant,” may, of course, be on 
any degree of the scale, and is heard 
clearly in proportion to the perfec- 
tion of the bell. This tone is pro- 
duced by the vibrations of the lower 
parts, the subordinate notes by those 
above; and it follows that inequal- 
ities in the metal, or faulty propor-. 
tions, will ruin the tone of a bell. 
When the upper tones are sharp, 
they may be remedied by filing away 
the metal; but, when flat, there is 
practically no remedy. 

As the difficulty of making tre 
bells greatly increases in proportion

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Mariners’ Museum 


One of the attractions at the Mar- 
iner’s Museum, Newport News, Va., 
which interests the student of marine 
history and modeler alike is a model 
of the U. S. S. Michigan. This his- 
toric vessel was the first iron ship 
of the United States Navy. Her 
plates were made by hand at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., in 1842, and hauled over- 
land by ox-teams to Erie where the 
vessel was built. She was commis- 
sioned in 1844. The model of the 
Michigan was completed in 1944. It 
commemorates the one hundreth an- 
niversary of her entry into service 
and represents the vessel in her early 
days with armament of two eight- 
inch guns and four _ thirty-two- 
pounders. It is one of the collection 
of more than three hundred models 
of ships and water craft at the mu- 
seum. 

The Mariners’ Museum, located on 
the Virginia Penninsula, was found- 
ed in 1930 by Archer M. Huntington. 
It is devoted to the culture of the sea 
and its tributaries, its conquest by 
man, and its influence on civilization.

Vanderbilt Estate on Long 


Island to be Public Park 


A report from Centerport, N. Y., 
states that a millionaire’s dream 
came true about the middle of Au- 
gust. It seems that the 43 acre 
estate and marine museum of the 
late William K. Vanderbilt has _ be- 
come a public park. Deed to the 
property, known as Eagle’s Nest, 
was turned over to Charles Duryea, 
chairman of the board of supervisors 
of Suffolk county, by Barclay War- 
burton, of Ipswich, Mass., stepson of 
Vanderbilt. 

He recalled how Vanderbilt, great- 
grandson of Commodore Vanderbilt, 
founder of the family fortune, plan- 
ned for many years before his death 
Jan. 8, 1944 to make the estate and 
museum available to the public.

Gold Fine Arts 
Again Sought As 


Investment Hedge 


Gold fine arts are again sought 
as an investment hedge, if one may 
judge from reports. A release states 
that legally, there is no way to in- 
vest in pure gold... , ar 

The general rule is that no private 
person can hold _ gold, . excluding 
some gold coins with a numismatic, 
value, except those persons and 
firms regularly engaged in the min- 
ing and processing of it. 

Even mining and processing com- 
panies, jewelers and_ silversmiths 
and others, must have a license if 
the volume of gold handled is more 
than 35 ounces. 

However, there is one provision 
in the law which is often exploited 
at the expense of the unwary. It 
provides that anyone may hold gold 
in the native or ore form. 

This loophole is closed quickly 
when a person has the ore assayed 
to determine gold content. In order 
to prepare it for accurate assaying 
the ore must be processed, and the 
act of processing automatically re- 
moves the material from the exempt 
classification of native gold. 

Nonetheless, there is a substantial 
market in unrefined gold at prices 
exceeding the $35-an-ounce limit set 
by the government on pure gold, in 
some cases the price is more than 
$50 an ounce. 

All Types Covered 


The provisions of the law and 
Treasury regulations cover all types 
of gold—unmelted, melted, filings, 
bullion, processed and fabricated. 
Anyone, of course, can own fabri- 
cated gold in such form as jewelry, 
utensils, or decorative metalware 
providing 20 per cent or more of its 
value has been added by the manu- 
facturing process. 

There is some pressure now to 
boost the price of gold above the $35- 
an-ounce limit, but economists say 
any such move would serve as an in- 
flationary force, rather than a stabil- 
izing influence on currency as its 
proponents claim.

Jewelry Note of 450 A. D. 


John Richard Green in his “His- 
tory of the English People” (p. 24), 
speaking of the bedeckment of wom- 
en and men of that era around 450 in 
England, remarks: “. ...

the warrior’s shield, tell of the hon- 
or in which the smith was held in their 
tale of industrial art.”—W. S.

Some were fancifully decorated in 
memory of some special event.

In the early days of England, 
Roman commerce indeed reached the 
shores of the Baltic, and we have 
abundant evidence that the arts and 
refinement of Rome were brought 
into contact with these earlier Eng- 
lishmen. Brooches, sword-belts, and 
shield bosses which have been found 
in. Sleswick, and which can be dated 
later than the close of the third cen- 
tury, are clearly either of Roman 
make or closely modeled on Roman 
metal-work. The vessels of twisted 
glass which we know to have been in 
use at the tables of English and 
Saxon chieftains came, we can hard- 
ly doubt, from Roman glass-works. 
Discoveries of Roman coins in Sles- 
wick peat-mosses afford a yet more 
conclusive proof of direct intercourse

A NEW HAMPSHIRE CLOCK 
BY A PROMINENT MAKER 


By L. S. SPANGLER 


Major Timothy Chandler, Concord, 
New Hampshire, was one of the 
most prominent and best known 
clockmakers of that State. He is es- 
pecially well known for the fine tall 
case clocks that he made. They are 
widely sought by collectors, as well 
as individuals seeking a fine tall 
case clock to be used in their home. 
It is not generally known, however, 
that Chandler made clocks of other 
types. The Chandler clock pictured 
is one of the Case on Case type. 
Most clocks of this period and type 
were made in Massachusetts and 
many times called the Massachusetts 
Shelf Clock. The case is 37 inches 
high, 12% inches wide, and 5% inch- 
es deep, made of mahogany, neatly 
inlaid and has the old original finish.

You will note the removable section 
at the base, which allows access to 
the pendulum. His name, Tim Chand- 
ler, Concord, appears at the bottom 
of the kidney type dial. The move- 
ment is of brass. 

Chandler was the eldest son of 
William and Annis Chandler. In 
consequence of the long continued 
sickness and early death of the fath- 
er, the mother and children were 
left almost destitute; and Timothy, 
being their eldest son, and only eight 
years old, was soon apprenticed to 
Major Jonathan Hale, who was then 
carrying on in Concord the business 
of making hand-cards for carding 
wool. About the year 1781, Major 
Hale removed his business to Pom- 
fret, Connecticut, and took his ap- 
prentice with him. When he had 
served out his apprenticeship, April 
25, 1783, he returned to Concord, New 
Hampshire, on foot, with only one 
dollar in  his_ possession, and that 
borrowed from his kind master and 
friend, Major Hale. 

Upon Chandler’s arriving in his 
native town, he very soon establish- 
ed himself at his trade of hand-card 
making. But the Whittemore inven- 
tion of card making by machinery 
soon began to supplant the slow pro- 
cess by hand, and to sustain himself, 
he added to his line the gold and 
silversmith business and the making 
of brass clocks and time pieces, by

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hiring workmen skilled in these 
trades. By strict integrity and per- 
severance, he soon acquired a large 
property for those times, nearly all 
of which was lost by fire, August 17, 
1809, when his house, barn, shop and 
nearly all of their contents were de- 
stroyed. His loss was estimated at 
$5,000. His neighbors immediately 
subscribed about $1,200 to manifest 
their sympathy and to show their 
confidence in his integrity and good 
citizenship. He immediately rebuilt 
on a larger basis and had more con- 
veniences. He took apprentices, hired 
journeymen, prospered, and contin- 
ued until 1829, when he gave a part 
of his business to his youngest son, 
Abiel; and they continued the busi- 
ness until a few years before the 
father’s death, at the age of 86, 
Auguse 9, 1848. 

In 1797, with some of the most re- 
spectable men in Concord, he enrolled 
himself in a company of Minute Men 
for the expected war with Great 
Britain; on December 30, 1799, he 
was commissioned acting major of 
the 11th New Hampshire Regiment. 
He was chorister in the North Meet- 
inghouse, 1800-04. In 1814, he en- 
listed as a volunteer to go to Ports- 
mouth. 

“He was a man of sound judgment 
and of extraordinary perseverance, 
and ‘truly a genuine’ go-ahead 
Chandler.” He was a skilled me- 
chaniec and devoted to his business. 
He was always ready to help for- 
ward every public enterprise design- 
ed for the good of his native town.

NOTES 


The Technical 


“The middle of the fourteenth cen- 
tury seems to be the time which af- 
fords the first certain evidence of 
the existence of what would now be 
called a clock, or regulated horologi- 
cal machine; for although the term 
‘horologia’ had been of frequent oc- 
currence in preceding ages, there is 
every reason to believe it was ap- 
plied to other horological instru- 
ments. It appears from a letter 
written by Ambrosius Camalodunen- 
sis to Nicolaus of Florence, that 
clocks were not very uncommon in 
private families on the Continent 
about the end of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, and there is good reason for 
supposing that they began to become 
general in England about the same 
period; for we find in Chaucer, who 
was born in 1328 and died about 
1400, the following lines:— 

“Full sickerer was his crowing in his 

loge, 

As is a clock, or an abbey orloge.’’ 

“It is also believed, on good 
grounds, that a clock is not the in- 
vention of one man, but a compound 
of successive inventions, each worthy 
of a separate contriver. Thus, (1) 
wheelwork was known and applied 
in the time of Archimedes. (2) A 
weight being applied as a maintain- 
ing power would, in all probability, 
have at first a fly similar to that of

a_kitchen-jack, to regulate’ the 
velocity. (8) The ratchet-wheel and 
click for winding up the weight, 
without detaching the teeth or main 
‘wheel from those of the pinion in 
which they were engaged, would 
soon be found an indispensable cona- 
trivance. (4)) The regulation by a 
fly, being subject to such great 
changes from the variations of dens- 
ity in the atmosphere, and the ten- 
dency of a falling body to accelerate 
its motion, would necessarily give 
rise to the alternate motion of the 
balance, with which invention an es- 
scapement of some kind must have 
been coupled. (5) The last-mention- 
ed two inventions are most impor- 
tant ones, and would have induced 
such a degree of equability in the 
motion of the whole work, as would 
lead the way to a dial-plate, and to 
its necessary adjunct—a hand or 
pointer. Lastly, the striking part, to 
proclaim. at a distance, without the 
aid of a person to watch, the hour 
that indicated, completed the inven- 
tion. And the supposition, that De 
Wyck’s clock was a combination of 
the successive inventions of differ- 
ent individuals, is confirmed by anal- 
ogy; for the clocks and watches of 
the present day have been brought 
to their present degree of perfection 
by a series of successive inventions 
and improvements upon what may 
now be called the rude clock of De 
Wyck, which is the most ancient 
clock of which we have a descrip- 
tion. This—and, indeed, all clocks 
made with a balance for a regulator, 
without any regulating spring—must 
have been very imperfect machines; 
yet as early as 1484 a balance clock 
was used for celestial observations, 
and was superseded by the use of a 
portable one for ascertaining the 
longitude at sea, about 1530. Ancient 
clocks must have been reduced to a 
portable size prior to 1544, when the 
mainspring was substituted for the 
weight as a moving power; and this 
may be considered a second era in 
horology, from which may be dated 
the application of the fusee, round 
which is wound the chain or chord. 

“Among the earliest of the wheel- 
clocks seen in England was that of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, in 1286, 
and an agreement of 1344 shows that 
iron and steel were then used for 
the frame and clock, as they ‘were 
until towards the end of the six- 
teenth century. The present clock at 
St. Paul’s is remarkable for the mag- 
nitude of its wheels and the fineness 
of its works; it was made by Lang- 
ley Bradley, at a cost of £300. It 
has two dial-plates, each between 50 
and 60 feet in circumference; the 
hour numerals are a little over 2 
feet in height; the minute-hands, 8 
or 9 feet long, weigh 75 pounds each, 
and the hour-hands, between 5 and 6 
feet long, weigh 44 pounds each. The 
pendulum is 16 feet long, and its bob 
weighs 180 pounds, but it is sus- 
pended by a spring no thicker than a 
shilling. Its beat is 2 seconds—that 
is, a dead beat, of 30 to a minute, in- 
stead of 60. The clock, going 8 days, 
strikes the hour on the brim of the 
great bell with a hammer; its head 
weighs 145 pounds, and is drawn by 
a wire to the back part of the clock- 
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work, falling by its own weight on 
the bell, it can be heard at a dis- 
tance of 22 miles; the clapper weighs 
180 pounds; diameter of bell, 10 
feet; weight, 102 cwt. Below this bell 
are the two quarter bells. 

“The Horse Guards’ clock, we may 
here mention, made in 1756, was 
originally of coarse work. It was 
repaired and improved in 1815, and 
measures time sufficiently accurate 
for practical purposes, not connected 
with astronomical observations; but 
much of its reputation is convention- 
al, from its association with “mili- 
tary time” of the Horse Guards. 

“Clocks remained with balances for 
the motive power until the middle of 
the seventeenth. century, when the 
pendulum was first applied—it is 
said by Galileo observing the oscilla- 
tions of a lamp suspended in the 
cathedral at Pisa. The discovery is 
also claimed for Huygens, Bergen, 
Hooke, and others, about the same 
time; but the ‘ancient astronomers 
of the East employed pendulums in 
measuring the times of their obser- 
vations, patiently counting their vi- 
brations during the phases of an 
eclipse, or the transit of the stars, 
and renewing them by a little pres- 
sure of the finger when they lan- 
guished; and Gassendi, Riccioli, and 


‘others, in more recent times, follow- 


ed their example.’ (‘Encyclopedia 
Britanica,’ 8th edit.) 

“*Clocks and watches,’ says Mr. 
Babbage, ‘may be considered as in- 
struments for registering the num- 
ber of vibrations formed by a pendu- 
lum or a balance. George Graham, 
in 1715, first applied a compensating 
power to counteract the effect of 
heat and cold upon the length of the 
pendulum; and John Harrison, in 
1726, used different metals to com- 
pensate each other, the rods being 
placed in the form of a gridiron. The 
mechanism by which these numbers 
are counted is technically called a 
scapement. A common clock is mere- 
ly a pendulum. with 'wheelwork at- 
tached to it to record the number of 
the vibrations; and with a weight, or 
spring, having force enough to coun- 
teract the retarding effects of fric- 
tion and the resistance of the air. 
The wheels show how many swings 
or beats of the pendulum have taken 
place, because at every beat a tooth 
of the last wheel is allowed to pass. 
Now, if the wheel has sixty teeth (as 
is common), it will just turn round 
once for sixty beats of the pendulum, 
or seconds; and a hand fixed on its 
axis, projecting through the dial- 
plate, will be the second-hand of the 
clock. The other wheels are so con- 
nected with the first, and the num- 
ber of the teeth on them so propor- 
tioned, that one turns sixty times 
slower than the first, to fit its axis 
is to carry a minute-hand; and 
another, by moving twelve times 
slower still, is fitted to carry an 
hour-hand.’ 

“A few public clocks may be noted 
here. The Bank of England clock, in 
the roof, is a marvel of mechanism, 
as it is connected with all the clocks

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HISTORICAL RECORDS 
PUT YOUR SPEAKER IN A COLUMN! 


Novel Loudspeaker Mounting Gives 
Sensational Results 


At the suggestion of John M. Ray- 
nor, a designer and builder of high 
quality phonograph equipment, I re- 
cently built myself an _ eight-foot 
wooden column, twelve inches square 
inside, using three-quarter inch thick 
plywood boards firmly fastened to- 
gether with screws. At the top end 
1 secured an ordinary, inexpensive 
twelve-inch PM _ loudspeaker, open 
side up, and then placed the con- 
traption vertically in a corner of 
my living-room with the bottom end 
a foot above the floor. Then I plug- 
ged the speaker cable into the am- 
plifier, put a record on the turntable, 
turned on the current and — let her 
i The sounds that issued forth 
the plywood column were 
breathtakingly realistic, far exceed- 
ing my most sanguine expectations.

nal babble had seemed so shallow- 
toned and dull was now reproduc- 
ing a symphony orchestra with ma- 
jestic fidelity. The tone was wonder- 
fully broad and massive, with the 
deepest, cleanest bass I had ever 
heard from any home record-playing 
outfit. Yet the treble was by no 
means dimished, but rather improv- 
ed, brilliant, clear, sparkling. The 
various instrumental choirs of the 
orchestra were separated from one 
another and defined as never before 
in my experience. Piano records, for 
once, sounded substantial and truly 
convincing. Indeed, the column soon 
proved that it benefitted all kinds of 
recordings — chamber music, sym- 
phonies, concerti, solo violin, songs 
with piano accompaniment, huge 
operatic ensembles, everything in- 
cluding vocal discs of the old acoustic 
type. In all cases the improvement 
seemed miraculous. So now, having 
experienced the wonders of column 
record reproduction for over a month, 
I can no longer resist the tempta- 
tion to share my delight in it by 
writing these few words “to whom 
they may concern.” 

Why not build yourself a column? 
Its construction is“simple and inex- 
pensive, requiring no _ professional 
carpentering skill and very little 
financial outlay; yet it can make a 
ten or fifteen dollar loudspeaker 
sound better than a conventionally 
housed speaker costing many times 
as much. Fj 

However, while it is my belief that 
taking the loudspeaker out of the 
cabinet of almost any commercial 
phonograph or radio and mounting 
it in a column of the proper size 
would result in greatly improved 
tone-quality, I feel duty-bound to 
point out that improving one unit of 
a phonograph often exposes hitherto 
undetected weaknesses in the others. 
For best results, let it be clearly un- 
derstood, you must have an amplifier 
and pickup of good quality. My own 
amplifier, for example, is a wide- 
range (“high-fidelity”) affair with 
an exceptionally fine equalizing net- 
work which permits independent con- 
tro] of’ bass and treble. To duplicate 
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it today would cost perhaps $100. 
For a pickup I use the Astatic moae1 
508 arm which employs the QT type 
of crystal cartridge. This has a sap- 
phire stylus which can be replaced 
when necessary. It is an excellent 
general purpose pickup and works 
well even with accoustic recordings. 
In other words, mine is possipiy 
about as good equipment as you can 
get without going into the high pric- 
ed field. But, thanks to the loud- 
speaker mounting, it sounds more 
impressive than most equipment 
costing several times as much. 


To get back to the subject of 
building a column for your own 
needs. The inside dimensions must 
correspond with the diameter of the 
speaker you intend to use, i. e. eight 
inches square inside measurement 
for an eight-inch speaker, and so on. 
The kind of wood matters little but 
it must be three-quarters of an inch 
thick. Since the speaker I used was 
the twelve-inch size, necessitating 
two boards 13% inches wide and two 
12 inches wide in order to obtain a 
column with a perfect 12x12 inside 
measurement, I was obliged to buy 
plywood because of the difficulty in 
procuring ordinary wood of the re- 
quired width, and thus my column 
cost me considerably more (about 
$18., to be specific) than it would 
have if my speaker had been a smal- 
ler one. 


As to the length of the column, — 
make it eight feet high if there’s 
enough height for it in your music 
room; otherwise six or seven feet 
will do. The column must stand (on 
legs or fastened to a wall) one foot 
off the floor and the top should be 
about the same distance from the 
ceiling. This permits the “highs” to 
shoot straight up to the ceiling and 
reflect in all directions, thus doing 
away with the “directional” effect 
so difficult to avoid in conventional 
speaker mountings; while the “lows” 
come down through the bottom end 
- the column and bounce off the 

oor. 


The four sides of the column must 
be securely joined, preferably with 
screws. Drill all the screw noles be-

The speaker itself must be screwed 
to a square piece of three-quarter 
inch thick plywood in which a circu- 
lar hole of a size exactly correspond- 
ing to the diameter of the speaker 
cone has been cut. (My twelve-inch 
speaker required an eleven-inch hole). 
This square of plywood must nave 
the same outside measurements as 
the column, on which it should be 
firmly fastened at the top with 
screws in such a way that the small 
end of the speaker points down and 
the open, or front, end up. Incident- 
ally, the lumber company will cut all 
the wood to the size you want but to 
get the hole for the speaker sawed 
out of the plywood square you may 
have to turn to a cabinet maker or 
to anyone who has a power jig saw.

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My column proved to be over- 
resonant in the bass, so a_ twelve- 
inch wide strip cut from an old wool- 
en blanket was tacked inside, running 
the entire length of the column from 
top to bottom. This was all that was 
needed to cut down the excessive vi- 
bration. Two strips of blanket, it 
was found, tended to deaden the re- 
sonance too much. Undoubtedly the 
amount of damper material neces- 
sary for ideal results will vary in 
individual cases, depending on such 
things as the characteristics of your 
pickup and amplifier, the accoustics 
of the room in which the column is 
situated, and your own personal taste. 
At best, the bass should be strong 
and deep, but not booming and ex- 
aggerated. 

So, put your speaker in a column 
and hear your records as you never 
heard them before.—Stephen Fassett

Frank Stanley’s last Edison solo 
record was an Ernest R. Ball compo- 
sition, “Boy O’Mine,” which was put 
en the market in October, 1910. It 
was the first solo he had sung for 
Edison since his two-minute cylinder 
of “Sister,” made in 1906. “Boy O’ 
Mine,” a four-minute record, appears 
to have been his last solo for any 
company, but in the same month Vic- 
tor issued a Stanley-Burr duet, “My 
Prairie Song Bird,” followed in 
November .by two Peerless Quartet 
recordings, “The Railroad Section 
Gang” and the vastly popular Indian 
song, “Silver Bell.” In November, 
Edison announced two records in 
which the basso took part, “O Morn- 
ing Land,” a duet with “Irving Gil- 
lette”, and Al Campbell’s_ sketch, 
“Shipwreck and Rescue,” described 
as “reproducing with startling rea- 
lism the terrors of a storm at sea 
and the thrill of a subsequent rescue 
by the life-saving crew.” 

Then came December, the month of 
Frank Stanley’s death from pneu- 
monia. Victor issued no records that 
month in which he took part, but 
Edison had a two-minute cylinder of 
“Sweetness” by the Peerless — the 
same number which Victor was to 
catalog in February, 1911, accom- 
panied by the announcement of Stan- 
ley’s passing. News that the popular 
basso was gone came as an almost 
unbelievable shock to his friends, 
aside from the few who knew he was 
desperately ill. John Bieling recalled 
that he talked with Stanley for a few 
moments on the very night that he 
was stricken with pneumonia, had 
no idea he was unwell and “just 
couldn’t believe it at first” when he 
heard a week later that his old friend 
was dead. 

No record in which the dead singer 
took part was listed by Edison in the 
month after his death, but Victor 
had one Peerless Quartet offering, 
“Without You,” and Minstrels No. 
17, by the Victor Minstrel Company 
—which was what the quartet called 
itself in making minstrel records. 
In February, Victor announced his 
death, and Edison issued a Stanley- 
Gillette duet of “Drink to Me Only 
With Thine Fyes.” A month later, 
Victor cataloged its last record in

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which Stanley sang No. 16712, the 
duet of “Norine Maureen,” which he 
had sung with Burr. 

It was in this month that the lead- 
ing recording artists of the time 
united in what was called “the 
Frank C. Stanley Testimonial Con- 
cert,” presented as a tribute in mem- 
ory of the man who had been recog- 
nized for so many years as one of 
the most accomplished leaders of his 
profession. Mr. Grinsted’s daughters 
have generously given me a copy of 
the program. The concert took place 
on the night of March 8, 1911, but I 
find no information within the pro- 
gram as to where it was presented, 
although I know it was somewhere 
in New York. 

All the phonograph companies 
took advertising space in the pro- 
—_. and the National Phonograph 

ompany also published a tribute to 
the man whose work had done 
so much to make Edison cylin- 
ders popular. It is worth quoting, 
after first pointing out that the W. 
in the singer’s name should be plac- 
ed before “Stanley” rather than after 
it: 


“This seems a fitting opportunity to 
say a few words in appreciation of the 
services rendered the ison Phono- 
graph by Stanley W. Grinsted (Frank C. 
Stanley), during his long connection 
with this Company. At the time of his 
death he was one of a few artists who 
had made Edison Records continuously 
for nearly fifteen years. 

‘His connection began before the or- 
ganization of the National Phonograph 
Co.; for when the present Edison Phono- 
graph was still in the experimental 
stage he made records for it, working 
in the Edison Laboratory under the di- 
rection of Mr. Edison and his assistants. 
Besides having a _ splendid baritone 
voice, Mr. Grinstead was in those days 
a banjo player of the first rank—a fact 
that most of his friends either do not 
know or have forgotten, so well known 
in recent years has he become known as 
a singer. In the Laboratory days, he 
made both vocal and banjo records, more 
because cf the novelty and pleasure 
than for gain. 

“After the organization of the Nation- 
al Phonograph Co. in 1896, he took up 
record making in a serious manner, and 
continued in the work until his death in 
December. The last Edison_ record 
which he sang was Amberol No. 643, 
‘Somewhere.’ In this he sang bass in 
the chorus. This record will appear 
on March 25th. His latest duet record 
was Amberol No. 615, ‘Drink to Me Only 
With Thine Eyes,, in which he sang 
with Irving Gillette. His last solo re- 
cord was ‘Boy ©’ Mine’, No. 521. 

‘When Mr. Grinstead began his career 
as a professional record maker, he was 
engaged in concert work and was ac- 
tive as a singer in church choirs. In 
those days it detracted from a singer’s 
standing to be known as a singer for 
Phonograph records, and Mr. Grinsted 
was compelled to assume the nom de 
plume of Frank C. Stanley. It was by 
this name that his reputation became 
world wide. After the prejudice against 
the Phonograph had changed, he would 
have been glad to have continued in his 
own name but his nom de plume had be- 
come so well known that a change was 
deemed inadvisable. 

“Mr Grinstead was not the only Edi- 
son artist of long standing or who has 
made many Edison records, but prob- 
ably no other singer has made more re- 
cords than he. His name does not ap- 
pear so often in the catalogues as some 
others but he took part in the making 
of hundreds of duets, trios, quartettes, 
choruses, rube _ sketches, vaudeville 
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sketches, etc. Several of the clever 
rube sketches made by_him_ and . 
Harlan were written by Mr. Grinsted. 

“Mr. Grinsted took more than an ordi- 
nary interest in record making. He 
was always conscientious and painstak- 
ing in it. He was as anxious to get the 
best results as were those whom he 
sought to please. He was also interest- 
ed in the success of Edison products. 
In the earlier days he rendered valu- 
able assistance in securing new singers 
and instrumentalists. He was active in 
forming and training quartettes. He 
was the guiding hand when others sang 
with him in duets or trios. 

“No man now occupies a place that 
cannot be filled by another, but 4 
Grinsted will be keenly missed by his 
associates and others with whom he 
came in_ contact. His superb voice, 
however, will be with us for years to 
come, eo as long as any present 
type of Phonograph and talking ma- 
chine remains in existence. When he 
has been forgotten by all but a few his 
records will continue to entertain and 
amuse. Thousands, aye millions, will

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CIRCUS MAN MODEL BUILDER

Like many another youngster, An- 
drew Wachter of Findlay, Ohio, had 
a childhood love for the “colorful, 
band-blaring circuses” as he describes 
them. 

Fortunately for him, his home was 
located on a street which was part 
of the route of the circuses from the 
railroad runs to the lot in Findlay, 
and he didn’t have to leave home to 
see the big, rumbling red baggage 
wagons, and the mysterious, canvas- 
enshrouded tableau and cage wagons, 
as plodding teams of baggage horses 
hauled them to and from the show 
grounds. 

Four or five of the larger shows 
passed his door every season, Wach- 
ter recalls, and he was bitten by the 
circus bug at an early age. Some 
few such lovers of the circus, eventu- 
ally become owners of big top aggre- 
gations. A greater number satisfy 
their desire to be circus owners by 
building miniature models of the real 
thing. 

But Wachter, who now resides in 
Greensboro, North Carolina, has had 
both experiences—as a circus owner 
and as a model builder. Therein lies 
our story. 

It was in 1926, that Wachter’s full- 
grown circus, known as Silvan-Drew 


Motorized Circus, took to the road 
from Greensboro. It was not a large 
show, and its territory was limited 
to eastern and southern states, but 
for four years it flourished. 

The show was clean and wholesome, 
and the newspapers of the cities and 
towns where it exhibited, were prac- 
tically unanimous in its praise, and 
extended a welcome to come back the 
next season. 

“That is the answer to why the 
Silvan-Drew show didn’t spread out 
into more states,” Wachter recalls. 
“We were always welcome in our old 
territory, and we played return en- 
gagements year after year in the 
states where we had previously 
shown.” 

The last season the show was on 
the road, Wachter figures it was about 
the size of a 10-car railroad show. 
Wisely, when the depression hit in 
the fall of 1929, Wachter did not take 
his show out in 1930 and he was 
spared the grief of many circuses and 
other tented amusement enterprises, 
of being forced to quit in mid-season 
because of poor business. 

In the nearly two decades which 
have since passed, Wachter has not 
been a circus owner. But three years 
ago, due to ill health and with time

designs. Wachter 


once owned the Silvan-Drew Motorized Circus. 
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on his hands, Wachter was advised 
to interest himself in a hobby, per- 
haps golf, photography, flowers-any- 
thing he might be interested in. 

That put Wachter to thinking. The 
circus had long been his hobby and 
for a time his business. Why not 
build a miniature circus? No sooner 
thought about, than Wachter began 
getting tools and materials together 
and today he says he hasn’t “found a 
stopping place and my miniature show 
is almost getting out of control.” 

Wachter selected the smallest prac- 
tical scale for model building, one- 
fourth inch to the foot. ‘Most people 
appreciate the fact,” he says, “that 
the smaller miniatures are the more 
difficult they are to build and for that 
reason I think they admire the small- 
er scale models more than the larger. 
I think all scales have their advan- 
tages and disadvantages. The larger 
scale models show up better on dis- 
play at a distance and possibly more 
detail can be added. But with 60 or 
more wagons in one-half or one inch 
scale, it would take a lot almost as 
large as a real circus lot to set up. 

One of the interesting things about 
Wachter’s model wagons is that he 
has not built any of them from a 
photograph or from a drawing or 
blueprint. Therefore, all the designs 
on his tableau, band and cage wagons 
are original. 

While Wachter sentimentally calls 
his miniature circus, the “Silvan- 
Drew” show, and his wagons are let- 
tered accordingly, he has not built a 
model of his show. 

“™he original Silvan-Drew Circus 
was one of the first motorized shows 
in the country,” he says, “but what I 
would liked to have had eventually 
was a 20-car railroad show, so I re- 
produced my ‘dream’ in miniature.” 

However, the modeler has become 
so enthusiastic over his work, that the 
circus in miniature has already far 
surpassed a 20-car show in equipment, 
and Wachter has no idea when he 
will stop building. 

His train at present consists of 22 
cars, including an advance car, two 
stock cars, two coaches for workmen, 
two pullman cars, a private coach and 
fourteen flat cars. There are 65 wag- 
ons in the layout, about half of which 
are tableau and cage wagons. Cur- 
rently, Wachter is working on three 
Mother Goose rhyme floats which, as 
models, are built of such sizes as to 
load cross-ways on flat cars, as_cross 

. a 
cages do on railroad shows. 

One is “The Cat and the Fiddle,” 
another is “Cow Jumped Over the 
Moon,” and the third is “The Dish 
Ran Away With the Spoon.” 

Wachter does some wood-carving 
for his wagons, and makes metal and 
plaster castings from rubber molds, 
which he also constructs. He makes 
his own decals for lettering and 
scrolls. 

The miniature is complete except 
for canvas, which Wachter is now 
working on, and he is also short of

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AMERICAN WHALING PRINTS

There are not many American 
lithographs of whaling scenes, and 
they are not common. Also, they are 
a little difficult to classify, illustrat- 
ing both American ships and an A- 
merican industry. But that industry 
was once an important one, the pros- 
perity of several New England towns 
built on it, and it was also an ex- 
citing and at times dangerous busi- 
ness, almost a sport, which took New 
Bedford ships to the farthest cor- 
ners of the world. So that our whal- 
ing prints are unusual and, in gen- 
eral, fine enough to interest the gen- 
eral collector as well as those to 
whom the subject itself is important. 

Whaling was an industry on Nan- 
tucket Island as early as 1672, but 
this was off-shore fishing. When 
whales were sighted, an alarm was 
sounded, and all able-bodied inhabi- 
tants went out in small boats to har- 
poon and tow them to shore, where 
the valuable whale-oil was rendered 
from their fat or blubber. Later, 
small sloops equipped for short 
cruises caught the whales and strip- 
ped them of the blubber, which they 
brought home ‘with them. The market 
for whale-oil increased as lamps 
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burning it came into general use, 
and larger ships went on longer 
cruises, lasting as long as twelve 
months. These were the whalers, 
which had furnaces, tanks and ket- 
tles for “trying” the blubber on their 
decks, and brought back the oil in 
casks. The years between 1830 and 
1860 were the golden age of Amer- 
ican whaling, its ships from their 
home ports, nearly all from New 
Bedford, covering the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans and even penetrating 
through Behring Straits into the Arc- 
tic Ocean. In 1865 the Confederate 
cruiser Shenandoah caught the New 
England fishing fleet by surprise in 
the Arctic Ocean, capturing or burn- 
ing twenty-five, and in 1871 thirty- 
three more were caught in the Win- 
ter ice and had to be abandoned. The 
introduction of kerosine affected the 
market for the oil, and the industry 
gradually died out. 

The great period of American 
whaling coincided with the growth of 
American lithography, and our print- 
makers showed its drama and its 
thrilling incidents fully and well. The 
Currier house issued only eleven 
whaling prints, but these include 
three of the best hundred, and all 
are good. Although the general pro- 


cedure ‘was the same, the whalers - 


hunted two types of whales, the 
“Right” and the “Sperm”, and there 
are Currier prints showing both. 
There is a large folio, undated “The 
Whale Fishery, The Sperm Whale in 
a Flurry” showing the whale in its 
death-throes capsizing a boat, its 
mate “The Whale Fishery, Attacking 
a Right Whale and Cutting In”, 
which includes the process of strip- 
ping the blubber alongside the ship 
in the background, the smoke of the 
“trying furnace’ coming from its 
decks, both of these re-issued as 
medium folios. N. Currier issued 
three small folios in 1852, “The 
Whale Fishery, Laying On”, the best, 
and an undated pair of “South Sea” 
and “North Sea Whale Fishing”, 
while Currier & Ives did the first of 
their “Whale Fisherv” pair in small 
folio size, as well as the exciting 
small folio “American Whalers 
Crushed in the Ice”. 

The competitors of Currier also 
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showed whaling scenes, James Bail- 
lie’s “North” and “South Sea” pair 
signed by E. W. Clay, and equal to, 
if not better than Currier’s while the 
Kelloggs did an “American Whaler” 
in small folio size. New Bedford, 
capital of the industry, had its own 
painters, who pictured whaling and 
whalers in detail and several times. 
Benjamin Russell, born in 1804, did a 
fine pair “Right Whaling in Behring 
Straits and the Arctic Ocean, With 
Its Variations” and “Sperm Whaling 
With Its Variations,” which were lith- 
ographed by J. H. Bufford of Bos- 
ton in 1871. These, unlike the Cur- 
rier scenes, are wide-angled views, 
including several ships to give a com- 
plete picture, with the wnales adding 
action and interest. Bufford also 
lithographed the five medium folio 
prints showing the “Abandonment of 
the Whalers in the Arctic Ocean”, the 
disaster of 1871, after Russell’s 
paintings, and of Endicott’s fine 
“Sperm Whaling” pair dated 1859, 
“No. 1, The Capture” is “From Draw- 
ings by A. Van Best and R. S. Gif- 
ford, Corrected by Benj. Russel”. 
The Forbes Litho. Company of Bos- 
ton did “The Bark Catalpa” after 
E. N. Russell, son of Benjamin, and 
his “A Ship on the N.-W. Coast Cut- 
ting in Her Last Right Whale” was 
lithographed by Mayer of Paris. 
Still other lithographers and other 
artists found whaling a good subject. 
One of Louis Prang’s early produc- 
tions is the “View of the Stone 
Fleet Which Sailed From New Bed- 
ford, Nov. 16, 1861,” forty-five old

ing of a good song well sung, and as 
many more will forget their cares 
while listening to the rendition of his 
humorous selections.’”’ 

That testimonial concert must 
have been a memorial event, both to 
the audience fortunate enough to 
hear it and to the celebrities taking 
part. It was arranged in minstrel 
show form, with Steve Porter as the 
interlocutor. The musical directors 
were Charles A. Prince, leader of the 
Columbia bands and_ orchestras; 
Ernest R. Ball, writer of many fam- 
ous song hits; Walter B. Rogers, Vic- 
tor band and orchestra leader, and 
Albert Benzler and Eugene Jaudas, 
of the U. S. Everlasting and Edison 
organizations. The program follows: 

Overture (selected), Orchestra; Open- 
ing Chorus, EnSre Company; ‘‘Dreams, 
Just Dreams,” Harvey Hindermeyer; 
“Stuttering Dick,’ Edward Meeker; 
‘All Aboard for Blanket Bay,’’ Walter 

; “A Little Talk,’’ Monroe 
the ‘Sands of the Desert 
’ William H. Thompson; 
Soprano solo, Elizabeth Spencer; ‘‘Be- 
low the Mason-Dixon Line,’’ Jim Sween- 
ey; “I Love the Name of Mary,” Albert 
Campbell; _‘‘Excelsior,’’ Anthony and 
Harrison; Banjo Solo, Vess L. Ossman;

Victor Light Opera Co. (Lucy Marsh, 
Marguerite Dunlap, Harry Macdonough, 
Wm. Wheeler, Reinald Werrenrath and 
Wm. F. Hooley) and Closing Chorus, 
the Company. John Bieling recalled 
that, somewhere during the program, 
the American Quartet, not listed here, 
sang “Play That Barber Shop Chord.” 

Arrangements for the concert were in 
charge of the Stanley Memorial Com- 
mittee, of which John Kaiser, who made 
“Casey” records for Edison after Rus- 
sell Hunting went to_ England and also 
did announcing on Zonophone records, 
was treasurer. At the time of the con- 
cert he was an official of the United 
States company. Walter Miller, of Edi- 
son, was committee chairman. Other 
members were: Calvin G. Child, of Vic- 
tor; Victor H. Emerson, Columbia; E. 
Lyman Bill, publisher of the Talking 
Machine World; Ernst R. Ball, repre- 
senting the music publishers, and R. B. 
Caldwell, for the talking machine job- 
bers. Ushers were: George J. Werner, 
Frank Evans, Fred C. Burt, Andrew 
Weber, Harvey Emmons, Harry Gett- 
cliffe, George B, Ward, E. J. 
A. Knoop, H. L. Marker, C. D. 
son, G. A. Forbush, Clifford J, Werner, 
John A. Loesch, James Henderson, 
Louis Reinhardt, Geo. Denkinger and 
Louis Silverman. The booklet contained 
a special notice: “Owing to the length 
of the programme, the audience is earn- 
estly. requested not to insist upon more 
than one encore.’’ Two of the artists 
taking part—Jim Sweeney and Johnny 
Forsman—are completely unknown to 
me. They prebably were “song plug- 
gers”’ for some of the music publishers. 

As the Edison contribution to the 
program had said, the Irving Gil- 
lette record of “Somewhere,” with 
Stanley singing bass in the chorus, 
was issued in April. It was trans- 
ferred a couple of years later to the 
Blue Amberol series. And in May, 
Victor marketed its first record by 


the reorganized Peerless Quartet, 
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with John H. Meyer singing bass in 
Stanley’s place. Meyer had been 
singing in the same church choir 
with Henry Burr, who had become 
manager of the Peerless. Under 
Burr’s direction, it was to remain 
the most popular recording quartet 
for almost another 20 years, but with 
occasional changes of personnel. 

In December, 1911, the Peerless 
record of a ballad, “In the Golden 
Afterwhile,” ‘which Stanley Grin- 
sted had written a short time before 
his death, was issued by Victor. Dur- 
ing the basso’s later years he had 
somehow found time to write a good 
many songs, the original music of 
some of which is still in his daugh- 
ters’ possession. One of the songs, 
whose exact title I have forgotten, 
contains the given name of his 
youngest daughter, Elaine. I believe 
that “In the Golden Afterwhile” was 
the only one of Stanley’s original 
compositions which has been publish- 
ed. Edison also issued it, and the 
companies paid the royalties directly 
to Mrs. Grinsted during the several 
years the records remained in their 
catalogs. 

Here is a final interesting reminis- 
cence from Mrs. Grinsted: “One might 
not long after Mr. Grinsted’s death a 
lady telephoned and said she was a 
great admirer of his singing, and asked 
if she might call. She was a short, dark 
woman, very’ business like, and I 
thought she was a reporter. She was a 
Christian Science practitioner in Cleve- 
land, Ohio. She said that when she 
went to a new city or town, she always 
went around, trying to find Stanley re- 
cords. She would buy five or six of her 
favorites, so when one got broken she 
would have some left. She ended, ‘T 
must have around 500 of his records.’ 
After that she always came to see me 
when she came to New York. She usu- 
ally sent me a Christmas present, and 
when my daughters married, she sent 
them each a half dozen sterling silver 
teaspoons. She died about three or 
four years ago, and I received word she 
had left me all her Stanley records. I 
received 79. Twenty-nine were solos. 
The rest were duets, trios, quartets, etc., 
in which he sang. I was very glad to 
get them, even though it was not 500.”" 

The year, 1910, in which Frank 
Stanley died now seems a remote era 
to us. That was four years before 
the first World war began—before 
any city had been bombed from the 
air or the atomic bomb was more 
than dreamed of. Frank Stanley 
never heard of electric recording or 
even saw an Edison Diamond Disc 
phonograph. The “talkies,” aside 
from the primitive type with which 
Edison experimented, were unknown 
to him. If he could return to earth 
today, he would be amazed at first 
by radio and television and would 
find the world he knew changed al- 
most beyond recognition—in many 
ways, for the worse. Yet that 
Christian Science practitioner who so 
zealously collected his records has 
her counterpart today in hundreds— 
probably thousands—of lovers of the 
old-time records, who believe that the 
subject of these sketches was one of 
the finest artists who ever sang into 
a horn and treasure his discs and 
cylinders accordingly. Thanks to 
these collectors, he is not likely ever 
to be entirely forgotten. And, as a 
lifetime admirer, it has been both a 
pleasure and a privilege for me to 
pay this extended tribute to the 
memory of William Stanley Grin- 
sted.

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Recently Discovered Masterpiece —

A previously unknown masterpiece by Pieter Bruegel, the Elder, which was 
acquired recently by the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 


Representing the “Combat  Be- 
tween Carnival and Lent,” this re- 
cently discovered painting by the 
Flemish master, Pieter Bruegel, the 
Elder, is a somewhat later version 
of the subject treated in the famous 
work in Vienna. Unrecorded in liter- 
ature on Bruegel, it was discovered 
only recently in an English private 


collection, and was acquired by the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 
“The style and technique of this 
painting unmistakably betray the 
hand of the elder Pieter Bruegel,” 
says Hanns Swarzenski, the muse- 
um’s assistant curator of paintings, 
“It is one of his first creations in 
which the strong influence of the 
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art of Bosch is digested and his own 
personal style becomes apparent. A 
comparison with the painting of the 
same subject in Vienna dating from 
1557 and the Dulle Griet (the Mad 
Meg) of 1562 in Antwerp place this 
picture in the period around 1560... 
There exists a copy of the picture 
by the younger Bruegel in the col- 
lection of M. L. Jolly in Brussels.” 
Highly interesting as a social doc- 
ument of the period, the scene of 
combat between the extremes of 
gluttony and abstinence, conviviality 
and asceticism, presents the oppos- 
ing forces jousting in a deserted 
street. The rotund champion of the 
gluttons is mounted on a wine bar- 
rel, helmeted with a cook’s funnel; 
his lance is a long skewer on which 
are speared succulent roast meats. 
Opposing him, a nun mounted on a 
barrel of fishes, crowned with a loaf 
of plain bread, parries his thrust 
with a long-handled wooden paddle 
on which she offers two meager fish 
as substitute for his meats and the 
luscious Brussels waffles, as popular 
now as then, which a woman inside 
the barrel is making. These con- 
tenders are maneuvered on wheeled 
carts by their supporters — masked 
carnival figures garlanded with ropes 
of sausages, fashionably hatted, mak- 
ing music on cooking grills, on one 
side, counterbalanced by representa- 
tives of exaggerated asceticism- 
hooded flagellants and _ gaunt-faced 
monks, on the other. Bruegel, de- 
tached and objective as always, 
presents two extremes of his day, 
taking no sides in the conflict.

baggage horses, having only 12 head 
of such stock. But he plans to add 
canvas and horses until his show, 
when set up on a miniature lot, will 
have every detail of equipment. 

In connection with his miniature 
circus, Mr. Wachter is also engaged 
at this time in building up a collection 
of material on his original Silvan- 
Urew circus. Most of his circus col- 
lection together with the Silvan- 
Drew records were destroyed some 
years ago, and Wachter is striving 
to replace them with the help of col- 
lectors over the nation. 

He has letterheads, tickets, route 
cards and other such items bearing 
the Silvan-Drew title, but lacks hand- 
bills, couriers, posters, and other ad- 
vertising material which his show 
distributed during the seasons it was 
on the road. j 

Mr. Wachter says, however, that 
Silvan-Drew items are very scarce. 
His show was on the road in those 
years of the late 20’s before collecting 
of circusiana had made much head- 
way, and furthermore, there appear 
to be fewer collectors of circus ma- 
terial in the Atlantic seaboard and 
southern states, than in New Eng- 
land, the Middlewest and the Pacific 
coast, where there are collectors in 
great numbers today.

that faulty ones have been accepted, 
and even hung as companions to per- 
fect pieces of workmanship. Mr. 
Hameis noticed several discordant 
bells in the celebrated carillon at 
Bruges, and inveighs sharply against 
those in Westminster clocktower. 
“The intended intervals,” says he, 
“are indeed suggested, but it can 
scarcely be maintained by any mu- 
sician that the dissonant clangor, 
which is heard a quarter before each 
hour, is anything more than a vague 
approach to the intended harmonious 
sequence.”

Very nice four-wheeled chaise sir-seat 
for two behind-one in front for gentle- 
man that drives.

Aesop’s Fly sitting on the axle of 
the chariot wheel has been much 
laughed at for exclaiming “What a 
dust I do raise!” Probably this re- 
ferred to Aristotle’s Scytala, of 300 
B. C. or the chariot of Ptolemaic Era. 
The story is told of Lord Brougham 
and his glorified street cab modified 
into a convenient carriage. A specta- 
tor seeing Brougham in his carriage 
and a letter B surmounted by a cor- 
onet on the panel, exclaimed “there 
goes a carriage with a B outside and 
a wasp inside.”

said to have been invented by Dr. 
Buck, Washington, D. C. 

The “Coachee,” a product of the 
late 18th century was a direct step 
away from heavy vehicles. It was a 
four-wheeled affair built high off the 
ground and drawn by two _ horses. 
The body was suspended by strap 
covered wooden springs from the axle 
braces about 4 feet above the ground. 
An iron step led to a door in the rear 
and the top had rolling side curtains 
instead of panels. Padded boards 
were placed across the bed for passen- 
gers, and the driver sat in front with 
his foot on a foot-board above the 
single trees. The front wheels meas- 
ured 3 feet, the rear ones 5 feet. 


The “Daument,” a vehicle intro- 
duced by the Duc d’ Aumont, was 
drawn by 4 horses, the near ones be- 
ing ridden by postilions. Two foot- 
men sat at the rear and the equip- 
page was preceded by an outrider. 

The “Dogeart,” a light 1-horse car- 
riage, had two high wheels and trans- 
verse seats, back to back. The rear 
was constructed so that it would close 
and form a box for the dog. 

“The old national droshkey is a 
hybrid between the Norwegian cariole 
and the Irish Jaunting Car.” Bayard 
Tayor—1859. This was said to be the 
most uncomfortable vehicle in the 
world. It was a light open vehicle 
with a long bench on which the riders 
sat astride as on a saddle, their feet 
resting on bars close to the ground. 

The “French-Chaise,” of 1760 was 
a 1-horse vehicle for two passengers. 
The body was slung on long leather 
straps, and it had long elastic shafts, 
a calash top and two high wheels. 

About 1778 Josiah Polk traveled 
from Somerset County, Maryland, to 
Boston ina one-horse gig. This 
vehicle with iron springs, stamped H. 
McDaniel, Phila. Wartd, and arms of 
the Polk family on side is in the 
Smithsonian. It has curved shafts, 


an iron step with guard, 14-spoked‘ 


wood wheels, with iron bands on the 
hubs and a leather top and seat. 

The “Gig-Phaeton” of 1860 was the 
typical American buggy. 

The “Juggernaut.” At Puri there 
are 120 temples and all the land for 
miles around is reserved as holy. At 
the principal annual festival when 
multitudes of pilgrims attend, a great 
car containing the idol of Juggernaut 
is drawn by devotees. Worshippers 
were originally supposed to throw 
themselves under the wheels of the 
car. 
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The “Milk-Float” is an open 2- 
wheeled, crank-axled, cart swung close 
to the ground. 

The “Puhlka” or Lapland Sledge, a 
canoe-like traveling sledge with a high 
square back for the passenger, was 
drawn by one reindeer. 


In 1795, John Tull introduced the 
“Post Chaise,” a vehicle for two pas- 
sengers. These are described as a 
straight perch resembling a timber 
wagon. Springs replaced standards, 
and the chariot-shaped body was sus- 
pended on leather braces, with spares 
for balancing. Baggage was stored 
on top. 

In 1670 Charles II of England gave 
a charter to a newly formed corpora- 
tion trading into Hudson’s Bay. This 
charter granted exclusive right and 
privilege of trading into what now 
forms part of Canada. The “Red 
River Cart” originated in this coun- 
try. The only tools used in its con- 
struction were the ax, saw, auger. It 
was completely made of wood, the 
fellies of the wheels held together 
by wood blocks and lashed on with 
green hide, which when dry made the 
joints tight and strong. No seat was 
used. The hide was stretched over 
the cart into a shelter, and when it 
was stretched underneath turned the 
vehicle into a boat. This was the 
chief means of transporting freight 
until the coming of the railroads. A 
replica of this cart is in the Smith- 
sonian. 

Almost every country in the world 
has at some time or other produced 
an inventor who has experimented 
with wind-propelled vehicles. The 
Chinese attached sails to their wheel- 
barrows. The Dutch and Hungarians 
tried them on coaches. Sail cars were 
operated on the Charleston and Ham- 
burg and Baltimore and Ohio Lines 
around 1830. These were said to have 
made a speed of 12 m.p.h. with the 
wind behind them but when facing 
the wind were difficult to keep on the 
track. 

In the last year of James I reign, 
a patent was issued to Hugo Upton 
“for the sole making of an instru- 
ment which shall be driven by the 
wind for the transportation or car- 
riage of anything by land.” 

“The barren plains of Sericana, where 

Chinese drive 
With sail and wind their cany wag- 

gons light. 


The “Shandrydan” or Shandry was 
a 2-wheeled Irish cart. “I shall never 
forget my....journey from Dublin to 
Cork. I shall never forget the for- 
lorn and rickity shandrydans and their 
inconceivable ragged and unkempt 
drivers.” G. A. Sala, Diary in Amer- 
ica 1865. 

The immortal ‘“One-horse Shay” 
was one of the most popular vehicles 
of the 19th century. This was a 
sturdy light chaise, with long curved 
shafts often tipped with brass, 14- 
spoked wood wheels and no springs. 
It had an iron step for mounting, a 
covered top, and gaily upholstered 
cushions. 

The Sicilian Flower cart was a 
most gay and brilliant affair. Elab- 
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orate with side paintings of religious 
scenes, delicately carved figurines on 
the posts and corners of the body. 
The wheels and spokes were carved 
and painted with flowers. 

The “Stanhope”, made for a man of 
the same name, was a light one- 
seated vehicle. Originally this had 
only two wheels but later developed 
four. The Double Stanhope had two 
seats facing each other and the driver 
sat in front. 

The “Tandem” was a turnout in 
which two or more horses were hitched 
in single file. 

The “Tonga” is a light two-wheeled 
cart for four passengers used in the 
country districts of British India and 
is drawn by either ponies or bullocks. 

The “Tumbrel” or farmer’s dump 
cart, was used to carry criminals to 
the gallows during the French Revolu- 
tion. This later developed into an 
army carryall. 

“The unfortunate General (Brad- 
dock) dying of his wounds was trans- 
ported first in a tumbrel.” Sparks 
Washington, 1855. 

The “Volante” a Spanish two- 
wheeled phaeton type vehicle having 
extremely long shafts was usually 
drawn by two animals, one of which 
was ridden by a postillion. 

The “Wagonette” was a pleasure 
wagon covered or uncovered, carrying 
six to eight passengers. The seats 
were lengthwise facing each other 
with a cross seat for the driver. 


Passenger transport wagons of 
South Africa are drawn by oxen, 
mules or horses. Oxen are guided by 
the sjambok, or thong of rhinoceros 
hide, stiff at the handle but soft and 
pliable at the end. One man stands 
in front of the oxen taking hold of 
the riems or riemjes, which were 
thongs of bullock-hide made supple 
by rubbing them with grease. These 
had an iron ring in one end. The 
driver sits on the voorstel or iron ex- 
tremity of the floor. The whip con- 
sists of plaited riempies fastened to 
a bamboo stick. The master and 
driver sit on the front box and the 
wife and family on a suspended bed 
or mattress behind. 

In 1850 the Mayor of Southampton, 
England, presented Queen Victoria 
with a small 300 lb. open carriage, 
drawn by a pony. The rear wheels 
measured 80” and the front ones 18”. 
Thus the “Victoria” was born. 

The last horse-drawn vehicle pur- 
chased for the White House in 1905 
was a Victoria. This is in the Smith- 
sonian and was used both by Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Wilson. This 
type of vehicle appeared about 1865 
being designed from the calash or 
caleche of the 18th century. These 
were manufactured by John C. Har- 
vey Co. Buffalo, N. Y., and were 
leather covered, wood wheels with 8 
1 and upholstered in dark blue 
cloth.

in the Stock Offices. The hands of 
the several dials indicate precisely 
the same hour and second, by means 
of connecting brass rods (700 feet 
long, and weighing 6 cwt.), and 200 
wheels; the principal weight being 
about 300 lb. The General Post Of- 
fice clock, by Vulliamy, is a beauti- 
ful work of art on a small scale; its 
pendulum-bob weighs 448 lb., and re- 
quires only 33 lb. to cause it to vi- 
brate 2’ 20” on each side of zero— 
an extremely small motive power. 
The clock of the Royal Exchange, 
manufactured by Dent in 1843, has 
been pronounced by the Astronomer 
Royal as ’the best public clock in the 
world,’ the pendulum, weighing near- 
ly 4cwt., is compensated, the first 
stroke of the hour is true to a second, 
and it can also be set to any fraction 
of a second. This was the first tur- 
ret clock constructed by Mr. Dent. 
The Westminster Palace clock, de- 
signed by Mr. Denison, and made by 
Mr. Dent, jun., about 1855, has four 
dials, each 22 feet in diameter—the 
largest in the world with a minute- 


‘hand; the great wheel of the going 


part is 27 inches diameter; the pen- 
dulum is 15 feet long, and weighs 
680 lb.; and the scape-wheel weighs 
about half an ounce. This clock is 
said to be eight times as large as a 
full-sized cathedral clock; it requires 
two hours a week to wind it up, and 
reports its own time to Greenwich 
by electrical connection; the cost has 
exceeded £22,000, and the gilding of 
the clock-tower £1,500.” : 


Anything Goes At 
Paris Auction 


William R. Stoneman of the Chica- 
go Daily News Foreign Service writes 
under a recent date line: 

“Paris—If Uncle Henry hasn’t writ- 
ten since he got to Paris, it doesn’t 
have to mean that he has hit the 
skids in the jungles of Montmartre, 
or gone native on the Rive Gauche. 

“He may have found the Hotel 
Drouot, which is not a hotel at all, 
but the world’s biggest collection of 
auction rooms, only five blocks east of 
the Opera, and easy for stray suckers 
to reach. 

“American tourists without plenty 
of self-control can spend four or five 
afternoons a week in this establish- 
ment, and all the money that they 
ought to be spending on the higher 
things of life.

“If you wait long enough you 
can buy anything at the Hotel Drouot, 
and if you are smart, patient and 
lucky, you may get it at a fraction 
of its retail value. 

“ ‘Anything’ may mean a Renoir, a 
collection of butterflies, a 15th Cen- 
tury tapestry, a set of second-hand 
copper pots and pans, the autograph 
of Marie Antoinette, a priceless post- 
age stamp, a set of rare sporting 
prints, a basketful of miscellaneous 
junk which you can buy as a sort of 
grab bag, a cellar of fine wine, a bun- 
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dle of old books or a second-hand 
shotgun. 

“‘Undoubtedly the Eiffel Tower 
will show up here one day,’ an auc- 
tioneer remarked, ‘and some fool will 
be on hand to buy it.’ 

“Prices range from 8 cents to small 
fortunes of several thousand dollars. 
000 

“The big bargains are in the middle 
ranges—an occasional fine sketch by 
a master, a rare piece of porcelain, 
a fine piece of furniture, an odd pair 
of landscape paintings or rare books. 
It happens a hundred times a day 
that somebody gets something worth 
$50 for $5. It probably happens 
twice that often that somebody gets 
something that isn’t worth anything 
for the same price. 

“Americans speak up loudest when 
old prints and paintings are under 
the hammer. They are easy to take 
back across the Atlantic, and they 
aren’t so easy for Mr. Customs to 
find. On a good afternoon at the 
Hotel Drouot you can often find a 
gentleman from Iowa in a lively bid- 
ding battle with a lady from the 
Bronx, or a local Paris American 
battling it out with a fresh trans- 
atlantic arrival.

“Recent sales at the Hotel Drouot 
have involved some great items. 


Within a month, the auctioneers dis- 
posed of the magnificent Adolphe 
Schloss collection of Dutch and Flem- 
ish masters, a collection of auto- 
graphs including those of John 
Quincy Adams, Balzac, Jeff Davis, 
Marie Antoinette and St. Vincent de 
Paul, a great collection of Renoirs, 
Cezannes and other modern masters, 
a collection of 19th Century water 
colors that would stock an art mu- 
seum.

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NOTES ON THE HISTORY OF 
CUTLERY 


From the Great Industries of the U. S., 
1873. Courtesy Arthur T. Ward. 


Our term cutlery is derived, through 
the process of vhonetic change which 
characterizes the passage of Latin 
to English, from the Latin word 
culter, meaning a small knife, as dis- 
tinguished from a sword. 

One of the earliest necessities of 
mankind must have been to shape 
some tool into a cutting edge. Before 
the discovery of the art of working 
metals was known, men used bone, 
or hard woods, or stone. The Egyp- 
tians had the art of tempering cop- 
per to a hard, cutting edge, and from 
them many of the nations of an- 
tiquity derived the process, which is 
now lost, and made their sharp im- 
plements of war, or for domestic us- 
age, from this material. 

The art of making steel was, how- 
ever, known to the natives of India 
before the time of Alexander the 
Great, and from the steel there made 
the famous Damascus blades were 
tempered in the city of that name. 
Singularly enough, some of the un- 
civilized races, as those in Borneo, 
and others, have now great skill in 
tempering their weapons, though they 
use a rude method which has prob- 
ably been handed down by tradition 
from a very early age. 

One of the chief characteristics, 
however, of civilization, is that the 
industry and invention of the people 
who have arrived at such a condition 
of social advance, are chiefly devot- 
ed to the production of tools and 
utensils for domestic and industrial 
use, instead of weapons for use in 
war. Judged by this standard we 
can compare the progress of our own 
times with that even of Greece and 
Rome, and without vanity we can 
congratulate ourselves upon the com- 
parison. The Grecians and Romans 
forged and tempered swords, which 
performed their bloody work only too 
completely; but they still ate with 
their fingers, and the cleanly decency 
of knives and forks was unknown 
even to their statesmen, or their 
philosophers. 

The steady growth of mankind 
towards that ideal future when the 
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world shall be at peace, when mutu- 
al aid and sympathy shall replace 
national jealousies, and the relations 
of nations shall attain the plain of 
reason and law which now prevails 
between gentlemen, is shown by the 
fact that now the art of making cut- 
ting weapons is chiefly employed for 
pacific purposes, and our cutlery us- 
es more steel to make our table 
knives which serve to increase our 
social culture, throwing the graces 
of good breeding about the occupa- 
tions for the support of life, than in 
fashioning the weapons for war, by 
which men meet to only attempt their 
mutual destruction. 

Up to within quite a recent date, 
the chief supply of cutlery for the 
civilized world was manufactured in 
England. At a very early period this 
art was practised there, and Shef- 
field, which still is the chief seat of 
the manufacture of knives, was cele- 
brated for the same article as early 
as the times of Chaucer, the father 
of English poetical literature, who 
writes,— 

“A Shelfeld thuytel bare he in his hose.” 
The word thuytle is the old form for 
thwite, a knife, which is itself now 
obsolete, but traces of which still: re- 
main in the language, in the diminu- 
tive thwittle, from which we have our 
word whittle. 

Though knives were made in Eng- 
land at an early date, yet they were 
not a regular piece of table furniture, 
and the fingers were still the chief 
implements used for eating. In the 
time of James I., Coryatt, the travel- 
ler, in his account of his tour through 
Europe, mentions forks as recently 
introduced into Italy, and speaks of 
their use as a curious custom. 

The manufacture of cutlery is of 
quite recent introduction into the 
United States, but has made such 
progress, owing to the improved 
methods and machinery introduced in- 
to the processes, that it will be best 
to mention only these, since thus the 
reader will quicker and easier become 
acquainted with the latest and best 
modes for its manufacture. 

The leading manufactory of cutlery 
in the United States is the Russell 
Manufacturing Company, at Green- 
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field, Massachusetts. The business 
was commenced by John Russell, of 
Greenfield, who was born in 1797. 
He is a man of a remarkable business 
capacity, with great decision and per- 
fect integrity. In 1834, being en- 
gaged in the manufacture of edged 
tools, such as chisels, &c., he com- 
menced, upon a small scale, that of 
table cutlery. This was the first at- 
tempt made to introduce this branch 
of industry into the United States. 
At first the attempt appeared to be a 
failure. The goods produced did not 
pay the cost of manufacture, the dif- 
ficulty being the lack of skilled work- 
men. During this first year, however, 
the amount produced was very small. 
Mr. Russell, nevertheless, still per- 
severed in the attempt, though he had 
to contend not only against the dif- 
ficulties inherent in any new enter- 
prise, but also against a foolish pre- 
judice against American cutlery; so 
that, though he produced wares which 
were actually as good as those im- 
ported from Sheffield, yet they could 
not be sold as readily or as well. 

At first the capital to carry on 
the business was small, and all the 
operations were performed by hand 
labor, the only machinery in use be- 
ing the emery wheels and grindstones 
for grinding and finishing the blades; 
the handles, or hafts, being made en- 
tirely by hand, and the blades forged 
by the same tedious and expensive 
method. 

At this time the market was en- 
tirely under the control of the Shef- 
field manufacturers, who, though they 
used, and still in a great measure 
use, more hand than machine labor, 
yet having the advantages of an estab- 
lished business, a reputation, and a 
buying public prejudiced in their favor, 
could force out any competition from 
American manufactories. The first 
improvement made by Mr. Russell, in 
the processes used in the “Green River 
Works,” was the introduction of the 
trip hammer for forging the blades. 
This improvement is purely Ameri- 
can. Though trip hammers were then 
in use in England, in forging large 
masses of metal, yet the idea had 
never occurred to any one to use them 


for this purpose. At first in the

A field most fruitful lies in the old 
issues of The Ladies Home Journal. 
Recently I happened upon a series 
of the Nineties and they are proving 
most delightful. 

For instance, in the March, 1895, 
issue of The Journal, there is a most 
interesting article on “The Family 
of a Humorist,” by Augusta Pres- 
cott, with a picture of the home of 
the subject Edgar Wilson Nye at 
Buck Shoals, North Carolina. We 
shall quote from the article: 

“Nestled away in the mountains of 
North Carolina, where you would 
never find them unless you were 
looking for them, is one of the dear- 
est little families upon earth, the 
family of ‘Bill Nye,’ the humorist. 
It is said of this particular region 
of North Carolina, where the Nyes 
live, that within any ten square miles 
of the country everything necessary 
to the comfort and happiness of man 
can be produced. And it is quite 
certain that within much less than 
ten miles a certain famous man finds 
all that sustains him. for his arduous 
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task of continuing to make people 
laugh — a devoted wife, four lovely 
children, and a home which is ideal 
in every respect. 

“Although the Nyes have been 
married eighteen years there are no 
lines in Mrs. Nye’s face to indicate 
the fact. 

“Mrs. Nye was born in Chicago. 
Her father was the first railway 
station agent in that growing town. 
His sons grew to be railway super- 
intendents and inventors, and one of 
them constructed a road in South 
America. Mrs. Nye has lived about 
equally in Chicago, in the Rocky 
Mountains, the South and in New 
York, so that she is thoroughly cos- 
mopolitan, and has no local peculiar- 
ities. 

She received a very careful train- 
ing on the piano, and has an excel- 
lent contralto voice. She sings at 
Calvary Church, near Buck Shoals, 
and has been an Episcopalian always. 

“When Mr. and Mrs. Nye were 
married he was unknown and 
poor. He marveled that he could 
marry such a girl when she had al- 
ways lived in comfort, and that she 
would take a reporter who owed for 
his wedding suit. But she gave him 
that confidence in himself which he 
lacked, and so she was the first of 
that audience, now grown to millions, 
‘which enjoys in print and on the 
platform his quaint and _ peculiar 
humor. She knew how to make a 
little go a long way, even in those 
far-away days, and even now, when 
she steals into the kitchen and takes 
the cuisine out of Aunt Lizzie‘s 
hands, the family see the difference 
at once and rejoice, though Aunt Liz- 
zie ‘kin cook all around the other 
cooks of Yadkin County.’ 

“Mrs.. Nye is essentially a good 
wife and a good mother. She is one 
of Mrs. Rorer’s pupils, and, as her 
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husband expresses it, ‘likes to con- 
struct a new salad or experiment 
with a new design in pie.’ In their 
new neighborhood the well-known 
humorist is content to be known as 
‘Mrs. Nye’s husband.’ In the papers 
he holds his old place with his read- 
ers firmly, but at Buck Shoals he is 
regarded more as a summer boarder. 
Mrs. Nye has been to her husband a 
gentle critic, the only one he has 
ever feared or worked hard to please. 
He has not feared her criticism on 
account of fear of bodily injury or 
scathing, withering sarcasm likely to 
come with the adverse criticism. For 
these he had no apprehension, for 
she has always been a comrade, and 
the good-fellowship and bonhomie ex- 
isting between the husband and ‘wife 
have made him cautious about fal- 
ling short from any cause in the 
estimation of his wife. This good- 
fellowship has made ‘Bill Nye’ also 
a poor club man and man-about-town.

As was said by a member of the 
Lotos Club, and as Nye likes to re- 
peat, when urged to stay late he put 
on his overcoat and said good-night: 
‘You are the best fellers in the world, 
except my wife. There is no one 
else I’d leave you for.’ 

“There are four children, Bessie, 
aged seventeen; Winifred, fourteen, 
and Max and Jim, aged respectively 
eight and five years. They both have 
their father’s deep eyes that seem 
to see a funny thing a long while 
before any one else can. And that 
they can run faster, walk further, 
catch more fish and trap more 
squirrels than any other boys of 
their age tells the story of their 
strength and their preparation for 
the work of men. 

“The children are very fond of 
their father. They call him ‘Tod’, 
and their is between him and them 
the most absolute confidence and 
companionship. This letter was writ- 
ten just recently from five-year-old 
Jim to ‘Tod’ out West on a lecturing 
tour. Mize is one of the farmers on 
the place: 

Buck Shoals, Mar. 5; 1895.

“The region above Asheville has 
become famous within a few years. 
It is a charming valley along the 
French Broad River, where lie Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s ten thousand acres with 
its palace home, the most elegant 
ever owned by a private individual in 
fee simple, and further on up the 
river is Mr. Nye’s house of twenty 
rooms. Mr. Nye’s property includes 
the old farm on the rapids which has 
been called Buck Shoals for the past 
century. It is an old farm near 
Arden Station, and receives its name 
from a series of rapids or shoals 
which fill the valley with a subdued 
roar that lulls the honest farmer to 
rest when his lecture season is over. 
The Nye house stands at the top of 
a gentle slope covered with blue 
grass and clover to the river’s edge, 
and commands a view of the river 
of four miles, with a background of 
blue, smoky mountains. 

The residence which Mr. Nye has 
built there, and which belongs to his 
wife, was the work of a celebrated 
architect, and is as beautiful as you 
could imagine—an ideal home. The 
farm consists of seventy-five acres, 
and includes all the fruits for which 
the country is celebrated. Between 
the house and the river there is a 
peach orchard of twenty acres, and 
on each side are vineyards and other 
fruits. The house itself is a big, 
broad one. According to Mr. Nye it 
is a sort of Colonial Queen Anne, 
with a Watteau back.’ It is a hand- 
some cottage of twenty rooms, fin- 
ished in the oak, ash, chestnut, curly 
poplar or tulip sycamore, Georgia 
pine, etc., which grow there, and 
with open wood fires in every room, 
wide porches and all the luxuries 
and comfort of the American sum- 
mer home. It is abundantly lighted 
with electricity, the power for which 
is furnished from. an old mill further 
down the slope, upon which the farm 
rests. The grounds, too, have the 
electric arcs, and are lovelier than a 
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dream when the sun goes down. 
Back of the house stands the car- 
riage barn, frescoed with pigeons, 
and a pair of matched, black, car- 
riage horses from Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, and two saddle horses consti- 
tute the stud. 

“Within the house are the things 
well and affectionately known to 
every reader of funny writing. Mr. 
Nye has the great library of which 
he often speaks, and there is, also, 
to be found the ‘library which, on 
being properly approached, becomes 
a refreshing couch,’ and there, too, 
is the pillow-sham holder ‘which sits 
up on its hindlegs at the foot of the 
bed,’ and the dog whose tail ‘wags 
in harmony with the dictates of his 
heart.’ Most of Mr. Nye’s writing is 
inspired by some little household oc- 
currence, and in a little while the 
world is laughing at the things that 
are familiar to every one, and which 
wake up sympathetic echoes in every 
heart. 

“No one in the South has a more 
perfect place than Mr. Nye,’ re- 
marked a traveler through that re- 
gion. And it may be added: ‘No one 
in the world has a more harmonious 
or congenial home circle, or one dom- 
inated by a woman more fitted to 
make a happy home than Mrs. 
Edgar Wilson Nye, the happy wife 
of the world-renowned humorist, 
‘Bill Nye.’

“The Old Raleigh Tavern” 


This tavern, which once stood in 
the historic town of Williamburg, 
Va., was the meeting place of beaux, 
wits, patriots and savants, so _ his- 
tory records. 

It was one of the most popular spots 
in Colonial America. Over its door- 
way stood a leaden bust of its name- 
sake, Sir Walter Raleigh, first pres- 
ident and earliest patron of Virginia. 

It seems that the tavern was more 
than a drinking place. It was a 
place where Thomas Jefferson danc- 
ed the minuet and paid court to the 
days, then as a dignified member of 
the Assembly of 1769. 

It was in the Apollo Room of the 
tavern that fiery patriots expressed 
their views on taxation and set them 
down into an agreement presented by 
George Washington to the effect that 
they would not import or purchase 
any English commodities until their 
rights were redressed. 

One of the most important events 
to take place in the building, and 
again in the Apollo room, was a 
meeting on May 15, 1776. “The real 
business of the day,” according to 
history, “was a Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.” It was here that Edmund 
Pendleton sat to draft a resolution 
to instruct the Virginia delegates in 
Congress to move that body “to de- 
clare the Colonies Free and Inde- 
pendent States. It was here that 
Thomas Nelson rose to offer the re- 
solution to the convention and Pat- 
rick Henry to second it. And in this

The fashions of five different wars 
are represented among a group of 
dolls which I have collected and had 
dressed for the purpose of preserv- 
ing family tradition. These dolls are 
dressed in the prevailing modes of 
the respective dates. 


1689 
Lord William Bryan 
Lady Alice Needham 

These blonde dolls, with their hair 
molded in ringlets represent a couple 
who were married in Ireland in 1689. 
Ireland was a country of turmoil at 
this time. Lord William’s father had 
been refused his hereditary estates 
under the Stuarts. Being persecuted 
by the English they were anxious to 
emigrate to a new country. Directly 
after the wedding they set sail for 
America with several of their many 
ships which had already been loaded. 
One with household goods, another 
with brick with which to build their 
house. One ship was loaded with 
fine cattle, horses and hunting dogs, 
another with their personal belong- 


ings and their servants, who had been 
with the family many years. They 
settled in Wight County, Virginia. 

Lord William. wears a rose colored 
silk brocade suit which is embellish- 
ed with rhinestone buttons. Deep 
lace falls from the neck and sleeves. 
He has a tan waistcoat covered with 
tiny trailing roses, knee breeches 
with a buckled garter, white silk 
stockings and low cut shoes with 
jeweled buckles. Over his shoulders 
rests a long rose colored silk bro- 
cade cloak which is lined with yel- 
low silk. He holds in his hand a wide 
brimmed hat with plume. 

Lady Alice is resplendent as a 
lady of the Restoration period. Her 
dress is of blue silk brocade. Lace 
ruffles fal! from her shoulders. A 
rope necklace of pearls encircle her 
neck. Material for their clothes 
came from France and England. 


1720

Annie, a petite blonde, is pretty 
in a pale blue lace dress over a 
foundation of lemon yellow silk. The 
elbow sleeves are finished with ruf- 
fles of lace, the typical sleeve of 
this time.

Sarah wears a redingote of orchid 
velvet. It has narrow lace ruffles 
at the neck and down the front of 
the bodice. The foundation skirt is 
decorated nw band of Chinese em- 
broidery which was brought from 
that country in a Chinese ship a cen- 
tury ago. The doll is a blonde 
Parian.

These dolls are brunettes with old 
china heads and are dressed as bride 
and groom. 

Lewis wears a claret velvet coat, 
an embroidered waistcoat, cream 
velvet knee breeches, silk stockings 
and low buckled shoes. 

Judith is dressed in her bridal 
gown with flowing veil. The dress is 
shirred around the waist, the neck, 
and at the wrists. 

From an old letter we read that 
the linen ‘which she spun and wove 
was very fine as to texture and that 
she “bleached it white as snow”. 
They came from Virginia into North 
Carolina in 1810, bringing a large 
number of slaves. The house they 
built at that time still stands.

The large Bryan Estate and West 
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Estate of Western North Carolina are 
represented by this couple. 

Juliana’s gown is __ interesting, 
authentic as to age of material and 
style. Her basque has drop shoulders 
and is pointed at the front. Net ruch- 
ing finishes the neckline and the 
wrists. Below the ruching lies a row 
of black fringe. S.he wears hoops, 
her skirt and basque are trimmed 
with tiny bead medallions. Dainty 
slippers grace her feet. A gold brace- 
let rests upon her arm. 

No doubt her four soldier sons 
carried sweet memories onto the 
battlefield of the lovely mother who 
passed away before the great con- 
flict. Her head is of black china 
made in 1845, 

Job is dressed as a typical south- 
ern gentleman. He wears a black 
wool coat and trousers. A white 
shirt, black tie, brocaded vest and 
gael shoes. His hat is a large soft 
elt. 

During the Civil War he cared for 
twenty-two persons in his southern 
home. Besides his immediate family, 
he kept his sons’ wives, babies and 
other relatives.

William was an _ officer in the 
union army of the Civil War and 
wears the blue uniform ‘with brass 
buttons and leather boots. Being in 
the cavalry, he wears spurs, a sword 
hangs from his belt.

He went from North Carolina in 1868 
to Missouri where he met and mar- 
ried Nancy Blankenship, a native of 
Tennessee. 

Nancy wears a pointe d’ esprit 
lace dress over a foundation of 
white satin — her collar is of hand 
made lace brought from China many 
years ago. Hers is a head of china 
with black hair, made during the 
seventies.

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DOWN BUTTON LANE 


Sets of Realistic Buttons 
By BERYL STEWART 


Collectors of realistic buttons 
dreamed of a post war paradise 
of plastic buttons representing 


everything. Little did they believe 
that American manufacturers would 
turn a deaf ear to the suggestions 
and pleas of collectors and go merri- 
ly along, year after year, molding 
plastic into round discs or fashion- 
ing it into heavy lumps of little or 
poor design. Today few novelty but- 
tons are on sale. Clerks report ex- 
cellent sales on realistic buttons, and 
they can offer no good explanation 
for the present dearth of collector 
items. 

The most interesting buttons are 
coming from Mexico, and they are 
popular. The colors are bright; there 
are many unusual colors, orange and 
purple, tan and gray; and there are 
many transparent items that add 
glitter to a collection. A new trim 
that is especially attractive seems to 
be done with air brush. Among de- 
sirable set items coming from that 
country are transportation, wed- 
ding, travel, bird, Hawaiian, vegeta- 
ble, lock and key, umbrella and fan, 
clown and _ witch, races, vases, and 
Disney sets. There are many equally 
desirable buttons which are classified 
as non-set. 

In ALPHABET SETS I have seen 
two different sets; undoubtedly there 
are others. One set has three large 
cut-out letters, A, B, C, The other 
set has three small round buttons 
‘with colored background and white 
letters, A, B, C. The first set, of two- 
hole buttons, is more attractive than 
the second set of shank buttons. 


AN ANIMAL AND BIRD SET 
from Australia has six simple, flat, 
cut-out plastic buttons representing 
a dog, a Kookaburra bird, a flying 
bird, a penguin, an angry cat, and a 
chick. Like almost all plastic but- 
tons from Australia, these are of a 
crude plastic and are of simple de- 
sign, but they add variety and in- 
dividuality to a collection. (Two- 
hole.) 

DOMINO SETS without trim are 
available in many bright colors and 
in many transparent colors. (Shank.) 


RECENT SETS 
CIRCUS PARADE, a set manufac- 
tured late in 1948, has six plastic but- 
tons. Each design is set within a cir- 
cle. I like the way the designs pair: 
clown and bareback rider; trained 
elephant and seal; lion and lion wag- 


in white, pink, light blue, yellow, 
light green, red, dark brown, gold, an- 
tique gold, silver, and antique silver. 
(Shank.) 

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS is a 
recent set of five buttons: drum. with 
stick; saxophone; cornet; violin with 
bow; and banjo. These are exception- 
ally well designed. The sets are 
available in white, pink, light blue, 
yellow, light green, red, light brown, 
Silver, antique silver, gold, and an- 
tique gold. (Shank.) 

A second NURSERY RHYMES set 
will perhaps materialize. In 1948 a 
lamb and a kitten were manufactur- 
ed. This year Goosey, Goosey Gan- 
der and Ride a Cock Horse have been 
designed and sold. (Shank.) 


HISTORIC SETS 


Among recent sets are two that I 
consider valuable. These companion 
sets, somewhat larger than those 
ordinarily collected, have metal 
backs and transparent plastic faces 
over black-and-white photographs of 
important places. These buttons 
were designed by Schiaparelli. 

AMERICANA is a set of five but- 
tons: the Statue of Liberty; the 
Capitol Dome at Washington; Radio 
City; Washington Monument; and 
Empire State Building. (Shank). 

PARISIAN has pictures of Eiffel 
Tower, La Madeline, Arc' de Tri- 
omphe, Palais de Challet, and Beaux 
Arts. (Shank.) 

METAL SETS 

BRANDING IRONS is a set of five 
round metal buttons representing 
well-known livestock brands of the 
Southwest. (Shank.) 

THE NAVAJO SET consists of 
six round metal buttons each one im- 
pressed with a Navajo sign: prayer 
altar; leaf; crossed arrows; rain; 
thunderbird; and horse. (Shank.) 


CZECH GLASS SETS 


Have you been puzzled about clas- 
sifying the small opaque glass items 
from Czechoslovakia? Recently I ob- 
tained twelve of these buttons on the 
original card: a white dog head, a 
red dog head; a yellow butterfly, a 
green butterfly; a brown elephant, 
a black elephant; a brown flying 
bird, a blue flying bird; a yellow 
bird, a red bird. That classification 
should be helpful. The colors vary 
a little on the original cards, but I 
had never thought previously of 


on. The sets have been manufactured these buttons forming a double set. 
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several

One Czech glass set on its original 


pre-war sets

brightly-colored card has six round 
buttons: a flower design on a black 
button; two kittens in a basket on a 
red button; a red butterfly on a 
white button; a yellow chamois head 
on a white button; a dog in open 
window on a_ green button; and a 
toadstool on a red button. (Shank.) 

Another Czech set on _ original 
card represents a custom common to 
Czech manufacture—the mixing of 
round and cut-out buttons to make a 
set. In this set the two round but- 
tons are red: one has a design of 
three cherries; one has a toadstool. 
The four cut-to-shape buttons repre- 
sent: four red toadstools on a tan 
button; a blue leaf with flowers; a 
yellow apple against a green leaf; 
and a yellow fruit button of apple, 
pear, and grapes. The infinite varie- 
ty of Czech buttons is fascinating! 
(Shank.) 

Another Czech set has six designs: 
two blue cherries; a red radish; a 
white apple; a yellow lemon with 
leaf; two reddish fruits perhaps in- 
tended to be pineapple; and two 
orange-colored pears on the only 
round button in the set. (Shank.) 

One group of Czech buttons that 
I believe makes a set shows this cus- 
tom of combining varieties. This 
group has two cut-to-shape buttons: 
a small elephant and a large butter- 
fly; and three round buttons of dog, 
bee, and duck (or goose?) (Shank.) 

My favorite Czech set has six cut- 
to-shape glass buttons: a yellow 
chick; a white beetle; a grey beetle; 
a black toadstool; and a green toad- 
stool. 

WOODEN SETS 

Collectors say I neglect wooden 
buttons, and it is true that I collect 
very few wooden buttons. Recently 
some sets, or partial sets, came to 
me from California and Mexico. 
Three buttons have Mexican scenes 
painted against a ‘white background. 
Two round buttons have a Mexican 
asleep and a Mexican playing a 
guitar. Two others portray a Mex- 
ican asleep and a Mexican selling 
pottery. Three rectangular buttons 
purchased at Tia Juana look as 
though they were slices of wood re- 
taining the bark. These show a 
coyote howling at the moon, a wom- 
an weaving a rug, and a Mexican 
asleep. The designs have exquisite 
detail, so fine that one wonders how 
it could be done on wood. 

EXCHANGING BY MAIL 

Since a major part of exchanging 
is done by mail, collectors frequently 
ask about rules for such trading. 
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Five years ago such trading was 
characterized by a fine, generous, 
spontaneity; today some collectors 
write several letters about trading 
one or two plastic buttons, as 
though each button were as valuable 
as “Skating in Central Park.” 


Certainly these rules are fair. A 
collector has the right to return any 
buttons he receives by mail, provid- 
ing he returns them within twenty- 
four hours. Buttons kept longer than 
twenty-four hours should not be re- 
turned. Once a collector has signi- 
fied his decision to keep a_ button, 
he should keep it. The most frequent 
complaint among collectors is that 
someone eventually finds for sale the 
buttons he has traded for; then, 
even though weeks have elapsed, he 
returns the buttons to their original 
owner. 


The collector should always be 
given a choice. If she has sent vou 
thirty buttons, you must send her 
thirty of equal value to choose from. 
Because you decide to keep only 
twenty-five of the thirty buttons, it 
is not fair to send her only twenty- 
five. 


“Button for button” is the cus- 
customary standard for trading. Any 
variation of that must be by mutual 
consent. 


When mailing buttons, be sure to 
wrap each plastic or glass button 
individually or card the _ buttons. 
Pack the other collector’s buttons 
with as much care as you pack your 
own — or more! Use a strong box. 
Boxes today seldom survive more 
than one trip through the mails. Use 
clean, new wrappings. Address 
plainly. Send the package by insured 
mail. ' 


Sometimes packages are lost in the 
mail. Then the question arises: Who 
is responsible for the buttons? The 
person mailing the package is in- 
debted to the other collector; how- 


ever, if the buttons lost are too 
scarce to be obtained from other 
sources, the collectors should try to 
make a fair settlement. Do not act 
as though an immovable object had 
at last met an irresistible force!

States Chicago Reporter From Tokyo 


Edith Weigle, popular Chicago 
Tribune reporter now in Tokyo, writes 
informatively on the subject of the 
netsuke from that city. Says she: 

“The ingenious Japanese several 
centuries ago devised an artistic 
means of carrying medicines and pills 
around. Little sectional cases called 
inro were suspended from their obi 
or silk sashes and were prevented 
from slipping by means of a silk cord 
to which was attached a beautiful 
small ivory or wood carving that 
served as an anchor or toggle. 

“These anchors were called netsuke 
(pronounced netsky) and the best of 
them are eagerly sought by collectors 
today and are treasured as the works 
of art they actually are. A netsuke 
varies in size from a carving the size 
of a walnut to one about twice as 
large and it may be of ivory, whale- 
bone, walrus tusk, wood stained or 
lacquered or painted, or of porcelain, 
crystal, coral or jade. 

“These fascinating small objects 
are now becoming very rare, as the 
custom of wearing the inro has dis- 
appeared. Some day before long they 
will vanish completely from curio and 
antique shops here.

“The finest of them were signed by 
the craftsmen who made them, altho 
many excellent ones were not. All 
are made with two holes into which 
the silk cord was threaded, or are so 
carved that the cord could be attached 
in some way. It might, for example, 
be passed thru the arm of an ex- 
quisitely carved tiny figure. 

“Boxwood was especially favored for 
netsuke as it was light in weight but 
extraordinarily strong, and developed 
a beautiful mellow brown patina with 
age. Some of the finest specimens to 
be found today are of this wood that 
Americans associate with the waxy 
green garden hedges of Virginia. 

“For subjects carvers used the lit- 
tle creatures found in Japanese 
myths and folk tales: Kappa, a fan- 
tastic animal with the body of a tor- 
toise, the legs of a frog and the head 
of a monkey who was supposed to in- 
habit swamps and rivers and plague 
human beings; a round, fat badger 


said to be able to bewitch people; the 
octopus who was strong enough to

wrestle with a man, and many others, 
including dragons and griffins. Shells 
carved with the most minute detail, 
nuts and fruits also are found in net- 
suke, as are figures of monkeys, elfin- 
like little men, and elaborately fila- 
greed globes and blocks.

“Religious and historical subjects 
were treated in a light, amusing vein 
by the netsuke craftsman. All the 
gods and goddesses as well as the 
demons of China and Japan were done 
many times. 

“A fine netsuke is always made with 
great attention to minute detail and 
like a good piece of sculpture must 
be pleasing from all sides. Unlike 
sculpture it must be perfect on the 
under side. 

“Many a netsuke carving of a 
man’s figure will have a head little 
larger than a good sized pea yet the 
expression on the face will be mar- 
velous, depicting mirth, anger, tor- 
ment, resignation, or meditation. And 
the costume, usually a kimono, will 
be perfect to the last, a tiny bit of 
pattern or adornment. 

“No wonder a collector of art ob- 
jects goes nearly crazy over here! 
Once one starts hunting netsuke there 
is no stopping. The best are becom- 
ing very elusive and that makes the 
search more stimulating.”

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The Origin of the Windsor Chair 


By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


The use of a chair is an indication 
of a higher civilization. The old 
Babylonians had chairs, 'we find, for 
instance, a picture of one on an old 
seal cylinder of c. 2,500 B. C. Old 
pictures and grave finds of the 
Egyptians likewise reveal that chairs 
were part of their household equip- 
ment. Greek chairs are pictured on 
old vases, as are Etruscan chairs. 
The Romans had them as we know 
from sculptures and classical writers. 
The latter inform us also that chairs 
were unknown to the old Celts and 
Teutons. Until comparatively recent 
times the Chinese were the only Asi- 
atic nation using chairs. 


The spread of Christianity from 
Rome brought the chair to the rest 
of Europe. Throughout its long his- 
tory we notice that the use of a 
chair carried with it a certain dis- 
tinction. The throne was the privi- 
lege of the king and the bishop had 
his elaborate chair which marked his 
dignity. The use of a chair lost 
gradually its exclusiveness and was 
extended to the head of the house- 
hold of nobility and gentry. As the 
use of chairs became more wide- 
spread various types and_ styles 
have been evolved. 

Seemingly all of a sudden there 
appears in this evolution in England, 
towards the end of the 17th century, 
the Windsor chair, with characteris- 
tics which mark it as a stranger 
among the chairs of the time, and 
which point to an entirely different 
derivation and development. 

It is a curious fact that all books 
of reference have failed so far, in 








their definition of Windsor chairs, to 
stress the outstanding characteristic 
‘which distinguishes it from all other 
chairs. It is the absence of any con- 
nection between the back and the 
rear legs. Not less important is the 
fact that the chair with the back 
removed is an entity in itself, mere- 
ly an elaborated stvo!. If we elimi- 
nate the elaborations, which are the 
shaping or dishing of the plank seat 
and the turnings of legs and stretch- 
ers, we can visualize the prototype, 
a simple board seat with stick-legs, 
strengthened by _ stretchers. With 
these characteristics firmly fixed in 
our mind, we become at once aware 
that the Windsor chair is a product 
of the peasant home. 

The peasants had their benches, 
“long” or “short forms,” as_ they 
were called in inventories of the 
time, and perhaps the only influence 
which the chairs of the higher clas- 
ses exerted upon the development of 
the Windsor chair was the peasant’s 
beginning emancipation and desire 
to have something akin to a chair to 
sit upon besides the benches, be it 
long or short ones. The distinction 
between the classes were then still 
taken seriously, were sharply de- 
fined, and developments within them 
went their own peculiar ways. Wish- 
ing for a seat with a back-rest, the 
problem for the peasant 'was simply 
to add a back to the short form or 
stool, which he already had among 
his furniture. It was a board for a 
seat with two pairs of raked stick- 
legs, two side stretchers, and be- 


tween them a middle stretcher.

F H B. 17th century. 

The fitting of a back-rest to a 
plank seat offered an unusual prob- 
lem. There were no upward projec- 
tions of the rear legs and a sturdy 
support had to be gained in a differ- 
ent way. The principal of the solu- 
tion of this problem was to apply a 
multiplicity of contacts with the aid 
of spindles, and curve the top rail 
which holds the spindles in such 
manner that their ends connect with 
arm rests or are brought down into 
the sides of the plank seat. This im- 
portant side-connection of the frame- 
work of the back is often also 
brought about by merely connecting 
it to separate arm rests. To further 
brace the back of a Windsor chair 
sometimes two spindles have been 
added which terminate in a tailpiece 
at the rear of the seat. 

By 1725 the English Windsor had 
been introduced into our country 
and flowered into numerous attrac- 
tive types with the development of 
‘which we do not concern ourselves. 

Our thesis is that the English 
Windsor chair was developed from 
the stool. Very few traces of the in- 
termediate stages of development in 
pictures or actual specimens have be- 
come known. The_ reason for this 
seems to be that the doings of the 
English peasantry have in former 
times never been deemed worthy of 
investigation. They were more or 
less an ignored class and neither ar- 
tists or historians took much notice 
of them. Today, when research has 
cast off the old shackles of conven- 
tion and prejudice, it may be too late 
to look for specimens of peasant 
furniture in England, preceding the 
17th centuy. 


In continental Europe we find a 
similar development of the stool into 
a chair in the peasant home. Some 
of the cruder attempts of such trans- 
formation are pictured in Fig. 1. The 
one is a three-legged stool with a 
simple back added, sketched after a 
type shown on a woodcut by Michael 
Furter, Basel, 1495 A. D. The other 
with four legs has the same simple 
backrest and is pictured on an en- 
graving by Master F H B, in the 
Kupferstich Kabinet, Berlin, 17th 
century. 


In Southern Germany, the Tyrol 
and Switzerland this transformation 
Bloomed forth into a distinct type of 
chair. In the Alpes they are called 
“Schabelle”, obviously derived from 
the Latin scabellum, the word for 
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CHINESE PEASANT CHAIR.

stool. We know them as Moravian 
chairs, because it was the Moravians 
who brought the type to Pennsylvania 
in the middle of the 18th century. Fig. 
2, shows an _ elaborate example 
formerly owned in Bethlehem, Pa. 
This type has a square plank seat 
with raked stick-legs, and for a back 
a slanting slat, mortised into the 
plank seat with the extending tenon 
secured under the seat with a wood- 
en wedge. Here again we have no 
intrinsic connection of the back with 
the lower structure. Remove the 
back rest aid you still have a 
serviceable complete piece of furni- 
ture, a four-legged stool, a seat com- 
mon enough in the peasant home. 
This chair, like the Windsor chair in 
England, appears on the scene at a 
relatively late time, without any re- 
lationship to the cnairs which went 
before, and can be explained only as 
the development in the peasant home 
of the stool into a chair. 

Another type was developed in 
Bohemia. The specimen shown in 
Fig. 38, was made at Warnsdorf in 
1706. The development here started 
with a rectangular plank seat sup- 
ported on four raked stick-legs. The 
back rest, a near semi-circular top 
rail is held in place by nine nicely 
turned spindles. The rounding off of 
the corners of the plank seat com- 
pleted the transformation into a 
pleasing chair coming nearest to the 
English Windsor. 

It might add interest to show here 
for comparison two Chinese peasant 
chairs, Figs. 4 and 5, which are the 
outcome of a similar development. 
Back rests are additions to a simple 
stool. The Chinese peasants have 


stools of this kind which are far more 
in use than chairs. When the Chinese 
first conceived the idea to transform 
their stools into chairs by the addi- 
tion of a back rest, they were con- 
fronted with the same problem which

faced the first designers of Windsor 
chairs. A back rest was to be fasten- 
ed upon a plain seat, the top of the 
stool. It is of the greatest interest 
that the problem was-solved in a 
similar manner. Fig. 4, shows how 
the top rail of the back is curved 
and extended downward to fasten 
into the sides of the seat, and in Fig. 
5 we see the framework ‘of back 
spindles strengthened by the appli- 
cation of spindled arm rests. An ad- 
ded feature of strength in the Chin- 
ese chairs is the duwnward continu- 
ation of the main stays of back and 
arm rests, terminating into rungs a 
few inches below the chair seat. 

Unacquainted with Eastern conser- 
vatism one might be tempted to 
argue that the Chinese chairs must 
be derivea -rom Western Windsor 
types. But, if we do so we are surely 
on the wrong track. If there is any 
relationship it must be the other 
way around. The Chinese chairs 
pictured are types from peasant 
homes, photographed in the interior 
of China, ‘where a deviation from ac- 
cepted styles, handed down for gen- 
erations would be an act just short 
of sacrilege. The chair shown in 
Fig. 4 was made in a small village 
in Hunan province by a village car- 
penter and the type is quite common 
in other parts of China. The other 
chair, Fig. 5, was photographed in a 
wild country, the border mountains 
between Kiangsi and Hunan Provinc- 
es, where no white person ever pene- 
trated. The natives, under the im- 
pression that the world is peopled by 
Chinese only, asked me in all serious- 
ness from what part of China I hail- 
ed, as I appeared to them an unusual 
specimen of a Chinese. 

Summing up and reviewing the 
problem of the origin of the Windsor 
chair we found that the type we are 
familiar with came to us from Eng- 
land in the early years of the 18th 





century. With us, unfettered by tra- 
dition, it developed into a beautiful 
chair with many variations. A clear 
definition of the Windsor chair as 
one with a plank seat with raked 
stick-legs, and the back entirely un- 
connected with the rear legs, helped 
us to visualize that it originated as a 
stool to which the back was affixed 
as an after-thought, as it were. 
That this same transformation has 
been made in continental Europe and 
China is interesting, but this fact 
would scarcely allow us to believe 
that these types influenced the origin 
of the English Windsor. What they 
have in common is that the peasant 
and humble cottager in various parts 
of the world transformed his stool 
into a comfortable chair.

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NOTES ON THE 
HISTORY OF CUTLERY 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 37) 


“Green River Works,” two trip ham- 
mers were introduced. This improved 
process did much towards cheapening 
the manufacture, and together with 
the next introduced, by which the 
bolsters, or that part of the blade 
which abuts upon the handle, and 
bolsters it, or supports it, were also 
struck up by the trip hammer instead 
of by hand, enabled the American 
production to compete successfully 
with the Sheffield manufacture. 


This process of forming the bolster 
is called swedging, and the impor- 
tance of the introduction of this proc- 
ess, aS an improvement over the old- 
fashioned way of forming them by 
hand, is shown by the following fact: 
By the hand process, a man, aided by 
a striker, who swung the hammer, 
could, in a day, subject about one 
hundred and fifty blades to this proc- 
ess, while a trip hammer, with one 
man and a tender, can accomplish the 
same for about three thousand blades. 
But the improved processes were not 
allowed to stop here, and the next step 
was the introduction of machinery to 
perform the plating, or shaping, of 
the blade, and the cutting of the same 
into the required shape by dies, which 
were crushed in a cam power press. 
These two improvements were of 
great importance, since they replaced 
by one, and the same operation, the 
tedious and slow methods of plating 
the blades; that is, of making a blade 
from a plate of steel by hammering 
it into shape, and then cutting it out. 


By these improvements the manu- 
facture of the entire blade, with its 
bolster, was transferred from hand 
work to machinery, with the increase 
of production, and cheapening of ex- 
pense, consequent upon such a trans- 
fer. The next improvement was di- 
rected towards the process of pre- 
paring the handles. For wooden han- 
dles, the wood from the apple tree is 
preferred. The improvement in mak- 
ing them consisted in subjecting them, 
hot with oil, to a pressure in a ma-- 
In this way the handles are 
greatly improved, and oak, maple, and 
other woods can be used. The next 
improvement was the invention of an 
ingenious way of making the bolster, 
so that it should hold the scales, or 
the slips of wood, or other material, 
forming the handle, to the tang, or 
the projecting prong to which the 
outside of the handle is riveted. This 
improvement was invented by Mat- 
thew Chapman, and patented by the 
company as assignee in 1862. 

This patent bolster does away with 
the necessity for forging or swedging 
the bolsters, and so simplifies the proc- 
ess of manufacture as to quadruple 
the production. The next improve- 
ment consisted of making the blade, 
the bolster, and the handle all of steel, 
forged from one solid piece. This 
process, like the two previously men- 
tioned, was also invented by Mr. 
Chapman, and the patent steel-han- 
dled knife, which is made by this 


process, has already entered largely 
into consumption. The handles are 
silver-plated, and the knives are quite 
elegant in appearance, and convenient 
to use, especially in hotels, for which 
they are specially adapted. 


A still further improvement has 
been made, by which the blade is 
manufactured of steel, and the handle 
of iron, which is afterwards japanned, 
and thus affords a cheaper article. 
All of these later improvements are 
patented, thus giving the control of 
their use to the company. Besides this 
the company control in this country 
the use of woride, a patented article 
made in England, and which can be 
distinguished from ivory only by a 
skilled expert. 

Though, as has been shown in the 
above remarks, the various processes 
of making cutlery have been so suc- 
cessful, simplified and cheapened by 
substituting for the slow and tedious 
methods of hand labor the more rapid 
and accurate work of machines, yet 
the process of making knives is still 
quite a complicated one, and one 
which requires the cooperation of a 
great many men. From the selection 
of the steel to be worked up, which 
requires skilled experience and judg- 
ment, through all the various proc- 
esses of manufacture, up to the point 
when the manufactured articles are 
ready to be offered for sale, constant 
care and attention are necessary to 
insure the excellence which has been 
recognized by the public. 


Most of the improved processes of 
manufacture, which have been alluded 
to, are also applied by the Russell 
Manufacturing Company in_ their 
manufacture of forks. The prongs of 
these are cut and shaped by machin- 
ery, and the entire fork, handle and 
all, are made by the same process 
by which the solid knives are made. 


Though the improved machinery 
has increased the production, while 
it has simplified the methods, yet still 
the processes through which a knife 
has to pass before being ready for 
sale, are many and various, as may 
be seen from this list: First, cutting 
steel into proper lengths; second, try- 
ing blade under trip hammer, and 
bolstering; third, shaping under a 
press; fourth, straightening; fifth, 
ground for the stamp; sixth, stamped; 
seventh, hardened; eighth, temperea; 
ninth, ground; tenth, hafted; eleventh, 
finished on the emery wheels, and the 
handles so finished; twelfth, bolsters 
so finished; thirteenth, buffed; four- 
teenth, cleaned; fifteenth, inspected; 
sixteenth, packed. 

Numerous as these operations may 
seem, yet, in fact, they are much 
fewer than by the old process. A 
penknife, by the old method, is said 
to pass through a hundred hands be- 
fore it is ready for sale. 

To give an idea of the vast variety 
of goods manufactured by this com- 
pany, it may be stated that they make 
thirty different styles in each class 
of the following table cutlery, with 
the finest ivory, pearl and ivory (2d 
class) handles of different patterns— 
oval, fluted, square, octagon, oval or- 
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namented, grooved, “tulip,” shell 
head, with fancy carving, with and 
without silver ferrules, etc., ete.—viz.: 
table knives, dessert knives, meat or 
game carvers, Jones’ carvers, steels 
and concave steels; eleven patterns of 
butter knives, with ivory, fine ivory, 
pearl, cocoa, ebony and horn, square, 
oval, and octagon handles; two kinds 
of cheese scoops, steel and silver 
plated, with ivory and ivoride han- 
dles; four varieties of fruit knives; 
four kinds of nut-picks; twenty-two 
kinds of knives and forks with cocoa 
handles; two kinds with iron handles; 
four kinds with horn handles; twen- 
ty-two kinds with ebony handles; fif- 
teen kinds with bone handles; and 
each kind with dessert sets, carvers, 
steels, etc., to match. 

The ivoride, to which we have re- 
ferred, and which presents a scarcely 
distinguishable substitute for ivory, 
gives superior handles, which will not 
break or crack, nor absorb grease and 
stains. They are put on without ce- 
ment, so that they are not injured by 
contact with hot water, and are war- 
ranted to hold fast as long as they 
are in use. Besides the solid steel, 
silver-plated handles, manufactured 
expressly for hotels, restaurants, 
steamboats, and other hard service, 
the company make wrought oval hol- 
low-handled plated knives and forks, 
and hollow metal handle silver-plated 
table and dessert knives. All these 
goods are made, not merely to sell, or 
to be admired as beautiful and artistic 
specimens of work, but are designed 
for use, and consequently every detail 
receives the greatest care and atten- 
tion, so that the well-merited reputa- 
tion of the company may be main- 
tained. 

This company turns out a great 
variety of very superior pocket 
knives, of different sizes and patterns, 
with ivory, horn, bone, cocoa, ebony, 
and imitation stag handles, at prices 
ranging from four to ten dollars per 
dozen. They heavily silver-plate all 
table cutlery so ordered. They also 
manufacture rose-wood cases, of dif- 
ferent sizes, for fine table cutlery, 
and make to order rosewood and 
morocco cases for any number of 
pieces. 

To show how much raw material is 
required in such an establishment, we 
give the following figures for a single 
year: 2,000 tons of anthracite coal; 
25,000 bushels of charcoal; 400,000 
pounds of grindstones; 44,000 pounds 
of emery; 3,000 pounds of beeswax; 
for handles, 36,000 pounds of_ivory, 
112,000 pounds of ebony, 57,000 
pounds of rosewood, 305,000 pounds 
of cocoawood. Every day two tons of 
steel are used. A large amount of 
silver is used in plating blades and 
handles. The increase of business 
from year to year compels a propor- 
tionate increase of this enormous 
quantity of raw material of the dif- 
ferent kinds.

carving knives and forks, of which 
a knife specially designed for the 
carving of fowls should be mentioned. 
This knife has the blade made nar- 
row, so as to be more easily moved 
about in search of the joints. 

In the gradual social advance of 
mankind, industrial pursuits offer one 
of the best fields for displaying the 
increased power gained by organiza- 
tion, and the advantage of applying 
Scientific knowledge to the processes 
in use. One of the best examples of 
the truth of these axioms is afforded 
by the Russell Manufacturing Com- 
pany. An ignorant adherence to the 
traditional methods in use would 
have resulted in failure, and have 
simply intensified the opinion that the 
manufacture of cutlery could not be 
successfully established in the United 
States. But in industry, as science 
itself, or in any other department of 
human interest, the new spirit of in-

they are required to do, the dust 
would be oppressive and injurious to 
health, it is all carried off by a system 
of fans and channels, so that the air 
is kept perfectly free from it. 

The company own also a branch 
railroad, three-quarters of a mile 
long, connecting with the Vermont 
and Massachusetts Railroad. From 
the average steady increase of their 
sales during the past, their sales for 
this year (1871) will probably reach 
one million and a half of dollars.

room the resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

It was at the Raleigh on December 
5 of 1776 that a group of students 
met to found for William and Mary 
College the first Chapter of Phi Beta 
Kappa, the earliest intercollegiate 
fraternity in the United States. 

Lossing, the historian, describes the 
Apollo Room thus: “That apartment, 
hallowed by so many associations 
connected with our war for inde- 
pendence, was wainscoted with Vir- 
ginia pine, and contained a spacious 
fireplace and several windows. The 
walls were whitewashed and_ the 
woodwork painted.” He concludes, 
“In this room the leading patriots of 
Virginia including Washington, held 
many secret caucuses, and planned 
many schemes for the overthrow of 
royal rule in the Colonies. The Ra- 
leigh Tavern and the Apollo Room 
are to Virginia, relatively, what 
Faneuil Hall is to Massachusetts.”

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NOTES ON CHINESE PORCELAIN 


By THELMA SHULL 


For centuries the Chinese have 
been noted for their beautiful por- 
celains. It has been said that they 
were more successful with the bril- 
liancy of the colors used than with 
the designs employed. Perhaps this 
was because many Chinese painters 
attempted only one subject of decor- 
ation; therefore the paintings lacked 
the coordination attained when one 
artist completed an entire picture. 
Often several men worked on one 
design. Some painted circles around 
borders, others traced outlines for 
flowers, different ones painted the 
flowers, a few delineated mountains 
or specialized in water or figures 
or animals. Such specialization was 
so confining to their talent that they 
soon lost their ability to paint an 
entire subject. 

One of the methods used in China 
for decorating porcelain more than a 
century ago is of particular interest. 
The finished product was a sort of 
magic porcelain. The piece to be 
decorated was extremely thin. After 
the first firing, figures were painted 
on the inside. When this painting 
was dry, a very thin coat was laid 
over it, formed of the same “slip” of 
which the body of the ware was 
made. A coat of varnish was applied 
over this. The picture was buried 
between the two layers of porcelain. 
The outside of the vessel 'was ground 
down as closely as possible to the 
painting and then varnished. After 
one more firing, the dish was ready 
for use. The colors used for this 
painting were of pale tints so that 
the designs remained almost un- 
noticed until immersed in water. 

Another unusual porcelain made 
by the Chinese appeared to have 
raised patterns on the sides though 
remaining perfectly smooth. To ob- 
tain this decoration, very thin porce- 
lain pieces were made. Before firing, 
while the clay was still damp, a 
stamp cut in relief was pressed on 
the inner surface. Very fine white 
varnish was applied copiously over

die, After firing, when the piece _ 
held to the light, the stamped 
sign showed clearly, for the san 
where there was a greater thickness 
of porcelain presented a different 
tint from those parts where the op- 
posite conditions occurred. 

A fine collection of Chinese porce- 
lain was kept at the royal palace at 
Dresden. When Botticher, a German 
alchemist, discovered the _ secret 
formula for producing porcelain, 
collections of his works were added 
to the Chinese pieces. A visitor to 
Dresden in 1753 describes this double 
collection as follows: 

“The vaults of this palace consist 
of fourteen apartments, filled ‘with 
Chinese and Dresden porcelain. One 
would imagine there was sufficient 
to stock a whole country; and yet 
they say, with an air of importance, 
that a hundred thousand pieces more 
are wanted to complete the intention 
of furnishing this single palace. Here 
are a great number of porcelain fig- 
ures of wolves, bears, leopards, etc., 
some of them as big as the life, a 
prodigious variety of birds, and a 
curious collection of different flow- 
ers. A clock is preparing for the 
gallery, whose bells are to be also of 
porcelain: I heard one of them 
proved, and think they are sufficient 
to form any music; but the hammers 
must be of wood. Here are forty- 
eight large China vases, which ap- 
pear to be of no use, nor any way 
extraordinary, except for their great 
size; and yet his Polish Majesty 
purchased them of the late King of 
Prussia at the price of a whole regi- 
ment of dragoons.” 

One part of this collection at the 
Dresden palace consisted of a series 
of specimens from the first rude re- 
sult of Botticher’s discovery to the 
most finished production of the most 
practiced artists.

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“Staffordshire” Trinket and Match Boxes 


By CLAIRE T. Mc CLELLAN 


It seems odd. in view of their popu- 
larity as collectors’ items, that so 
little has been written and printed 
about the fascinating little boxes 
known to collectors and dealers as 
“Staffordshire.” It would seem that 
the name is open to question. That 
they are widely collected is well 
known, and the fact is clearly indi- 
cated in the increasing scarcity of 
these interesting little bits of china, 
as well as their current prices. They 
are still found in sufficient numbers, 
however, to warrant starting a col- 
lection of them, and their prices are 
not as yet prohibitive. Since buying 
my first one nearly twenty-four 
years ago, I have owned, hundreds 
of these boxes, and examined many 
more; so it is not strange that I have 
found out a number of things about 
them, and have formed conclusions 
as to their age and origin—in spite 
of the dearth of written information. 
A few magazine articles mentioning 
and obscure references to 
“boxes”, (no pictures), among the 
works on china and pottery, seems to 
be all the literature extant. I ad- 
vertised several years ago for deal- 
ers lists, manufacturers listings, old 
trade catalogs showing them, with 
little success. Meantime, I have met 
with so much misconception con- 
cerning these “collecting pets” of 
mine, that I shall try to pass on 
what I have learned. 

In the first place, though undoubt- 
edly there were boxes of various 
sorts turned out in the Staffordshire 
potteries, most of those so-called to- 
day are of Continental manufacture. 
This is evident from the few mark- 
ings one finds on them, and from 
the quality of the paste used in their 
making. They are not to be confus- 
ed with other little china trinket 
boxes such as Parian, Jasper, Bisque, 
Dresden, Capo di Monte, etc. They 
are of a hard-paste, rather heavy 
and sometimes coarse porcelain, of a 
white, or bluish white color. Some 
portions of these boxes are often 
left unglazed, but their feel is quite 
different from true Bisque, and of 
course quite unlike Parian or Jasper. 
The ware is generally coarser and 
the modeling not so clear-cut as 
those of Dresden, Sevres, Capo di 
Monte, etc., as they were undoubted- 
ly made in great quantities to satis- 


fy a popular trade. This fact is 
clearly seen in the numbers of these 
boxes that have survived, though be- 
ing of a fragile nature, and often 
given to children at birthdays and 
Christmas time. So many times I 
have heard a very old lady, as she 
parted with one, say, “I’ve had it 
since I was a very little girl, Grand- 
mama (or Aunt Susie or Uncle Dan) 
gave it to me.” They were surely a 
most popular item in their day. I 
have never seen a true “Stafford- 
shire” box that was entirely unglaz- 
ed—when the outer surface is so, 
the inside will be glazed, or some 
portion of it. 

In coloring, many of them are 
found nearly white, with only a lit- 
tle gilding left, while a number are 
very gay indeed. Especially colorful, 
as a rule, are the boxes known as 
“three-spot” which I believe to be 
earlier than most of the other types. 
A few years ago they were much 
easier to find than they now are. The 
three-spot designation comes from 
the three splashes of color on the 
rectangular bases of this type, usu- 
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ally shades of green and rose in com- 
bination, and they are really match 
boxes, as is shown by the corrugated 
striking surface on the under side 
of the cover. hae 

Quite well-modeled groups are 
usually found on these (Plate 2, top 
row, either side of center, and Plate 
4, fifth from right), and since the 
colors appear to be well fired on 
this type, they have survived the 
handling these useful little items 
usually receive, and are usually clear 
and bright. They have relatively 
little gilding. 

Some boxes have an underglaze, 
blue and occasionally orange, that 
has remained bright while the reds, 
purples, greens, etc., were painted 
over glaze and have been rubbed off. 
The gilding, which on some boxes is 
lavish, has generally fared better, 
though much of it is rubbed away 
in many cases. A row of these in 
their pristine freshness on a dealer’s 
shelf in the Victorian era, must have 
been a gay and tempting sight. 

In detail they are of bewildering 
variety, though one soon learns to 
recognize certain types, the bureau 
type for example, i. e., those having 
a ring or frame at back of cover for 
a little mirror. Most of these mir- 
rors have disappeared, being secured 
by glue and paper originally, and the

match and watch holders. 
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boxes in my opinion are just as at- 
tractive without them, though many 
collectors have them replaced. Un- 
less the mirror forms an integral 
part of the design, such as a child 
looking in mirror (Plate 4, second 
from right) I do not see that it adds 
much. 

Another type of box often met 
with is the “vine” or “vintage” type 
base. These are small oval boxes 
having a base embossed in vines and 
decorated in gold. The covers are 
usually encircled by little pinked 
edge flowers or rosettes, among 
which are found nearly anything! 
At the present I have angels, chil- 
dren in various poses, cats, dogs, 
birds, hands, watches, rings and tea- 
sets. I have seen nearly everything 
on them at one time or another, and 
a very nice collection can be formed 
of this kind alone. (Plate 2, third 
row down.) 

A typical example of the kind of 
misinformation one so _ frequently 
encounters in regard to Staffordshire 
boxes concerns these vine-pieces. I 
have several that were obtained lo- 
cally and one that belonged to a re- 
lative, the age of which are known 
—they date from the ‘80’s; so I was 
somewhat surprised when I was of- 
fered one not long ago as “Chelsea”. 
This person is the kind who knows, 
or seems to know, a great deal, so 
I asked her by what possible reason 
she attributed this particular box to 
Chelsea. She said she had been told 
by an expert that this type of box, 
and only this type were Chelsea, al- 
though many of them are decorated 
with exactly the same articles that 
appear on bureau or fireplace type 
boxes. Since this is so, and the box- 
es are of the period of General 
Grant, it is odd, to say the least, to 
attribute the vine-type boxes to a 
factory that was out of production 
a century before these boxes appear- 
ed on the shelves of Victorian 
merchants. Perhaps the little pinked 
edge flowers suggest the Chelsea 
ware—I can think of no other ex- 
planation—but I am sure this per- 
son has sold a lot of Chelsea” boxes. 

A variation of the bureau box is 
the fireplace base (Plate 2, second 
row, first three on left). These are 
quite colorful, as a rule. There are 
many in the form of a crib or cradle 
with babies and children, and little 
chairs, also. Baskets contain babies, 
Kittens, hens, fruit, etc. A much 
sought after type is the hand holding 
box (Plate 2, bottom row), and 
another the figurine type, in which 
there is no distinct top and base, but 
the figure separates to form a box. 

nice example is plate 2, front 
center, 

One of the oddest boxes I have is 
of this type (Plate 3, bottom row 
center) in that the whole box repre- 
sents an Alpine landscape, with 
Stream, waterfall, bridge, mountain, 
castle, cottage, railroad train, a pair 
of lovers in Tyrolean dress, and a 
boat! The box is well colored and in 
unglazed finish, with the exception 
of the boat, which is white, and 
giazed. A rare type is the box that 
combines with an_ ink-well and

sander (Plate 2, top row, second from 
left) or one that is double (Plate 4, 
second from right) with a smaller 
box in front of a larger one. These 
two latter items were clearly made 
by the same factory, as the base of 
the large boxes are identical. One 
of them has the fairly common crown 
and scepter decoration, the other the 
“Alice through the Looking Glass” 
or child gazing in mirror that is 
equally well-known. 


In size, Staffordshire trinket and 
match boxes seldom exceed five or 
six inches in greatest dimension — 
larger ones are called sweet-meat 
boxes. They are usually around 
three or four inches in greatest di- 
mension, though some are much 
smaller—many very tiny ones are 
replicas of larger boxes, and so true 
miniatures. They are not, as many 
call them, “patch boxes.” Josephine

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“STAFFORDSHIRE” TRINKET 
AND MATCH BOXES

Fitch, writing about them a good 
many years ago, called them “Vic- 
torian pin-boxes”, and I like the 
name and think it the aptest of all. 

Some of these boxes are unmark- 
ed, many have only incised or paint- 
ed numerals, that were quite likely 
pattern numbers or  workmen’s 
identifications. The only clearly re- 
cognizable factory mark I have en- 
countered often is the mailed arm 
with dagger in shield that is listed 
by Chaffers as “Haidinger”, and by 
Hartmann as of unknown German 
manufacture. The boxes so marked 
are usually good in workmanship 
and design. [ have never found a 
three-spot, vine-type, or fireplace 
base box with this mark, however, so 
presume these particular kinds were 
not manufactured by the firm using 
this shield design mark. Many box- 
es bearing this mark have among 
their decorations a particular kind 
of little painted flower that is al- 
most a trade-mark. Another dealer 
friend of mine told me that an “ex- 
pert” informed her that these Haid- 
inger boxes were made about 1825, 
but I think that is putting at least 
fifty years too much on their age. I 
have one with a boy and kittens, and 
the raised words ‘“Anti-Vivisectors 
on it. The society of that name ‘was 
formed in 1876, according to the en- 
cyclopedia, and this is possibly an 
item sold to raise money for the 
cause, or merely to publicise it — 
but it could hardly have appeared 
in 1825. In the center of plate 3 isa 
very beautiful bisque group that 
bears the same shield mark as the 
boxes. It was a wedding gift from 
one of my aunts to another in 1885. 
Every petal of the little Dresden 
like flowers is delicately modeled, and 
the faces are lovely—it seems ob- 
vious that this factory was one of 
merit, and I should like to know 
more of it. Several of the boxes I 
have found in Mexico carry its mark 
—and Mexico is a fine source of 
these little items. Probably the 
small senoritas cherished them quite 
as much as little girls north of the 
Rio Grande. 

If one is contemplating a collection 
of these little boxes, there is much 
to recommend them. Though prices 
are currently high, with the excep- 
tion of a few years during the worst 
of the depression, they have been in- 
creasing rather steadily in value 
since I bought my first little bureau 
with a watch on it in 1924. And 
since, like most things antique, they 
are not going to get any more 
plentiful, I see no reason to suppose 
that they are going to depreciate in 
value, though they may take a few 
points down. However, if one in- 
sists on bargains, he can usually pick 
up the damaged boxes quite cheaply. 
Many very lovely ones are damaged 
and can be repaired to look quite 
well. As a rule I do not buy dam- 
aged boxes, but occasionally I do, 
and some I count as favorites have 
minor flaws. Another source of bar- 
gains is buying odd bases and tops 


and matching them up, but it is not 
a practice I should recommend unless 
one knows these boxes quite well and 
about what sort of cover to expect 
on a given type of base. One of the 
finest boxes I have was matched up 
this way (plate 2, top row center) 
the top coming from Pennsylvania, 
and the base from Chicago three 
years later, and all this by mail. It 
was quite a thrill to get them to- 
gether, as they are a perfect match 
—the whole forming typical old-time 
parlor organ. 

While these boxes can be found 
nealy everywhere, they are far from 
being plentiful. One has often to 
visit half a dozen shops before find- 
ing one, which adds to the spice of 
collecting. Another point in_ their 
favor is that there is little danger 
of faking and reproductions among 
them. I have a box bought during 
the 20’s that is very similar to the 
old boxes, but it is plainly marked 
“made in Germany”, and even if it 
were possible to remove the mark, 
the china itself would identify the 
box as modern. It is much lighter 
in weight and entirely different in 
feel. I have heard of boxes in recent 
years that were fakes, but I have 
seen none myself, and have not 
found a dealer who had actually 
seen one. There are several reasons 
against faking them—they are of 
such almost infinite variety of de- 
coration and so obviously hand-made 
that reproducing them would be an 
expensive business. Also, modern 
china boxes in importer’s stocks, mak- 
ing no attempt to simulate the old 
ones, are quite as high in price, and 
sometimes higher than the old ones 
themselves. The faker doubtless finds 
many more profitable fields of en- 
deavor. 


The small size of the pieces makes 
them easy to store—a wall cabinet, 
a what-not, or a secretary-top make 
excellent display cases for them. 
Their quaint fcrms, cheery colors, 
and wide variety lend them to any 
decorative scheme. No wonder col- 
lectors love them.

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“BARON” STIEGEL 


“The Pennsylvania Dutchman,” a 
weekly devoted to Pennsylvania Dutch 
culture and published at Lancaster, 
Pa., recently carried this story on the 
fabulous “Baron” Stiegel whose glass 
today is revered by collectors. 

“The legends that have clustered 
about the name of Henry William 
Stiegel, the glassmaker and ironmas- 
ter of Manheim, Lancaster County, 
are legion. These fabulous stories 
about him and his sumptuous feudal 
castle at Manheim (whether true or 
not), early appeared in print. One 
of the first places where they ap- 
peared was the REFORMED CHURCH 
MESSENGER, in a letter from Lancas- 
ter, written by ‘S.,’ published Febru- 
ary 12, 1868. In the article the name 
was spelled ‘Steigel’—we have cor- 
rected it to ‘Stiegel’ in the following 
paragraphs.—D. Y 


THE FOUNDER OF MANHEIM 


“‘Manheim, in Lancaster County, 
is one of the older towns in the State. 
It was laid out some fourteen or fif- 
teen years before the Revolution by a 
German nobleman, Baron von Stiegel, 
who named it Manheim in honor of 
his native-city in Germany. For a 
long time it was called after his 
own name, Stiegel’s Stettle (‘Stiegel 
town’), which, however, as wanting 
in euphony, has gone out of use, and 
the original and proper title has been 
restored. The founder made it his 
headquarters for a number of years, 
whilst he carried on extensive glass 
and iron works in the neighborhood. 

“<“From all accounts, he must have 
been a wonder in his day; and to 
some at least, demented. Tradition 
says, that he rode in a carriage drawn 
by eight fine horses, preceded by a 
band of musicians, imported from 
Germany for his gratification, who 
played enlivening airs as he ap- 
proach his iron-works some fifteen 
miles distant, and then again pro- 
claimed from the top of his chateau 
his approach to his little town. 


A CASTLE AT MANHEIM 


“ “His house, or perhaps as he re- 
garded it, his castle, which has been 
in the possession of the Arndt family 
for many years, is still standing near 
the centre of the town, and, though, 
somewhat modernized, is in a good 
state of preservation. The internal 
arrangements, the wainscoting, the 
cornices, the landscape painting cov- 
ering the walls of the parlor, repre- 
senting scenes in falconry, and the 
beautiful porcelain tiles adorning the 
fireplaces, are in good taste, and 
would be admired by good judges in 
our day. Every thing would tend to 
show, that the Baron was a gentleman 
of cultivation and refinement. 

“ ‘Little or nothing is known of his 
antecedents, and comparatively little 
of his career in this country. It seems 
he had a family, as one of his sons 
served as a captain in the Revolution; 
who, it is said, on a certain occasion 
pledged his gold watch for food for 
his soldiers, which is still in existence. 
But nothing further is now known of 
his family. He himself failed in his 
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business, taught school somewhere in 
Berks County, and died in the utmost 
obscurity. 

A FEUDAL LorD? 

“ ‘It would seem from what has been 
said, that it was his object to live as 
a nobleman here, and perhaps to 
transplant feudal ideas to this new 
world. It is probable also, that | 
aimed to be more than the secular 
head of the community, which he 
gathered around him. He had a 
chapel in his house, where he was 
accustomed to conduct divine worship 
for those in his employment. _ 

“Tt is not known whether he be- 
longed to any persuasion, and the 
probability is, that he wished to estab- 
lish a religious community of his own, 
of which he should be the temporal 
and spiritual leader. 

“‘Thus passes away the glory of 
this world. At least so we thought, 
when we composed ourselves to sleep 
in part of what was once the Baron’s 
chapel.’ ”

(The plate, and" the’ git, are both 
extremely rare today in old glass, and 
will therefore probably be very sale- 
able, as this pattern is having a great 
vogue at present, and brings high pric- 
es, although it was made and given 
away as premiums as late as 1910). 
The old plates measure 8%” sq., have 
rounded corners, the top rim_ beaded, 
(high, raised, slightly perated beads) 
and might be described as a very shal- 
low bowl, rather than a plate. In fact, 
the plate is often fomnd mounted on a 
flare square stem and hollow foot, thus 
making it into a shallow compote, about 
seven or eight inches tall. 

Why these old goblets are so scarce 
today, is a mystery. The water tumblers 
are commonly found. The plates have 
always been very scarce.—B. H. Lef- 
fingwell.

In his The Return of the Native, 
Thomas Hardy defines an able propa- 
gandist thus: “Successful propagan- 
dists have succeeded because the doc- 
trine they bring into form is that 
which their listeners have for some 
time felt without being able to 
shape.” 

This rather places a curb on en- 
thusiasm and at the same time of- 
fers a tacit plea to be open-minded 
in respect to new ideas and possibili- 
ties lying unsuspected all about us. 
Pittsburgh glass well exemplifies 
Hardy’s thought in providing one of 
the rich veins of social and economic 
history yielding treasure. 

Nine years ago Carnegie Maga- 
zine carried its first article on Pitts- 
burgh glass. At the time it seemed 
a radical departure for the Maga- 
zine, and if Colonel Samuel Harden 
Church had not once worked for the 
McKee Glass Company, probably my 
initial impetus would have been de- 
layed. Because the Museum fostered 
and housed the meetings of the Early 
American Glass Club, it felt pride in 
allowing a chrono!ogical exhibit to be 
set up in 1940--in miniatuce, how- 
ever, for only one case was used.

It was 
embarrassing, though, to have visi- 
tors to the Museum, in the years be- 
tween then and now, ask, ‘Where is 
your collection of Pittsburgh glass?” 

The present exhibition of 40 cases 
and 890 pieces rests largely on an 
increased knowledge of early Amer- 
ican glass (with each new book or 
article fresh information becomes a- 
vailable), on the enthusiasm. and gen- 
erosity of local collectors, and on the 
forward-looking policy of the Muse- 
um. The show demonstrates to a 
wider and more eager public why 
Pittsburgh was the great glass cen- 
ter of the United States during the 
nineteenth century. Statistical facts 
supporting this statement can be 
found in glasshouse records and 
United States trade journals. Our 
own bocklet of the show correlates 
and unifies much information. 

The intangibles, however, cannot

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so easily be presented. Typically A- 
merican was the product of Pitts- 
burgh glass furnaces and craftsmen. 
The German influence was expressed 
in the early free-blown pieces made 
of green and brown bottle glass up 
and down the Monongahela River. 
These men at the Gallatin works had 
come from the Amelung venture at 
New Bremen, Maryland. At least 
one had been employed by Stiegel in 
the eighteenth century. The Eng: 
lish and the Irish pride in clear flint 
and formal cutting was evidenced by 
Price, the Bakewells, the Robinsons, 
the Curlings. French delicacy and 
ornateness appeared through William 
Peter Eichbaum’s_ direction, since 
Eichbaum had learned his trade in 


France. French engravers and cut- 
ters like Jardelle were also well 
known. 


But the important fact is that a 
fusion of skills took place, and a 
gradual adaptation of design and 
techniques evolved. Thus a marked 
individuality clearly emerged, and 
when one speaks of Pittsburgh glass 
today he means not just pieces pro- 
duced in the Wheeling-to-Pittsburgh- 
to New-Geneva district—but those 
belonging to certain types. A perti- 
nent question might be: “How do you 
tell Pittsburg glass?” The obvious 
answers always are: according to 
distribution, according to family his- 
tories, according to factory cata- 
logues, according to design and tech- 
nique. 

We need not know that Apsley 
Pellatt, an authority in English glass 
circles and an expert on pillar mold- 
ing, visited Bakewells and Pitts- 
burgh around the middle of the nine- 
teenth century. Everywhere in our 
district we find pillar-molded decan- 
ters, cruets, compotes, sugar bowls, 
and vases. They came into being be- 
cause they graced hotel, tavern, and

river-boat bars, because their sturdi- 
ness made them practical, because 
their brilliance emphasized dignity 
and beauty. Good examples in our 
show are the heavy covered compote, 
the shapely bulbous cruet, the large 
smoky amber vase, the white vase 
on the cover of our booklet. 


Examples of cut glass are scarce 
as compared to pillar-molded pieces. 
Though Pittsburgh out glass has 
never been completely studied, 'we 
have learned, however, to look for 
the cuttings most commonly appear- 
ing in the exhibition: the diamond 
rays, the strawberry diamond and the 
circle with rays. In a forthcoming 
book on American cut glass, Dorothy 
Daniel has attempted to prove that 
our designs were close to being 
unique. This theory, of course, can- 
not embrace plain panels and lines 
such as in the Curling decanters. In 
that case a family record establishes 
the authenticity. But it does bear out 
nicely the growth of individuality in 
our district. 


Since our district seemed to pro- 
duce pillar-molded pieces more gen- 
erously than any other American 
area, we are on safe ground with 
generalizations. In pattern molding 
and free-blown, distribution does not 
help so easily. First, the Ohio fac- 
tories gave a notable rebirth to the 
Stiegel technique (pattern molding) 
in the mid-nineteenth century and 
were widely advertised, Pittsburgh 
hardly being mentioned until 1940. 
Second, free-blown pieces, of neces- 
sity, made with the same tools for 
the last two thousand years, vary in 
shapes markedly only to the eye of 
the experienced collector. 


In pattern molding the Gallatin- 
Kramer venture, begun in 1797, used 
a 16- and a 20-rib mold and a 16- 
diamond one. Pittsburgh consistently 
favored 8-rib, 12-rib, and 15-rib. But 
in the small case in the exhibition 
with the green swirled pieces are an 
18-ribbed bottle (a similar one has 
been found with a Pittsburgh label) 
and a small bowl made from the 
identical mold. A flip glass and a 
large milk pan from a 24-rib mold 
have been pronounced Pittsburgh by 
two authorities on Ohio glass, Neil 
Gest and James H. Rose. So we have 
learned that, besides producing the 
famous and shapely sugar bowls and 
pitchers like those on the last Carne- 
gle Magazine cover, local factories 


made much of the so-called Ohio- 
Stiegel, brilliant in color range and 
appealing in the delicacy of ribbing. 

The individuality of such pieces, 
then, must reside in shape as do the 
early free-blown examples. Sugar 
bowls are pear-shaped with domed 
covers sinking gracefully below 
shoulder rims. Pitchers, though tney 
may sometimes be high-shouldered, 
and cruets follow the same general 
lines. Often the flat or hollow 
handles carry a depression at the 
top of the bow, where the thumb 
was meant to rest. Both pattern- 
ed and free-blown vases and bowls 
are found with baluster stems, a 
sturdiness that may go back to the 
Amelung influence. The accompany- 
ing cuts help reveal these pronounced 
styles. 

When we study pressed glass, even 
if the relationship to other factories 
and techniques is close, Pittsburgh 
individuality emerges again. In lacy 
glass the Baccarat factory in France 
originated highly intricate designs on 
a sparkling stippled background. 
Sandwich, Massachusetts, refined 
their decorations and glorified the 
stippling. Pittsburgh added western 
virility in its use of bolder lines and 
coarser stippling. The prevalence of 
the circle, of oak and acanthus leaves, 
of diamonds and arches, of eagles, 
also heightened the values of a clear, 
heavy flint. 

Standard patterns of pressed glass 
for which Pittsburgh is noted are 
those like Argus (Thumbprint), Flute, 
Colonial, Ashburton, and Excelsior. 
What Pittsburgh originated and pop- 
ularized, however, were the natura- 
listic motifs like Wildflower, Balti-

Designs popular in Pittsburgh district. 
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more Pear, Deer and Pine, Three 
Face, Cherry, and many others. The 
minute — 1864, to be exact — the 
cheaper soda-lime formula for mix- 
ing glass became perfected, Pitts- 
burgh turned its designers and mold- 
makers loose on natural subjects un- 
til it crowded out many of its eastern 
competitors. Toward the end of the 
century the need for returning to 
modified geometric patterns became 
apparent. Then it could produce 
steady favorites like Thousand Eye, 
Moon and Star, Plume, Ribbon Can- 
dy, decadent, perhaps, but still solid 
American. 

How paradoxical to have given a 
resume of Pittsburgh glass-making 
and not to have mentioned the two 
products which really supported the 
industry: window glass and bottles. 
Could anything be more colorless 
and less individual than window 
glass! Yet bottles can become unique. 
A commemorative flask such as the 
American System, issued by Bake- 
well’s in 1824 in praise of Henry 
Baldwin’s glass lobby, which influenc- 
ed Congress to pass a protective tar- 
iff, sold last winter in New York for 
$150. Any collector, however, can 
find one of the common whiskey 
flasks: the post-Civil War Clasped 
Hands, Union and Dove of Peace, ora 
For Pikes Peak. Pittsburgh must 
have produced literally millions from 
the first crude one in 1797, which 
cost O’Hara and Craig $30,000, to 
the latest milk bottle which costs 
little over a cent. 

What is the present show, then? 
It is a chronological picture of nine- 
teenth-century American glassmak- 
ing. Even mere it is the industry styl- 
ed by Pittsburgh. It is good for us to 
be reminded of the past. The emotion 
of recognition as we look at some of 
the familiar pieces stirs us pleasant- 
ly. New collectors are being made 
every day. How satisfying it is to 
know that the great-grandson of a 
Pittsburgh glass manufacturer has 
enthusically decided to assemble all 
the marked pieces from his ances- 
tor’s factory. After a visit to the 
exhibition many have reclaimed 
Pittsburgh glass from attics and 
storage. Already from the exhibi- 
tion have come valuable gifts to be 
added to the Museum’s permanent 
collection: a clear _ pillar-molded 
pitcher from the Pittsburgh Early 
American Glass Club; an early Bake- 
well cut glass bowl and a decanter

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What can an antiques dealer legiti- 
mately sell? 

This question is often asked us. 
It is not for us to say, but we can 
make some suggestions that might 
be of help. 

Of course, anything that restores 
an antique to usefulness is perfectly 
legitimate. This includes furniture 
handles in brass or wood. 

Parts for old lamps in electrifying 
but not shades ‘which are sold in 
every department and_ installment 
furniture store. The antiques shops 
are full of beautiful shades and these 
can always be had in their pristine 
beauty. 

Then there are semi-modern ob- 
jects that are not objectionable to 
the collection. This material should 
be kept in separate cabinets, if pos- 
sible, marked “Collector’s Corner” or 
such. 

Dolls are included in this cata- 
gory. National costume or hand- 
made folk dolls are eagerly sought 
by collectors and the new are not 
objectional. Of course you would 
make a mistake to include depart- 
ment store dolls. 

In other lines animal collectors buy 
the new. There are thousands of col- 
lectors of dogs, horses, cats, etc., who 
buy from novelty stores and never 
get by that stage. When they go to 
an antiques show and find a few 
antique specimens they then either 
discard the hobby or go on _with it 
from the antique angle. However, 
we have seen many collectors who 
have a shelf of antique dogs or cats 
and the rest modern. Antiques in 
these lines are not plentiful. 

Elephant collectors go in for both, 
but the modern run into fine mater- 
ial, such as ivory, quartz, jade, ebony 
and other semi-precious. They mix 
them promiscuously. 

Slipper collectors go in strictly for 
the old. They will not tolerate a re- 
production or “new fangled” speci- 
men. 

Some china slipper collectors are 
picking up the very clever new ones 
but they keep them in _ separate 
cabinet shelves. We had one in our 
china slipper collection in the Mu- 
seum for the purpose of showing the 
difference. One woman wrote in the 
register “I think the new ought to be 
separated from the old.” We thought 
“yes, we ought to at least put an 
explanatory sign on them.” 

Miniaturia is another field where 
the antiques dealer can profit. There 
is searcely such a thing as an an- 
tique miniature. Collectors along 
this line eagerly buy the latest novel- 
ties in miniature, such as refriger- 
ators which freeze a tiny cube of ice. 
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Tiny furniture for doll houses, musi- 
cal instruments, and anything small 
will bring trade. Most of such ma- 
terial is imported from Mexico and 
the Orient. 

Do not overlook prisms, bobeches 
and other legitimate glass parts for 
chandeliers, sconces, etc. 

If socialized medicine comes we 
can look for other socialized services, 
one after another. Harry Truman is 
no political fool. He knows there are 
votes in these so-called nostrums. 

The next thing to follow will be 
free legal services, and it will sweep 
the country. Other professions and 
businesses will find themselves drawn 
into the vortex. 

It is sad to contemplate that we 
might soon be a number instead of a 
personality. Medical service will 
lose the sympathetic interest of the 
family doctor. The hard law of 
percentages will soon be thrust upon 
us instead of the individual skill 
of a practitioner who knows his 
patients from childhood. Doctors of 
different races, religions and castes 
may be foisted upon patients they 
secretly hate. Fear instead of hope 
will affect the afflicted’s well being. 

The doctors have a fight on. One 
thing they can do is prevent exploita- 
tion of new discoveries. For instance, 
folic acid, overrated, but still 50 per 
cent efficacious in the treatment of 
anemia is controlled through drug- 
gists at $12.00 a hundred tablets. A 
chain store pharmacist told us they 
would get in a peck of trouble if 
they cut the price. The doctors get 
a big cut. Thousands of sufferers, 
often among the poor, are victims of 
this deficiency disease. Yet, we 
heard, as thousands of you did, the 
discussions over the radio of feeding 
it to hogs. 

If some way is not found to keep 
advanced discoveries within the 
means of all there will be a lot of 
votes pile up for socialized medicine. 
Is there any politics in this?

The Mart seems to be growing 
slowly but soundly. Every day, it 
seems, attendance picks up.

open shop. There they live on beans 
and sit for hours back in the sha- 
dows, like a spider waiting for its 
prey. At night they contact their 
fellows of equally limited intelligence 
and invariably exchange ideas on 
what you have to do and the front 
you must assume to catch the rich. 
They have no patience with any 
body’s ideas but their own. Pretty soon 
they become known to everybody 
in town and about the time they 
begin eating out of garbage cans 
they get wise to themselves and dis- 
appear. They disappear so quietly, 
after affecting so much early im- 
portance—the disappearance under 
cover occasioned by desire to avoid 
creditors. And it’s a shame—they 
knew so much about antiques—the 
dubious kind.

Centennial Plate

More on Decorative Colored Glass 


By JOHN 


Collectors of our American “Art” 
and colored decorative glass become 
confused by the many types and 
variations in which it was made. But 
they forget three important details 
in the history of American industry, 
and in the history of glass-making 
in particular. First; the “artistic” 
taste of the last quarter of the last 
century adored imitations, subjects 
made in one material to look like 
another; second, that was the age of 
unrestrained competition, when a 
manufacturer who developed some- 
thing new and salable saw it pirated, 
immediately and usually very close- 
ly; and finally, that the glass-mak- 
ers of the period still worked very 
largely by rule of thumb, with rela- 
tively impure materials, so could not 
control their products accurately. 

It is always interesting to follow 
changes in popular taste. While 
English and Dutch glass makers of 
the late 19th century and later made 
a white glass containing tin oxide 
which is as opaque as porcelain, the 
Americans of the second quarter of 
the next century used the cheaper

tale or zine oxide in a glass which is 
translucent white, or a _ beautiful 
fiery opalescent. About 1860, they 
began to add more, producing the 
familiar Milk Glass and, about 1875 
varied this by adding color, produc- 
ing in the next fifteen years a very 
wide range of plain and variegated 
Shades. Pink Opaque is one of the 
rarest of these, probably because of 
the cost of the coloring ingredient, 
gold, but, in 1884 some experimenter 
working for the Mount Washington 
Glass Company of New Bedford, 
which specialized in decorative glass, 
evolved a mixture which shades from 
pale pink to white. At that period 
there ‘was considerable collecting in- 
terest in Chinese ceramics, so much 
that, in 1886, a porcelain vase of 
that shaded rose known as “Peach- 
blow” brought $18,000 in a New York 
auction. So the new glass, very sim- 
ilar in effect, was made in vases of 
Oriental inspiration and christened 
“Peachblow”. 

The Mount Washington Peach- 
blow is almost blue-white shading to 
pale pink with a bluish cast. So 
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simultaneously that there was con- 
siderable controversy about the 
originator, the New England Glass 
Company at Cambridge brought out 
a Peachblow differing only in shade, 
having warmer tones and a deeper 
pink. Then, within a year or so 
Hobbs, Brockunier & Co. of Wheel- 
ing copied this, but used the ex- 
pensive color only in an outer trans- 
parent layer cased over white in an 
overlay glass. They copied the 
Cambridge Peachblow closely but 
added a wide color range, one color 
and white. two or even more colors 
shading into each other. The soft 
frosted” finish secured at first by 
sand-blasting, later and more com- 
monly with hydrofluoric acid, was 
popular at this time, and was applied 
by all these houses to much, but not 
all of their ware, so that the Mid- 
Western opaque art glass has been 
christened “Satin Glass”. Still other 
variations are “Burmese”, also made 
by the Mount Washington house 
like their “Peachblow” a homogenous 
glass, but a pale greenish yellow 
shading to pink, and the New Eng- 
land Glass Company’s “Agata”, 
Peachblow” heat treated to give a 
mottled effect, and alone of all 
these types, never frosted, 

_ Satin and other types of decora- 
tive glass were also made abroad, 
and an Englishman working for the 
Phoenix Glass Company of Phillips- 
burg, Penna., patented an opaque 
cased glass with three layers: blown 
in molds giving conventional all-over 
designs, which was called “Mother- 
of-Pearl”. This, again was promptly 
copied by Hobbs, Brockunier & Co., 
who used a “double-Frosting” or 
etching to produce similar patterns, 
and this ware has been given the 
Same name. And in still another 
variation of acid-etched cased glass, 
the outer layer is removed by the 
acid to leave designs very similar to 
cut overlay, although these designs 
are always finer and more delicate 
conventional scrolls and leaves than 
could be achieved by hand. 


The other most popular type of 
ornamental glass is Amberina, like 
Peachblow: developed at almost the 
same time by Mount Washington 
and Cambridge, and copied almost 
immediately by Hobbs Brockunier & 
Co. This is simply gold ruby so 
treated in the manufacture that one 
part of the piece received more heat 
that the other, so that it shades 
from amber to red. There is a per- 
sistent tradition that the New Eng- 
land Glass Company secured their 
color by throwing gold coins into the 
glass-pot, and certainly all three 
houses used their best flint glass 
metal and their finest workmen to 
produce ware of high quality. Am- 
berina was also made in other Amer- 
ican factories, and in France, and 
some of it shows a distinct fuschia 
or violet shade in the red. Since the 
Mount Washington Peachblow also 
has a bluish cast, this may be their 
characteristic, due to some off color 
in their basic formula. But it is al- 
so found in some certainly French

PITTSBURGH GLASS 
ON DISPLAY

presented by Mr. and Mrs. J. Robert 
Rodgers of Slippery Rock, Pa.; and 
a free-blown green Gallatin-Kramer 
bottle given by Mr. and Mrs. James 
M. Totman. 

All this discussion may have seem- 
ed prosaic and conventionally techni- 
cal. Not so the exhibition! It is 
sparklingly alive. It has been en- 
riched, too, by murals on pertinent 
glass subjects done by staff artist 
Robert R. Young. 


The largest, a triptych, shows an 
early furnace in operation, flanked 
on one side by the craftsman blow- 
ing, on the other a man working a 
crude pressing machine. On the op- 
posite wall individual murals depict 
unusual pieces not in the show: the 
Gallatin goblet owned by Jerome 
Strauss; an American System flask; 
a vase cut at Bakewell’s in 1825 when 
the Lafayette presentation vases 
were cut; three dolphin candlesticks 
to give a comparison of Pittsburgh 
and Sandwich tastes. In the center of 
these murals is a larger painting: an 
attractive view of the Allegheny 
River with a glass factory near and 
a merchant displaying the product, 
the whole group done in the 1850 
background. _ - 


The case design by James W. 
Lindsay was practical, informative, 
and attractive. Standard museum 
cases were given heads, which com- 
pletely concealed the spots and other 
lighting devices. Then every facing 


of the head carried a general label 
stating the classification of glass to 
be seen in the case. These top covers 
were painted a green to contrast 
with grey backgrounds and walls 
and to enliven the terra-cotta and 
silver trim. 


Along the outside wall, window 
boxes were constructed to mask radi- 
ators. These are filled with ferns, 
plants, and flowers from Phipps 
Conservatory and are changed ac- 
according to the season. In the cen- 
ter of the exhibition, also, a square 
of living greenery breaks the cus- 
tomary museum vista, giving a 
quiet and restful vantage point. In 
one corner of the show a miniature 
room has been created with a period 
table and lowboy settings of Argus, 
so that variety can be gained in 
other ways than by mere case ar- 
rangement. Unexpected __ displays 
such as sock-darners and witch balls 
or tiny perfume bottles help too. 


There has been no glass exhibition 
in America like this one. Perhaps 
we are setting a style to be followed. 
If we are, no other single area can 
surpass Pittsburgh in the usefulness, 
the beauty, and the substantially A- 
merican quality of glass to be shown. 
One hundred and fifty-two years of 
continuous production have given it 
an enormous head start. Its_manu- 
facture mirrors all American tech- 
niques and products. Its enterprise 
and individuality place it in the fore- 
front of nineteenth-century -glass- 
making.

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FIGURE BOTTLES 


By MRS. FRANK F. BENNETT 


In their heyday enthusiastic rivairy 
existed among saloons, each trying to 
outdo the other in the splendor ard 
magnificence of decoration and ap- 
pointment. Fine paintings upon the 
walls, shining mahogany bars and 
burnished brass rails, mirrors in gold 
leaf reflecting in their depth the 
emerald green of creme de menth, 
the glowing reds of burgundy and 
port, the amber of fine Kentucky bour- 
bon with the crystal clear of gin for 
accent, lent esthetic appeal to the 
imbiber. Barber shops were the beau- 
ty shops of their day—ladies ex- 
cluded—where tonics and unguents, 
spicy bay rum and fragrant sea 
foams, were dispensed from _ bottles 
now eagerly sought and held well 
nigh priceless. 

It is with the lovely old shaped 
bottles I’m chiefly concerned. So very 
little is known of their origin. Where 
they were made or when... by whom 
or for whom ... how many were 
made or how many survive—all is 
purely a matter of conjecture for no 
one knows definitely. No book has 
been written about them and dig as 
deeply as one may there seems to be 
no information anywhere. But this 
very scarcity of information and 
knowledge is what makes collecting 
them so intriguing—there is always 
the chance of finding a word here and 
a word there and by aading them to- 
gether a small glimmer of light is 
acquired. 

These were not the common, or- 
dinary, everyday merchandise sent 
out by the case. No indeed, these 
were something very special. They 
were usually for the Christmas trade 
and were popular as special gifts, sold 
over the bar to special customers or 
given to favorite ones by the saloon 
keeper. The Coachman and the Monk 
were made for this purpose at the 
Bennington Works. These conform 
to the design familiar in England. 

These lovely bottles were nearly all 
blown, usually of French origin al- 
though there are many beautiful ones 
of American make. They are most 
frequently found in clear glass, then 
frosted, next amber and last aqua. 
Most of the French bottles have “De- 
pose” inscribed on or near the base. 

Many famous persons were granted 
the dubious honor of being immortal- 
ized, generally in bust form but oc- 
casionally in full length. Cleveland, 
Grant, Granger, Jenny Lind: Beecher, 
Harrison, Kossuth, Garfield, Napole- 
on, Gen. Boulanger, Robert E.. Lee, 
Victor Hugo and undoubtedly there 
were many others. Some are small 
holding about a half pint while others 
were large enough to contain a quart. 
Charlie Gardner of New London has 
a Bennington “book” that holds a 
half gallon. 

Small figures ranging in size from 
two inches to eight and a half are to 
be found in the form of slippers and 
shoes, old-fashioned corsets and tucked 
corset covers and ruffled panties, 
clocks and watches, musical instru- 
ments, owls and sparrows, bears, 
monkeys, dogs, cats, pigs, one of a 
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fox, ears of corn, cucumbers, potatoes, 
loaves of bread, Virginia ham, tur- 
keys, sausages, bananas, apples, 
grapes, clams, oysters, scallops, cigars, 
both single and in bunches, cooking 
utensils, various hands, pistols, dag- 
gers, policeman’s clubs . . . these are 
but a few, there are many, many 
more. Some of these small bottles 
were used to hold scent but the larger 
number were used for liquor. 

Then there are the tall ones reach- 
ing a height of almost sixteen inches 
—the full length figures of men, wom- 
en, animals and such. Most of these 
bottles, both large and small, were 
made from 1840 to 1900. A few were 
earlier and a very few were later but 
the most beautiful were made during 
these sixty years. 

My bottles have been gathered from 
far and near. We try, my husband 
and I, to find either a “Bitters” or a 
figure bottle in each place we visit 
and have in the collection bottles from 
thirty states visited. Sometimes we 
have returned home with a carload of 
“loot”? and other times after a trip 
covering hundreds of miles we’ve come 
back empty handed. Now and then 
we strike a “bottle mine” but not 
very often.

and, this writer-dealer has_ stated, 
are are filling their shops with many 
and varied reproductions. I also feel 
that by so doing they belittle them- 
selves and disappoint the increasing 
number of high class collectors and 
buyers. 


Would it be fair to the public if 
the people who are seeking only the 
better pieces found upon the shelves 
of your lovely Museum. in St. Augus- 
tine an interspersing of cheap re- 
productions after time, energy and 
money had been expended to locate 
only the genuine? 


I have been an antique dealer for 
over twenty-five years, and at the 
time of this writing, to my know- 
ledge there has never been an early 
American pattern reproduction on 
my shelves. There will never be as 
long as I run an antique shop. 

I would welcome legislation which 
would compel the manufacturers of 
these fakes to stamp the month and 
year upon each piece. The new fur 
law now in effect has worked it out 
protectively for the producer and 
buyer. Why not a law for us. 

Could not some high class associ- 
ation be started which would have 
the good-will and protection of col- 
lectors and dealers as its motivating 
purpose; one which would help end 
the sales of reproductions by refus- 
ing to handle same-in their shops. 


“Birds of a feather flock to- 
gether,” and when a buyer or collec- 
tor enters a shop expecting to tind 
authentic antiques and, _ instead, 
comes upon reproductions scattered 
among the genuine, they walk -quiet- 
ly out of the shop and it is never 
a “repeat.” 

Honest dealers today never need 
fear periods of depression or no- 
sales, for bona fide antiques are al- 
ways in demand. The number of in- 
formed critics and art lovers is 
steadily and assuredly increasing. 

May I add, Mr. Lightner, I am 
ready at any time to contribute my 
few dollars, when the fund is started 
for the protection of collectors, deal- 
ers, and the public, legally. 

Thanking you for your interest in 
helping real lovers of antiques, and 
for publishing the lady’s very cor- 
rect article. Trusting we may hear

How does she dare be so brazen, or 
what did she think I was? It wouldn’t 
have taken a halfwit a minute to see 
through that. Anyway, I’m most ap- 
preciative of your influential help. I 
think that woman should be exposed. 
She’s apparently swindled others

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DECORATIVE 
COLOKED GLASS

Amberina, cut stemware, not the 
late heavy pressed pieces» and it 
seems more probable that some man- 
ufacturers tried to “cut corners” by 
using gold salts instead of the pure 
metai. Certainly authentic examples 
from the New England Glass Com- 
pany and Hobbs, srockunier & Co. 
show the true gold ruby. But some 
other American, and probably Mid- 
Western house produced vases, bowls 
ana other pieces with applied clear 
feet, rims or spiraled bands of pres- 
sed shell-shaped motifs, which are 
cranberry pink shaded te orange 
amber, or deep red and olive amber, 
showing poor contro! ever the color. 

Hobbs Brockunier & Co: developed 
other bi-color shadings, cranberry 
red to clear and to canary, which 
they calied “Kubina” and .“Rubina 
Verde”) and blue shaded to amethyst, 
and made ail tour in_ inverted 
‘’numbprint, Hobnail and Daisy-and- 
bucttun tableware. ‘their competitors 
made even more color compinations, 
and all of these, cased over white 
ana frosted, became “Satin Glass’. 
‘The . Wheeling house also made 
“spangied” giass, with flakes of 
sparkling mica in it, which appears 
in solid coiers or, more often in that 
marbled or shaded glass which has 
been christened “End of Day”. This 
originated with the Sandwich “Tor- 
toiseshell”, amber and brown shades 
as described by the name, but event- 
ually any and all colors were used, 
otten cased over opaque white. The 
Dr. Flowers who took over the Sand- 
wich plant in 1884. made a variation 
he called “Vasa Murhinna’”, varia- 
gated or ‘spangled” glass with a 
layer of clear over it, and an un- 
known house made ‘water-sets, at 
least, in colored giass iinely stippled 
with white in slightly raised dots, 
and then frosted. 

Still another method of decorating 
glass is by “staining” or “flashing” 
or “plating”, a thin coat ‘of color 
over clear, applied after the piece is 
made. This is best known in the 
ruby and clear pattern glass. “Ruby 
Thumbprint” and the rest, but the 
process was also used in the decor- 
ative “Pomona”, also made by the 
New England Glass Company. In 
this, part of the piece is stained pale 
amber, the rest clear and lightly 
etched: with some use of a pale blue 
stain in the design. The more com- 
mon pressed tableware partly frosted 
with clear amber or cranberry rims 
which have an ivy band relief, be- 
long to this: type, and some pieces of 
clear Daisy-and-Button with rims 

or panels stained pale tints of am- 
ber or amethyst are known. 

There are stiil four types of Amer- 
ican decorative glass. The cryolite 
or calcium fluoride used in opaque 
white glass after 1880 becomes 
opaque at a very definite tempera- 
ture, so it was used in colored, or 
even clear glass treated by heat 
after forming to produce Opales- 
cent Hobnail, the “Wheeling Over- 
lay” which at its best, is as hand- 
some as the cut ware, and the in- 
numerable ‘“Coinspot”, “Spanish 
Lace”, striped and other variations.

Enamel decoration, fired on» was a 
common method of decoration, but 
the only type distinguished by col- 
lectors is the “Mary Gregory”, chil- 
dren, with backgrounds, in raised 
white enamel occasionally touched 
with color. This glass may be the 
product of one factory, and of one 
artist, but the existence of English 
Bristol vases of 1850 or earlier dec- 
orated with very similar children in 
the same enamel, and the great 
popularity of the Kate Greenaway 
pictures of children in the last fif- 
teen years of the century are evi- 
dence to the contrary. Still another 
type of decoration is the use of ap- 
plied full-relief flowers in the Vene- 
tian style, but these appear so fre- 
quently on overlay and other types 
already mentioned that it can hardly 
be considered separately. The Kew- 
blas, made by the Union Glass Com- 
pany at Somerville, Mass., about 
1890, is not at all similar, but also 
recalls Venetian models. On _ the 
other hand, the beautifully iridescent 
glass made by Lewis C. Tiffany. and 
the similar pieces from the Steuben 
Glass Company, are examples of the 
admiration for one material which 
looks like another. They are blown 
glass of the finest quality, but their 
opaque stains make them resemble 
pottery rather than glass.

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NOTES FOR THE BEGINNER 


By DOROTHY BRANNAN 


If you can’t have a hundred gob- 
lets, you can line up a dozen that will 
make your eyes sparkle with amuse- 
ment and give you real pleasure? 

Are you a traveler? Or would you 
like to be? And you’d like an inter- 
esting collection of pattern glass, if 
you could afford it, and if it wouldn’t 
cost too much, and if you could be 
assured of finding enough to make 
your search worthwhile. Sauce dishes 
or small bowls won’t take up much 
space. [I think we can find specimens 
of most of the patterns that are 
named for states and places without 
too much trouble or expense. Just 
glancing through one edition on old 
glass, you’ll find such pattern names 
as, Philadelphia, Baltimore (pear), 
Canadian, Texas, Cape Cod, Ohio, 
Maryland, Riverside, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Oregon, Berkely, Roanoke, 
Maine, Palm Beach, Richmond, Pitts- 
burgh, Wheeling and Dakota.

U. S. Philatelists Warned 
Against India Stamp Fraud

garh, District Manbhum, Province 
Bihar, has failed to fulfill American 
stamp orders following receipt of re- 
mittances from this country. 

An investigation is now under way 
by authorities in India following 
numerous reports that this firm has 
failed to fill its American orders 
following the receipt of cash remit- 
tances.

Descriptions of 15-Cent Air Mail 
and Edgar Allan Poe Stamps 


Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson has issued descriptions of the 
new 15-cent Mail Stamp  com- 
memorating the 75th Anniversary of 
the Universal Postal Union and the 
8-cent Edgar Allan Poe Commem- 
orative Stamp, both of which were 
scheduled to be issued on October 7. 

The 15-cent Air Mail Stamp is 
0.84x1.44 inches, arranged horizon- 
tally within a single line border. The 
central design shows the World be- 
ing encircled by doves in flight car- 
rying messages.

Five New Stamps Recently 
Authorized 


Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson recently announced the dates 
and places of first day sales for the 
five new commemorative postage 
stamps which were recently author- 
ized. The information is a follows: 


Postage “Air Mail,” just below each 
end of which is the denomination 
“15c”. The lettering “The Universal 
Postal Union” appears in a single 
line across the lower border with the 
dates “1874” and “1949” just above 
each end. All lettering and numerals 
are in white gothic. 

This stamp will be placed on first 
day sale at Chicago, October 7, in 
connection with the annual conven- 
tion and exhibition of the American 
Air Mail Society. The initial printing 
will consist of 35,000,000 copies. 

The 3-cent Edgar Allan Poe Com- 
memorative stamp contains the like- 
ness of Edgar Allan Poe with frame 
work and dimensions conforming to 
the Poets Group of the Famous 
Americans Series of 1940. It is 
printed in purple by the rotary 
process and issued in sheets of 70 
stamps each. An initial printing of 
112,000,000 Poe stamps has_ been 
authorized. The Edgar Allan Poe 
commemorative stamp will be ac- 
corded initial sale at Richmond, Va., 
on October 7. 

First day cancellations of these 
new stamps in excess of 10, will be 
serviced by the Postmasters at the 
first day sale points. Stamped, ad- 
dressed envelopes submitted for can- 
cellations of this and other first day 
issues should be properly addressed. 
An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 


and the flap either sealed or turned . 


in. An outside envelope to the Post- 
master should be endorsed “First 
Day Covers”. Collectors should re- 
frain from requesting hand cancella- 
tions since covers are machine-can- 
celled as far as practicable. Orders 
for first-covers must not include re- 
quests for uncancelled stamps.

This leaves 
Poland as the only remaining Soviet 
satellite that hasn’t yet joined the 
“nationalization” circle, a step that 
is expected to be corrected very 
soon, according to A. August Tiger, 
New York.

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IT SEEMS TO ME 


By FRANK L. COES 


No Seasonal Slump 


That the old saw about “Summer 
being the quiet period” for stamps 
(?) was based on something that has 
gone long since. Air mail has, in 
spite of its cost, knit our stamp cor- 
respondence into so close and fast a 
system that it seems silly to delay 
an answer, be it Summer or mid- 
Winter. 

Of course, there are drawbacks. Of 
course, there are people that fail to 
feel interest until they put a new log 
on the fire along about Thanksgiving 
Day. Those people are always with us. 

But now comes a letter that surely 
is something. Quoting from the letter 
in part—after the stamp data is cov- 
ered—this gentleman says (he is pas- 
sing 73) a few words that have risen 
to the mind of many. Maybe in a new 
way. So will copy total paragraph. 
“What is a Chapter? Of what? Well, 
right here I stop to consider. There 
has been a Chapter of one society here 
for several years. They meet; they 
pay dues I suppose; they have elec- 
tions. Beyond that, what? I fail to 
recall] a new member proposed by any 
Chapter member. You and I have 
both proposed such and they are in- 
terested people, but the Chapter has 
never even extended the hand of fel- 
lowship. Never has asked the one I 
proposed if they could help him; if 
he would like to come to a meeting; 
if he had a specialty or would like 
to show it; or if he could join their 
very select group. I am not a mem- 
ber of it either and have never been 
asked to be. Now that is not espe- 
cially smart, either of the Society or 
the Chapter (local) or even of its 
supposedly efficient officers. 

“Of course, the old gag about ‘every 
member get a member’ is a silly bit 
of dream talk. But, every Chapter 
ought to show its interest by boost- 
ing the society’s membership in its 
area, and by some constructive effort. 
I would gladly sponsor a constitut- 
ional amendment (or whatever it 
needs to make it a by-law) to the 
effect that if a Chapter does not pro- 
duce, at least members to add 5% to 
its roster—it forfeit its Chapter char- 
ter. That would assume a ten mem- 
ber Chapter and keep the roll up to 
allow for deaths and resignations. 
Also it might get some of these sleep- 
ers out into the open. What we need 
is action, not somnolence.” 

And there is more, but censored. 
And at that the idea is sort of thril- 
ling. Some group gets a Charter for 
Chapter. Why not make that a 
responsibility, a material aid to new 
membership, a local aid to tyros, be- 
ginners, specializing collectors. A 
real aid, not just a few lines in the 
year book. 

He did add that if the Chapter did 
not produce, he would cancel the 
charter. Even hold in escrow till they 
did get busy and ask for its return. 
But that would be a matter for the 
convention to argue about, and over. 
And they sure would argue. 
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So there is a suggestion, poked into 
the light by a letter from a 70-year 
old member.

News From Abroad 


Repeated mention of the French 
Centenaire Exhibition makes further 
news from Paris of interest. 

The July-August issue of “Le Tim- 
bre” headlines some very interesting 
information by a statement that the 
Exhibition had over 600,000 visitors. 

The entrance ticket before me has a 
number 1368505 and with it single 
souvenir the 10 franc Ceres type of 
1849, with wide margins (perfect all 
round), about 154x2 inches. Under 
the impression in red 1849-1949. And 
the statement was made that the sou- 
venir could be obtained only with an 
entrance ticket. So the ticket and 100 
franc fee came along with the lovely 
little souvenir. 

Comment might be made that on 
none of the Exhibition sheets or single 
souvenirs is there any “by authority 
of” and such conversational effort. 
These things do not embellish a show 
souvenir, believe it or not. 

Le Timbre carries a picture of Mr. 
Theodore Champion, grown older, but 
still the well recalled and perfectly 
courteous personage that a 1910 visit 
to his wonder office recalls. 

A photo of the great exhibition 
bourse and the booths, and a list of 
the medallists. (Mr. Champion got 
another, of course) but none of our 
local mug and ribbon hunters seems 
to have won his way into the award 
list. Strange. 

Turning to the advertising in this 
same issue, it is startling to discover 
the unusually high extra prices that 
attach to sub variety items of French 
issues. Imperforates, the varied er- 
rors of overprints, and such things. 
Our catalog does not list many that 
appear as of interest to specialists. 
But all are surely very much searched 
for, and doubtless the surprises to 
U. S. collectors are but a small por- 
tion of the real ones. Temporary 
cancellations for the Exhibition seem 
numerous and surely of great interest 
to the student. 

It is well worth the trouble to get 
copies of the European papers that 
cover this Centenary Exhibition. Even 
if one does not too well read a for- 
eign language, it is possible almost 
anywhere to get a translation by a 
local collector that will serve.

Maybe European issues 
have got us into a critical mood.

Comment on a card of the first type 
and possibly the first year’s output, 
was that the paper, cardboard, and 
hand work of that time produced a 
very stable card and it must have been 
that to have lasted until now. This 
card is still usable and without dam- 
aged pockets. Maybe 40 years in serv- 
ice. Good paper?

Put on your hip-boots and fish in 
mid-stream.

If you 
collect, do not hesitate to try; bait 
your hook and wade in; others are 
there motioning you with the invita- 
tion “Come on in, * fishing is fine.”

To emphasize another’s nothingness 
we speak of him as a “double naught.” 
A “double naught” is the difference 
between a one dollar and a hundred 
dollar bill. There is “not” only a 
difference between man and money, 
but a difference in the “naughts.”

Am asked: “Why so much hue and 
cry about commemoratives all com- 
ing from one mint, and nothing about 
the “mints” of regular coins?” 

Regular coins come in such large 
numbers that those from any one mint 
do not become unusually scarce. They 
are coined at the different mints to 
accommodate the distributing banks 
in their localities. Commemoratives 
are not minted for circulation and 
“handy distribution” does not enter 
the equation. As entire issues are 
turned over to one applicant it would 
seem more expeditious the coins be 
all from the mint nearest the base of 
operation, but heretofore in most in- 
stances the applicants have insisted 
on the coins being from the three 
mints. Why? For instance: 15,000 
pieces with one mint mark could not 
be so quickly disposed of as 5,000 from 
each mint. As bad as was this prac- 
tice, it was made worse by speculators 
purchasing in large lots at original 
prices, and having the market cor- 
nered, holding up the collectors. 

Members of organizations asking 
for commemorative issues are of the 
highest type, and now that they are 
“hep” to the situation are voluntar- 
ily asking for large issues from one 
mint out of deference and fairness to 
the ultimate consumers, the collectors. 
They are too high principled to know- 
ingly be parties to a racketeering ven- 
ture. The wide publicity to the rack- 
eteering evil has made these gentle- 
men coin-minded, coin-conscious and 
coin-ethicaled, and they themselves 
are taking the racket out of com- 
memoratives. 


The term “coin collector” is becom- 
ing obsolete. The term was coined 
when there was only coins to collect. 
With paper money, scrip, tokens, 
medals, being so abundant, “numis- 
matist” is more appropriate, and is 
coming into vogue. Numismatics 
covers a multitude of phases. In the 
near future a coin collector will be 
literally one who collects coins, while 
a numismatist will be a general col- 
lector.

The wise man is he who scans the 
future. Even the squirrel stocks up 
for a snow-bound. In buying, select 
coins with an eye for the future. 
Secure coins in fine condition, and 
when possible, of limited mintage. 
They will outlive the fads and stand 
the test of time. Coins well chosen 
make fine nest eggs. Then, if neces- 
sity compels you to dispose of your 
collection, you can sell in a lump at 
a profit instead of peddling one at a 
time at a loss. Play safe, be wise, 
look ahead.

Contentment is wealth. A  con- 
tented man is one who occupies his 
leisure with pleasant pursuits. Idle- 
ness produces nervousness, and ner- 
vousness is a breeder of discontent. 
Discontment is poverly of mind. Don’t 
value your leisure-time friend, your 
hobby, your coin collection, in dollars 
and cents, but in contentment, and 
the more contentment you get out of 
it the wealthier you are. Start a 
coin collection and grow wealthy. 
Your wealth will be limited only to 
the time you spend on your hobby.

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_ One may have the hobby of collect- 
ing coins, but numismatics is not a 
hobby. It is called a hobby for con- 
venience, but it is really a science, a 
deep study, and like any other sci- 
ence, the end of forty years study 
finds one still learning. A famous 
authority being asked “how does it 
feel to know the “last word” on 
coins?” replied, “I am still learning.” 
A new collector with a “Price List 
of American Coins’ knowledge who 
thinks himself a numismatist is like 
one who peeps through a telescope at 
the moon and calls himself an astro- 
nomer. He that “scratches the sur- 
face” and thinks he has reached “bed 
rock” recalls the newspaper item 
(paraphrased) “If your knowledge 
was put in the eye of a needle it 
could be threaded in the dark.”

There can be religion without a 
church, fraternity without a lodge 
and coin collecting without its club, 
but the isms without the salutary 
advantage of church, lodge and club 
are greatly handicapped. It is the 
organization, the meeting places, that 
make them strong and of universal 
help. There is strength in numbers 
and regimentation. It is the coin col- 
lectors that organize the clubs but 
it is the clubs that popularize coin 
collecting. Clubs bring collectors to- 
gether, educates them in numismatics, 
furnishes opportunities for contact, 
spreads the gospel. The amount of 
good a club does depends on the mem- 
bers; a club is what the members 
make it, and the best way to make a 
club is for the members to attend 
meetings. And it is up to the officers 
to arrange programs and so conduct 
the meetings as to attract the mem- 
bers, to make them look forward to 
the meetings. A club meeting should 
not be a stag affair. The husbands 
and the beaus should take their wom- 
en folks along and give the meetings 
that “homey” atmosphere so _neces- 
sary to the success of such affairs. 
The club should be a gathering place 
for the women as well as the men, 
and the women should not be asked 
to “stick around” while the men en- 
joy themselves. They should become 
acquainted, exchange gossip, swap 
recipes and discuss the latest styles; 
have a general good time. With “he” 
and “she” both wanting to go, the 
club attendance will take care of it- 
self. The wife of an officer of a re- 
cently organized coin club, a woman 
of rare tact and sociability, not as a 
matter of duty but because it is nat- 
ural to her, acts as hostess for the 
club. She sees that the women visi- 
tors meet each other, interests them 
in the coins, keeps conversation going, 
makes them feel at home, and as a 
result the meetings are well attended. 
And is the Club well advertised? Well 
you know how women can talk. Make 
the Club a family, not a stag affair, 
and it will live long and prosper.

A noted authority on such subjects 
answered the question “Are men only 
boys grown up?” with “physically yes, 
but mentally, no; that we can organize 
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our lives so as to become something 
quite different from what we were as 
children.” [I haven’t the ego to dis- 
agree but I exercise my great Ameri- 
can prerogative and “beg to differ.” 

When Congress wanted to ease the 
President in his multiudinous cares 
and perplexities did they buy him a 
“book-shelf?” No, they built him an 
“old swimming hole.” When he goes 
on his week-end relaxations does he 
spend them in a college library? No, 
he grabs his pole, digs some worms 
and hikes to the “old fishing spot.” 
Does he indulge his hobby in “higher 
academics?” No, he, like every other 
red-corpuscled American boy, along 
with his boy friends, collects coins, 
stamps, boats, and all the other what- 
nots a boy is fond of. And F. D. R. 
was not an exception, he was represen- 
tative of all the other grown-up-boys. 
A man may boast he has outgrown his 
childhood, but just show him your col- 
lection of old coins and note how 
quickly he sheds his mature austerity 
and reverts to his natural self, the 
eager, wide-eyed, open-mouthed, col- 
lecting kid he always was, is, and 
always will be.

“Memory,” said the boy, “is the 
thing we forget with,” and a hobby 
is memory’s best forgetter. When 
busy one forgets his troubles; it is in 
the leisure time that one broods over 
his aches and ills, his trials and tribu- 
lations. Constant brooding makes a 
mountain chain emerge from mole 
hills, while a hobby erodes mountains 
into mole hills. A coin collector is 
a good “forgetter” as well as a re- 
memberer, and that accounts for his 
complacent look that won’t come off.

Invariably inquirers modestly style 
themselves beginners. The most used 
term as applied to coin collectors in 
numismatic articles is “beginners.” 
The first in my experience, an inquiry 
comes in “Just what is meant by a 
beginner?” At first thought, easy, a 
beginner is one who is beginning; sec- 
ond thought, not so simple. Put the 
question in another form, “when is a 
beginner not a beginner—what stage 
of the game does he pass from the 
numismatic kintergarten into grade 
school?” Is a collector now forty who 
was given a collection in boyhood and 
added to it only as odd coins chanced 
in his change—who has never studied 
the hobby,—a beginner? One thinks 
of a beginner as having only a few 
common coins as a starter; how about 
one that falls heir to a large collec- 
tion of scarcities—is he a beginner? 
After deciding on the status of a be- 
ginner, how long does he remain one? 
Isn’t the term “beginner” relative 
rather than concrete? A _ well ad- 
vanced junior might appear begin- 
ningish to an advanced senior collec- 
tor; and a well advanced amateur 
might be considered a beginner to the 
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advanced junior. A beginner, it scems 
to me, is one who has just become 
interested in and taken up the study 
of numismatics, regardless of the size 
or age of his collection; and ceases 
to be a beginner when he gets a gener- 
al idea of the hobby, backed by a col- 
lection big or small. In other words, 
the status of a beginner should de- 
pend more on what he knows about 
coins than how many he has, or how 
long he has collected.

Boston—There’s no law against 
making souvenirs but James DiStefan 
tried it with coins and ended up in 
prison. He said in court that he made 
the coins as “souvenirs” but testimony 
brought out that some of them were 
found in vending machines.

Unless you are familiar with the 
topography of the neighborhood, don’t 
try to save time by taking an un- 
known short cut; stick to the main 
highway. The detour might lead you 
up a blind alley to a dead end. Unless 
you are well advanced in the phases 
of numismatics don’t run the risk of 
a “dead-end” by following every fad 
that comes along. Stick to the much 
traveled road until you have inquired 
about and studied the route of the 
mushroomic new wrinkied numismatic 
fads. Make sure of the path before 
you take it. Some advise to “shoot 
first and argue afterwards” but I pre- 
fer sticking to “look before you leap.”

Old Man River doesn’t make any 
noise, just keeps rolling along; but 
it is navigable, it carries the traffic.

Frank C. Ross, Kansas City, Mo., 
whose by-line, Numismatic Thoughts, 
has been avidly followed in HOB- 
BIES for upwards of 20 years, is 
retiring from his column activities 
because of ill health, and upon the 
advice of his physician. 

Mr. Ross was the zenith of an 
editor’s dream — a columnist who 
not only kept ahead of his deadline, 
but built up a substantial reserve.

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MONEY OF YESTERYEAR

Ephrain Brasher’s doubloon is a 
great rarity. Struck in 1787 by this 
New York goldsmith, there are only 
two specimens known today, indeed, 
I doubt if many more were ever 
struck. These gold coins were de- 
signed for use in larger transactions, 
provided they were struck in quanti- 
ty which of course, they were not. 
They are the same size as the Span- 
ish Doubloon of the time and had a 
value of $16. Most likely, the reason 
more were not struck was due to the 
scarcity of gold available. For such 
a coin would have most certainly 
been in demand. 

The two specimens known are of 
the same design with an eagle on 
one side, the sun rising over a moun- 
tain on the other, but the location 
of the punched “EB” for Ephraim 
Brasher, is in a different position on 
each. One appears on the eagle’s 
wing, the other on his breast. This 
was not done deliberately but punch- 
ed on hastily any place to identify 
the maker. 

The doubloon is credited with be- 
ing the first gold piece struck in the 
United Colonies. While there is one 
other gold pattern known, is was 
struck in England as a proposed de- 
sign for use here. It is the Immune 
Columbia cent struck in gold in 1785 
of which only one specimen is known. 

There is also a single copy known 
of the 1792 Washington Eagle cent 
struck in gold, 'which needless to say 
is also extremely rare. 

It was not until three years after 
the opening of the first mint in 
Philadelphia that our government 
began the regular coinage of gold 
pieces and these coins today are all 
very rare. The half Eagle or five 
dollar gold piece and the Eagle or 
ten dollar gold piece being the first 
two denominations to be_ issued, 
starting a long and interesting ser- 
ies in 1795. 

Patterns, of “Currency Dollars” 
were struck in 1776 in England, de- 
signed for use here but few of these 
were made. Some of the varieties of 
these are not too high priced, and 
are interesting for they are the first 
“Continental Silver Dollar.” They 
are to be found in pewter, silver and 
brass in several varieties. The rarest 
is the variety in silver. 

Unsettled or hard times always 
bring forth unusual forms of money. 
During the Revolutionary War, in- 
flation and uncertainties caused the 
Continental Currency to come into 
being. For a populace used to hard 
money, this flimsy paper was a 
strange and unwelcome medium of 
exchange. 

The panic of 1837 brought forth 
the Jackson cents or hard times 
tokens, coined during that hectic 
time. These pieces were the fore- 
runner of the thousands of merchants 
tokens struck in the next twenty 
years or so. 

With the advent of the Civil War, 
shortage brought us the strange en- 
cased postage stamps, postage cur- 


* 


rency, and fractional paper money, 
eventually developing into the 
thousands of varieties of Civil Way 
tokens. 

With the free silver campaigns of 
the 1890’s, extremely large and cum- 
bersome “Bryan” silver dollars were 
made to show the public how large a 
silver dollar would be if Bryan’s free 
silver campaign were to be success- 
ful. These coins, nearly four times 
the size of our regular silver dollar, 
were made on the basis of sixteen to 
one ratio of gold and silver. 

Laws of recent times have re- 
stricted private issues of coins, but 
even so, many “coins” or tokens 
have been struck. Some of these we 
do not consider as coins although 
they really are. Bus, subway and 
transportation tokens are in this 
catagory, as are the hundreds of 
varieties of wooden nickels issued by 
municipalities to commemorate some 
event, these usually appear in round, 
rectangular and other shapes, and 
are printed on thin veneer wood, re- 
sembling paper money more than 
coins. The paper scrip currency is- 
sued during the depression of the 30’s 
will some day be catalogued and 
some of these interesting notes will 
undoubtedly be found to be quite 
rare. 

In 1933 Colorado issued several var- 
ieties of silver token dollars called 
Prosperity tokens, and one or two 
of the varieties of these are already 
rare. 

Have you a penny in your pocket? 
If so it’s a foreign coin, for the dear 
old USA doesn’t make pennies. The 
“coppers” we carry for every days 
use are “cents”. Coppers did I say? 
Again I’m wrong for these cents are 
bronze, not copper. 

That “nickel” we all know so well 
really isn’t nickel at all, its alloy 
consists of 75% copper and 25% 
nickel, the five cent piece has more 
right to’ the term “copper“ than the 
cent! 

Most coins are nicknamed by the 
design appearing on_ the obverse, 
Lincoln’s head is on the obverse of 
the present day cent hence “Lincoln 
cent”, Indian Head cent, Liberty 
Head quarter and so forth. What 
happened to cause the “buffalo” 
nickel? Should have been called 
“Indian” nickel. Did I say Buffalo? 
Wrong again for it really is a Bison! 

We’ve all heard of Morgan dimes, 
quarters and halves, with their at- 
tractive Liberty head. These are de- 
signed by Charles E. Barber, and 
Morgan had absolutely nothing to 
do with them. The coins were made 
from 1891 on, but Morgan designed 
his “Morgan “Dollar” way back in 
1878. 

We must have named the Mercury 
dimes because they slip through our 
fingers so quickly. The lady, and she 
is a lady, is Miss Liberty with a cap. 

“Mercury,” the god always has 
been a gentleman. 

Remember the hullabaloo started 
by a nationwide commentator several 
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years ago over the lack of a flag on 
Monticello on the reverse of the Jef- 
ferson nickel? Thousands of people 
searched and searched for this “flag 
pole nickel” which was non-existant. 

The original 1883 nickel without 
the word “cents” caused just as 
much furor in its day—some were 
gold plated and passed as five dollar 
gold pieces—most likely the reason 
the word “cents” was added so 
hastily, but then, the rumor spread 
that the variety without the “cents” 
was to be rare—even today we come 
across hundreds of extremely fine 
specimens of this coin. 

There are many conflicting stories 
about the supposed counterfeit Liber- 
ty standing quarters without dates. 
They were supposed to have been 
coined in Mexico, Germany, and 
Russia, of real silver and exactly 
like the real ones but without a date. 
Truth is that the dates on these 
coins wore off easily due to their 
being struck so lightly and high on 
the coin. 

Watch the two dollar bills you 
come across and see how many you 
receive in your pocket with a corner 
torn off. Superstition has it that a 
two dollar bill is unlucky unless the 
corner is torn off!

Probably that one was 
somebody’s teething ring a century 
or more ago. 

Theodore Roosevelt came under 
terrific criticism when he sponsored 
the St. Gauden’s gold coins and left 
off our ‘well known legend “In God 
We Trust”. This was hastily added 
in 1908, the following year. 

It is strange Mexican and English 
coins are not collected more by 
United States collectors as part of 
the regular coinage system. Colonial 
coins collected by us in many in- 
stances were coins of foreign make 
which circulated here, Mexican and 
English coins were accepted here al- 
so as current money until 1857.

tantalizing chuckle, a sort of “I told 
you so.” Those that are holding on 
to their old staples, coins of small 
mintage, proven best by test, will 
have the chortle on those who are 
playing multi-minted coins. The de- 
mand has lots to do with the price, 
but the price too has something to 
do with the demand. A price de- 
pendent on a “fad” instead of worth 
is very fluctuous. The price disap- 
pears with the fad. The Jig-saw puz- 
zles did not put the checker board 
out of business. Checker players are 
now chuckling at the jig-sawers.

Etiquette of the back yard is 
“make your chickens dig for worms 
in your own garden”; etiquette of the 
table is “eat your soup with as little, 
instead of as much noise as possible”;

CENTS and was changed in 1838 to 
HALF-DOL. Does the new quarter 
in your pocket bear an abbreviation, 
quar. dollar, quarter doll., quar. doll., 
or is it written out in full, quarter 
dollar? It is odd, but many collec- 
tors are more familiar with the 
older coins than current ones. Draw 
a picture of the present half dollar, 
stars, lettering and all, and. then 
compare it with the coin itself; they 
won’t even bear a family resem- 
blance.

The collectors of mistakes  out- 
number all others, even the numisma- 
tists. There are two kinds of mis- 
takes, boneheads and constructives. 
Boneheads are comparable to coun- 
terfeits and altered dates, avoidable; 
constructives to poor swaps, “fingers 
burned” — but curable. Constructive 
mistakes make a valuable collection. 
No mistakes, no advancement. Suc- 
cess is built on the lessons of our 
mistakes. One who is mistakeless is 
attemptless. Our falls taught us to 
walk; our mistakes taught us to ac- 
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complish. Our mistakes are strings 
tied around our finger to make us 
remember. The school of mistakes 
charges a high tuition but is cheap 
at the price. Don’t worry about the 
mistakes you have made in gather- 
ing your coin collection. You have 
plenty of company. Attendance in 
the school of mistakes is compulsory, 
and only those who have never ac- 
complished anything have played 
hooky. Just thank your stars your 
mistake was a small one and that 
you got off light; just figure it was 
a blessing in disguise, it saved you 
from a costly one, a string on your 
finger to remind you.

Money is a strange thing. The 
more we handle it the less we under- 
stand it. It has been our “side-kick” 
for thousands of years, yet we are 
still unacquainted with it. We know 
what it is for, but not what it is. In 
turn, down through the ages, money 
has consisted of skins, shells, cattle, 
fish, tobacco, and what-nots, and we 
smile at them, but what would those 
bankers think, could they pierce the 
veil, at a little scrap of paper wortn 
intrinsically less than a cent with a 
purchasable value of $10,000. Paper 
money, subsidiary coins, tokens, yet 
all of them good as gold for the a- 
mount stamped on them, even though 
gold is not obtainable from tne gov- 
ernment for redemption. When they 
used skins for money it was more 
comprehensible than our present elab- 
orate system. The older 'we grow the 
less we know about money. Is it any 
wonder numismatics is such a fasci- 
nating, such a Yo hobby.

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Am asked “What is the difference 
between a senior and a junior coin 
collector?” As much difference as 
there is between an arithmetician and 
a mathematician. When you finished 
your arithmetic you thought you 
knew it all, but after wading through 
algebra, geometry, and trigonometry 
you found that as an arithmetician 
you were merely a junior with a lit- 
tle “j”. A junior coin collector is one 
with a moderate collection. If he 
specializes in cents his collection 
consists of one coin for each date. 
He runs more to type, that is, one 
coin of each date, while the Senior 
collector collects types within types, 
and with our early coins, there are 
types a plenty. Take just one date 
for instance, the 1817 large cent. 
The junior has only one coin of that 
date, while the senior is not satisfied 
unless he has three of them with 13 
stars and one with 15 stars, the 
three 13 star ones having different 
kinds of dates, wide, medium and 
compact. The 1803 large cent has six 
variations. The 1804 half cent has 
five variations. And so it goes with 
most of the early coins. Punctuated 
dates, period after dates, small and 
large dates, over-dates, perfect and 
imperfect dies, stems and stemless 
wreathes, plain and lettered edges; 
and this is only a starter to the in- 
dex. And some say numismatics is 
mere child’s play.

Within the past three years, public 
interest has been sensationally cap- 
tured by a brand-new hobby: the 
reading and collection of fantasy fic- 
tion. Since HossBiEs is the publica- 
tion par excellence wherein to record 
the pros and cons, the merits and 
demerits of hobbies that involve the 
collection of rare items, and because 
of the nation-wide enthusiasm for this 
new hobby, it was my thought that 
HoBBIES readers might enjoy an in- 
vestigation of this new vogue, which 
seems to be here to stay. 

Actually—and paradoxically too— 
fantasy fiction is not new, though in 
our present generation the widespread 
ardor for it certainly is. Most of us 
can certainly recall from the days of 
our youth the “pulps” such as Weird 
Tales and Amazing Stories, which 
were packed with stories dealing with 
the supernatural, the cosmic, the un- 
real. All of us, indeed, at some time 
or other in our lives, have read clas- 
sics of fantasy fiction. Yet today, it 
is not unusual for a teenager or adult 
alike to save up $100 for a first edi- 
tion of one of the novels by Howard 
Lovecraft, one of the pioneers in fan- 
tasy fiction. Practically every major 
bookstore in the metropolitan areas 
stocks a highlighted display of fan- 
tasy fiction. Several of the major 
publishers such as Doubleday and 
Frederick Fell are spending consider- 
able advertising and promotional

money on new fantasy fiction releases. 
And thousands of ardent collectors 
from coast to coast are filling their 
book shelves with as many fantasy 
fiction titles as they can obtain. How 
to explain, then, this resurgence of 
interest in a hobby which, though 
familiar a generation ago, has sud- 
denly taken such a lead in public 
opinion? 


Perhaps the obvious explanation is 
that today we are far more cosmic- 
minded than at any time previous in 
our history. This is the age of the 
atom bomb, the gamma ray, the jet- 
propelled planes. Only a few weeks 
ago a scientist in a diving bell—one 
of the favorite devices of the science- 
fiction writer—descended into the 
ocean to a depth never before re- 
corded. That which seemed fantasy 
a generation ago has had such un- 
canny foundation in science and real- 
ity as to absorb the inquisitive mind. 
Too, the public has had a reaction 
against the plethora of historical 
novels with bosomy heroines, the 
saccharine Pollyannaics of women’s 
magazine stories, and even with the 
assembly-line production of murder 
mysteries. The fantastic, therefore, 
stimulates and appeals to the mind 
just because it deviates from the 
hackneyed form of much contempor- 
ary writing. 

But this interest has not been with- 
out direction. It may be said with 
irrefutable accuracy that this direc- 
tion has been the entire work of 
Shasta Publishers of Chicago, whose 
guiding spirits, Melvin Korshak and 
T. & E. Dikty, throve on fantasy fic- 
tion as teenagers and, after service 
in the armed forces during World 
War II, decided to translate that avid 
delight into a livelihood. In 1940, 
these two young pioneers, together 
with the noted bibliophile Frederick 
B. Shroyer, began a movement to 
assemble a checklist of fantasy fic- 
tion, which would comprehensively 
list every known title in this category. 
Shroyer’s library alone included 2000. 
The war interrupted this project as 
so many others, but two years ago, 
the Skasta Publishers brought out 
their now famous Checklist of Fan- 
tastic Literature, which contains some 
5700 title references, catalogued by 
author, giving publisher and date of 
publication, numbers of pages to the 
work. No single item of effort had 
so crystallized the collector’s interest 
in this field, and today this notable 
job of research is the bookdealer’s 
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and collector’s sole guide to fantasy 
fiction. 


Glancing through the pages of this 
checklist, the average reader will be 
struck by his familiarity with the 
authors listed therein—Robert W. 
Chambers, Daniel De Foe, Walter De 
La Mare, Michael Arlen (of “Green 
Hat” fame), J. K. Huysmans, Jack 
London, Somerset Maugham, Jona- 
than Swift, J. B. Priestley. The fact 
is that every great writer, almost 
since the dawn of literature, has dab- 
bled at some time or other in fantasy. 


Let us examine the history of fan- 
tasy fiction to prove this point and 
to show also its right to be considered 
a major hobby in our own time. First, 
however, let us define our term of 
“fantasy” itself. By literary defini- 
tion, fantasy fiction would be termed 
that fiction which is fantastic in sub- 
ject matter and orientation, and might 
even include whimsy. But the popu- 
lar definition, which is responsible for 
the trend of public interest today, ex- 
cludes whimsy unless it is combined 
with fantasy; it would exclude mytho- 
logy, fairy tales and legends, factual 
ghost stories and factual psychic ex- 
periences. The broad term of “fan- 
tasy Settee itself is subject to three 
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subdivisional categories; science fic- 
tion, weird fiction and pure fantasy 
fiction. Hence the ideal definition of 
fantasy fiction would be fiction in 
which the subject matter cannot hap- 
pen, could not have happened, or has 
not yet happened, with a strong em- 
phasis on improbability or impossi- 
bility, with fantastic orientation. 


By this definition, we could logi- 
cally trace the origin of fantasy back 
to no less immortal a writer as Plato, 
whose works dealt with utopias of 
government and sociological functions. 
For these utopias did not and could 
not exist, yet Plato conceived that 
they could if man were to adopt his 
latent talents for government and 
leadership to their ultimate extent. 
And Plutarch’s myth of Arideus, who 
undertook a cosmic voyage before 
visiting the land of the dead, belongs 
to the earliest “fantasy fiction” 
known. 


Such a work as Gullivey’s Travels 
was, for its day, fantasy fiction; true, 
it was masterly satire, but so bril- 
liantly dissembled as to become al- 
most pure speculation and fantasy. 
Prior to the Industrial Revolution, 
most of what we call today fantasy 
fiction stemmed from a popular be- 
lief in magic and the supernatural, 
to explain that which, for want of 
science that was then not developed, 
could not otherwise be explained. 
Imaginative romances of what sci- 
ence may achieve have, as is well 
known, multiplied with the advance 
of science itself. But prior to 1817— 
which date is arbitrarily set as the 
beginning of the emancipated epoch of 
the Industrial Revolution, which had 
such a great effect on culture, litera- 
ture and economics—almost invari- 
ably the imaginary discoveries of 
these early “fantasy writers” dealt 
with the world of the moon. Cyrano 
de Bergerac, that fascinating French 
jack-of-all-trades about whom Ro- 
stand wrote an imperishable play, 
wrote his own Voyage to the Moon. 
Even so illustrious a thinker as Bish- 
op John Wilkins, one of the founders 
of the Royal Society, published in 
1641 a tract entitled Mercury, or the 
Secret and Swift Messenger. This 
tract romanticizes the possibilities of 
invention in the manner of science 
fiction. Wilkins foresaw the airplane 
—a “flying Chariot”—the phonograph 
as a “trunk or hollow pipe... that 
shall preserve the voice entirely for 
certain hours or days,” though he 
doubted that it could be invented. He 
forecast the telegraph by describing 
how men might communicate through 
walls by using “magneticall vertues.” 
Robert Patock’s Peter Wilkins (1751) 
deals with a traveller shipwrecked 
off the African coast and cast upon 
the shores of.a hidden lake peopled 
by primitive people with wings. Tales 
of flying by mechanical means fol- 
lowed immediately—and understand- 
ably—upon the invention of the bal- 
loon by the Montgolfier brothers in 
1783. Tiphaigne de la Roche in his 
Giphantia (1760) tells of another 
traveller who wandered into a desert 
across the border from Guinea, there 
to find a spirit materializing before

his eyes to describe the civilization of 
this spirit-world. These peopie, the 
writer fancied, kept in one-way com- 
munciation with the outside world 
through mechanisms which strongly 
suggest our modern telephone, radio 
and television. This writer even tore- 
saw the camera, describing a light- 
sensitive substance which was smeared 
over canvas, exposed, and put to 
“harden and dry” in a dark chamber. 
Even more, the ingenious de la Roche 
narrated the use of dehydrated foods 
and drinks; certain “salts” dropped 
into water change it into wine, and 
other “salts” change a tasteless base 
into meat. Returning to that ever- 
fascinating theme, the discovery of a 
new planet or cosmos, it may be added 
that Lucian of Samosta in the second 
century A. D. wrote two stories of 
trips to the moon: True History and 
Icaromenippus. Ariosto, in his Or- 
lando Furioso (1582) spoke of Astol- 
pho’s journey to the moon in the 
chariot that had received Elijah, 
drawn by flaming horses. That great 
scientist Johann Kepler, in his Som- 
nium (1634) used the romance of a 
tale dreamed by its author after hav- 
ing fallen asleep during reading; 
through this medium, he described 
conditions on the moon as Galileo’s 
telescope revealed it. 


But the year 1817 was to be im- 
portant in our study of fantasy fiction 
far apart from its correlation with 
the monumental sociological change 
taking place in the English-speaking 
world of the time—it was the date 
of the publication of Mary Shelley’s 
famous Frankenstein, a classic predi- 
cated on the author’s belief in the 
power of science to perform wonders. 
Even the great Balzac, in his Elixir 
of Life (1830) continued the theme 
of the creation of life in a major 
novel, using the allegory of selfish- 
ness that defeats its own ends as the 
explanation of science’s failure to 
achieve that incredible goal. And the 
great Poe’s classic, The Facts in the 
Case of M. Valdemar (1845) illus- 
trates mesmerism’s power against 
death. That same writer’s The Gold 
Bug (1845) and Murders in the Rue 
Morgue created the modern detective 
story, with its penchant for scienti- 
fic detection, a theme further advanced 
by Wilkie Collins’ 1868 classic, The 
Moonstone. 


Next in importance in our synop- 
sized history: of fantasy fiction as a 
major theme came the wonderful ma- 
chine, treated so masterfully by Fitz- 
James O’Brien’s The Diamond Lens 
(1858), and Jules Verne’s classic, 
Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the 
Sea (1870). Thus this period of lit- 
erature thoroughly explored the pos- 
sibilities of what we know today as 
modern scientific fiction, or science 
fiction as the subject is popularly 
termed. 


In the period of 1895 through 1914, 
it may be said that historical ro- 
mances, especially those in the fu- 
ture, took predominance in the writ- 
ing of science fiction of any popular- 
ity. Utopias and satires had become 
static as subjects, hence a projection 
into the future which balanced im- 
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probability with actual scientific 
knowledge became inevitable as a 
trend. And H. G. Wells was the 
leading spirit of this period in our 
study. His Time Machine (1895) 
was the perfect projection of the quiz- 
zical mind into time and space; the 
War in the Air (1908) predicated air- 
plane warfare. And of course A. 
Conan Doyle’s The Lost World (1912) 
was the classic treatment of another 
important theme of fantasy fiction- 
writing of this period: that of evolu- 
tion and logical speculation as to its 
progressions, 


Next comes the period of 1915 to 
1946. Wells himself remarked, in his 
Preface to Seven Famous Novels at 
the very dawn of this era that he 
had finished writing scientific fiction 
because “The world in the presence 
of cataclysmal realities has no need 
for fresh cataclysmal fantasies. That 
game is over.” But actually, more 
of this type of fiction has been pro- 
duced since 1915 than ever before. 
Much of it has been a serious effort 
to make these cataclysmal realities 
graphic, to explore the relation of 
man to himself, his society and his 
ethics as they are affected by science. 

Therefore, three phenomena charac- 
terize the scientific or fantastic fiction 
of 1915 to 1946. One is the develop- 
ment of the cosmic romance; the sec- 
ond is a tendency to employ science 
fiction to explore psychological, moral, 
ethical and even metaphysical prob- 
lems; and the third is the rise of mag- 
azines devoted entirely to scientific 
fiction. 


During the 1890’s, dime novel lit- 
erature flourished and profited by 
means of stories imitative of Jules 
Verne’s; and occasional pieces of 
science fiction appeared in the then 
most avidly read fiction magazine, 
All-Story. Publication of more of 
these stories through the years led to 
the founding of Amazing Stories in 
1926, which began its lengthy career 
by republishing Poe, Verne and Wells, 
then later published original fiction 
as a staff of writers was built up. 
At the same time, Weird Tales, which 
began its life in 1923 and, like its 
contemporary Amazing Stories, still 
survives today, began to carry a small 
percentage of pure science fiction in 
addition to its primary specialization 
in stories with weird and supernat- 
ural themes. Hugo Gernsback, pub- 
lisher of Amazing Stories, was born 
in Luxemburg and educated in Ger- 
many, and made a succes in this coun- 
try of publishing popular science 
magazines of the “do-it-yourself” 
type. His entire purpose was to 
sugar-coat sciences and make it palat- 
able to the largest readership possible. 
From such prior successes as The 
Electrical Expertmenter and Science 
and Invention, he went on into the 
realm of the speculative and the fan- 
tastic ... and with tremendous pub- 
lic enthusiasm-and material rewards. 


At the same time, the public fancy 
began to be taken by the “cosmic ro- 
mances” of Edgar Rice Burroughs, 
whose Tarzan series still lives today 
at our local- cinema and in the comic 
strips and books. The public also 
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welcomed the writings of Ray Cum- 
mings, who had himself, been a sci- 
entist associated with the great 
Thomas Edison. Aldous Huxley’s 
satirical Brave New World (19382) 
provided still a further impetus, and 
only last year this master of English 
prose rounded off his exploration into 
fantasy fiction with Apes and Essence. 

But probably if asked to name the 
one writer of fantasy fiction whom 
they know best, the public would re- 
soundingly and unanimously list 
Abraham Merritt. Shortly after 
World War One, Merritt’s The Moon 
Pool was published, and demonstrated 
that an inimitable talent had entered 
the field. Merritt, as no other writer, 
brought to the theme of the lost race 
a depth, flavor and literary quality 
never before or since attained. Mak- 
ing use of the supernatural and the 
weird as well as the full resources 
of science in that advanced state his 
generation knew it to be, he produced 
a series of atmospheric masterpieces 
which go beyond the mere category 
of fantasy fiction if only for the skill 
and literary craftsmanship he em- 
ployed. Next followed The Ship of 
Ishtar (1926), a projection of the in- 
dividual into the realm of the past 


Margaret Mitchell

On August 11th, while crossing 


Peachtree Street, the thoroughfare 
she had made world-famous in her 
great novel, Margaret Mitchell was 
knocked down and severely injured 
by a drunken cab-driver. Less than 
a week later, August 16th, after 
receiving three blood-transfusions 
she died at Grady Memorial 
Hospital in Atlanta, just as the 
surgeons were preparing to operate 
upon her crushed skull. She had 
scarcely regained consciousness since 
being hit. Although during her life 
she had refrained from giving her 
age for any published account, she 
was only forty-three, and but four 
feet eleven in height. 

Margaret was born in Atlanta, the 
eldest daughter of Eugene Muse and 
Maybelle Stephens Mitchell. She re- 
ceived her education at Washington 
Seminary, Atlanta, and Smith Col- 
lege. The latter institution gave her 
an honorary master’s degree in 1939. 
She began her writing career as a 
newspaper feature writer. Fresh 
from Smith College, and a debut as 
one of Atlanta’s social set, she join- 
ed the staff of the Atlanta Journal 
in 1922. The next four years many 
stories in the Atlanta Journal were 
bylined “Peggy Mitchell”. 

In 1925 she married John Robert 
Marsh, advertising manager of the 
Georgia Power Co., and a year later 
she left the newspaper field to be- 
come a full-time housewife. 

“Actually I began writing at the 
age of six years,” the novelist once 
told the present writer. “I worked 
twelve years on Gone with the Wind, 
and threw away a lot of novels I had 
written before that, I turned the 
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through hypnotic concentration on a 
tiny miniature of an Egyptian galley; 
then the famous Seven Footprints to 
Satan (1928), which combined the 
weird and supernatural with science 
detection; The Face in the Abyss 
(1981), a lost-race classic; Dwellers 
in the Mirage (1982) of the same 
genre; Burn, Witch, Burn (1988), 
dealing with voodooism and mal- 
feasant dolls; Creep, Shadow (1934) ; 
The Metal Monster (1935), and, pos- 
thumously, The Fox Woman and The 
Black Wheel, completed by Hannes 
Bok, a brilliant writer and woodcut 
artist. But Merritt’s work as editor 
of Hearst’s American Weekly brought 
him to still greater public renown, 
and through the reissuing of his 
novels in pocketbook form, today’s au- 
dience has been captured by this 
modern master of fantasy fiction. 

Dealer sales are usually an infalli- 
ble key to the long-range sustaining 
of a hobby. By this token, it cannot 
be denied that fantasy fiction is here 
to stay and that collection of fantasy 
fiction titles in first or reprint editions 
must needs be a hobby worth consider- 
ing by all those HopsBies dealers who 
handle books.

Civil War tales my family told me 
as a child into Gone with the Wind.” 

Gone with the Wind, which was the 
author’s first and only published 
book was published by the Macmil- 
lan Company, June 30th, 1936, with 
an advance sale larger than any 
novel for six years before. In ten 
months, by May, 19387, when the 
book received the Pulitzer Prize for 
fiction, 1,350,000 copies had been 
sold, and by 1939, more than 
2,000,000. The total sale to date is 
put at six million copies, including 
foreign editions (the work has been 
translated into almost every lan- 
guage), but not including pirated 
editions, one in Chinese and one in 
English published in China, and one 
in Japanese, Polish and Spanish. 
When a pirated edition was brought 
out in Holland, shortly after its copy- 
right in the International Union, Mrs. 
Marsh sued the publishers, and won 
her case after it had reached the 
Dutch Supreme Court. 

When the book appeared on the 
screen in 1939, the premiere was 
held in Atlanta, and a movie edition, 
a paper-bound book printed in double 
columns, was brought out at 69 cents. 

Scarlett O’Hara had been made 
such a vixen and Rhett Butler such 
a devil that movie stars shied away 
from the roles. Norma Shearer ac- 
cepted and then rejected the role. 
Clark Gable refused, then accepted 
Rhett’s part. His fears that it would 
ruin him did not materialize. 

To Harold §. Latham of Macmil- 
lan’s goes the credit of having “dis- 
covered” Margaret. He reached At- 
lanta in 1935 on a trip he was tak- 
ing the country to discover new 
literary talent. He heard much from

newspaper people on the Atlanta 
Journal about a novel being written 
by a former colleague of theirs. 
When approached, however, Mar- 
garet told Latham that her novel 
‘was written for her own entertain- 
ment only, and that she had nothing 
to offer a publisher. But just before 
Latham left Atlanta, Margaret turn- 
ed up in the lobby of the hotel with 
a pile of manuscript almost as big as 
her small self. Although it was “in- 
complete, unrevised, and lacked a 
first chapter,” Margaret told the 
present writer, “Mr. Latham some- 
what to my surprise, seemed really 
glad to get it. After sending out a 
bellboy to buy an extra suitcase, he 
carried the manuscript back to New 
York with him.” 

One of the inspirations of Mar- 
garet’s girlhood was the keen delight 
she found in Tom Sawyer and its se- 
quel Huckleberry Finn, both of which 
she read many times. In joining the 
Mark Twain Society some ten years 
ago, she expressed her indebtedness 
to these books. And when invited to 
speak at the Mark Twain Banquet 
she wrote the following letter which 
shows well her modesty, her charm 
of character and her esteem of Mark

Dear Mr. Clemens: 

It is very kind of you to invite me to 
make the principal address at the Mark 
Twain Birthday Banquet, on November

make the talk but I am no speaker and 
have never given lectures or addresses 
of any type, with the few exceptions 
of soliciting money for the Cross 
and other war activities. I know the 
banquet will be a great success and I 
send good wishes to you and all the 
others who will meet to honor a very 
great American,

“The 1757 will was lost sight of 
for many years. The late Cyrus H. 
K. Curtis obtained it from a New 
York collector. Mr. Curtis’ daughter, 
Mrs. Efrem Zimbalist, presented it to 
the institute. 

“Franklin was a wealthy man when 
he retired from business at the age 
of 42. Dr. Robert A. Millikan, Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, said 
he retired with an income of about 
$15,000 a year which he said was equal 
to approximately $50,000 today. 

“All of his household goods and 
furniture were willed to his wife to 
dispose of as she desired. Income 
from his printing business, which he 
owned jointly with David Hall, was 
divided equally among his wife, son 
William and daughter Sarah. 

“He also provided that in event of 
his wife’s death and no offspring had 
been born to his children, the print- 
ing business income should go to the 
children and grandchildren of his 
brothers and sisters. 

“His wife was willed two houses 
and lots on Market St. in Philadel- 
phia. Another house in Boston went 
to his youngest sister. Jane Mecom. 
At the time of the will Franklin held 
the mortgage on the Boston House, 
occupied by his eldest sister, Elizabeth 
Douse. 

“All of his electrical apparatus was 
given to Yale College at New Haven, 
Conn.”

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‘Indian Lore: Ancient and Otherwise 
BY WILSON STRALEY 


The Mexican language, in particu- 
lar, is most flexible; admitting of 
combinations so easily that the most 
simple ideas are often buried under 
a load of accessories. The forms of 
expression, though picturesque, were 
thus made exceedingly cumbrous. A 
“priest,” for example, was called 
notlazomahuizteopixcatatzin, meaning 
“venerable minister of God, that I love 
as my father.” A still more compre- 
hensive word is amatlacuilolitquitcat- 
laxtlahuitli, signifying “the reward 
given to a messenger who bears a 
hieroglyphical map conveying intelli- 
gence.”—(Footnote, “Appendix, Part 
I, ‘Origin of the Mexican Civilization 
—Analogies With the Old World,’” 
to “History of the Conquest of Mexi- 
co,” by William H. Prescott; edited 
by John Foster Kirk; J. P. Lippin- 
cott Co., Philadelphia, copyrighted 
1873, Vol. III, pp. 379-80.) 
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News Letter, No. 30, of the Mis- 
souri Archaeological Society, dated 
June 30, 1949, is to hand. This par- 
ticular issue contains what might be 
termed a historical write-up of the 
organization. We are taking the 
liberty to quote the concluding para- 
graph of said News Letter: “The or- 
ganization of the Missouri Archaeo- 
logical Society has proved sufficiently 
flexible to satisfy the needs of al- 
most everyone with a genuine interest 
in archaeology. The society’s activi- 
ties are manifold. It presents the 
members with the opportunity to 
learn more about archaeology through 
The Misouri Archaeologist; to keep 
up with recent activities through the 
News Letter; to learn field methods 
by joining surveys or excavations un- 
der the direction of a professional 
archaeologist; to receive credit for 
archaeological work through publica- 
tions and at meetings; to publish ar- 
ticles on archaeology; and to follow 
archaeology as a hobby for recreation 
with the satisfaction that some con- 
tribution to archaeology is being made 
at the same time. The organization 
and accomplishments of the society 
have been due in great part to the 
cooperation and team-work of its 
members. The members learn more 
about archaeology and its methods 
through the Society and in turn aid 


in working out the archaeology of the 
state.” 

Many amateur archaeologists, and 
some professionals, are prone to care- 
lessly name some features of old oc- 
cupation sites—surmising that they 
were built, or perhaps used, for some 
purpose not practical, or out of rea- 
son. Betty H. and Harold A. Hus- 
cher, of the Colorado Museum of 
Natural History, Denver, make men- 
tion of just such an error in their 
story. “The Hogan _ Builders of 
Colorado,” which appeared in the 
September, 1948, number of “South- 
western Lore,” the official publication 
of the Colorado Archaeological Soci- 
ety. Describing these ancient stone 
structures, which the novice call 
“forts,” “fortifications,” and “breast- 
works,” etc., the writer’s remark: “Al- 
though the words ‘breastworks,’ ‘fort- 
ifications,’ or ‘forts’ come so naturally 
to mind upon our first examination 
of such sites as tiiese, the evidence 
is all against an actual military origin 
for the buildings. Such explanations 
spring from our thinking in terms of 
powder and shot, and when we put 
our Indians back in the prehistoric 
where they belong we find much less 
use for the ‘fortifications.’ A knee- 
high wall does not lend itself to the 
ready handling of a bow and arrow, 
and as for the ‘loopholes’ and ‘em- 
brasures’ always pointed out at such 
sites, it is an absolute physical im- 
possibility to shoot an arrow effec- 
tively through a loophole placed low 
in a stone wall, or through any small 
hole, for that matter.” (P. 16).

Collecting items bearing the Indian 
motive is another excellent side-collec- 
tion that the Indian relic collector 
might indulge. Pardon personal ref- 
erence, but this writer has a nice 
showing along this very line. These 
items are to be found in the domestic, 
industrial and fine arts; we mention 
a few: Arms, beadwork, books, but- 
tons, cartoons, chinaware, coins, cos- 
tumes, dolls, featherwork, figurines, 
glassware, jewelry, featherwork, med- 
als, ornaments, paintings, photo- 
graphs, postcards, pottery, prints, 
scrapbooks, silverwork, stamps, sta- 
tuary, toys, woodenware, etc.

wife of Dr. Robert C. Williamson, a 
retired Presbyterian minister, passed 
away at St. Luke’s hospital, Kansas 
City, Mo., June 8. Deceased gradu- 
ated from Park College, Parkville, 
Mo., in 1908; “taught Indians a year 
at a government school in Alaska. 
The next year she taught Indian and 
white children Oklahoma and in the 
school year of 1905-06 taught Negro 
children in Alabama.” She was born 
in Oak Grove, Mo. 
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The Cuna are divided into two 
sections. The mainland Cuna inhabit 
the headwaters of the rivers on the 
Pacific slope of eastern Panama, sev- 
eral small settlements in the lower 
Atrato Valley, and the eastern shore 
of the Golfo de Uraba. The San 
Blas Cuna inhabit the small islands 
along the Carribean coast between 
the Golfo de San Blas and Capo 
Tiburon. Throughout the historic 
period the area occupied by the Cuna 
has been steadily shrinking. The 
land vacated in the south and about 
the Golfo de Uraba has been taken 
up by Negroes and Choco. European 
and Negro contact began to affect 
the Cuna culture in 1540, and many 
Indians were enslaved. To escape 
this some of the Cuna retreated up 
the river valleys. Meanwhile bands 
of escaped Negro slaves settled on 
the borders of Cuna territory, where 
their descendents may still be found. 
Contact with Europeans was contin- 
ued during the 17th and 18th centur- 
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ies, when English and French pirates 
were based on the Cuna islands. Of 
significance also is the Scotch Dar- 
ien Colony and the French Colony 
which existed between 1690 and 1757 
at Concepcion. After the treaty of 
1790 the Cuna lived at peace with 
the Spaniards. Subsequent to 1821 
the government of New Granada ac- 
cepted in principle their independ- 
ence. About the middle of the 19th 
century an extensive trade in tor- 
tise shell, ipecac, vegetable ivory, 
and rubber developed. At the present 
time trade flourishes though it is 
largely restricted to coconuts. Form- 
erly, Cuna men shipped aboard the 
English and American ships, which 
came at irregular intervals. Now, 
however, a regular trade is maintain- 
ed by companies established at Colon, 
and the Cuna men have gradually 
given up the sea to work on the 
mainland. No missions were estab- 
lished among the mainland Cuna be- 
tween the 17th and 19th centuries. 
In 1907 Catholic and Protestant mis- 
sionaries were finally established 
among the San Blas Cuna. They 
opened schools, which were later 
augmented by government support- 
ed schools. Some of the pupils have 
continued their schooling in Panama 
City and Colon. This educational ac- 
tivity was interrupted in 1925 when 
one faction of the San Blas Cuna, 
encouraged and guided by an Amer- 
ican, staged a revolution and at- 
tempted to form an_ independent 
government. Since then the reserva- 
tion boundaries and _ laws, first 
established in 1915, have been clari- 


fied. The Panamanian government 
has reservation offices at two is- 
lands, but the San Blas Cuna have 
title to the island and a strip of the 
coast. They possess the power to 
withhold from outsiders permission 
to buy, settle, or establish businesses 
on their island.—Frederick Johnson 
in “Central American Cultures,” vol. 
4, Handbook of South American In- 
dians, Bureau of American Ethnol- 
ogy, Bulletin 148, pp. 50-51.

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HOBBY IN A COTTON FIELD 


By CECILE DOUGHTY

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A small blue glass bead dug wu» in 
a cotton field unearthed a brand sew 
hobby for C. E. Story of Augiista, 
Georgia. 

It all came about when Story was 
hunting for arrowheads on the site 
of old Fort Moore located on the 
Carolina side of the Savannah River 
three miles below Augusta. The fort 
looks like any farm settlement today, 
but it was originally an early Engiish 
trading post situated on a high bluff 
overlooking the river. 

It was a rather insignificant look- 
ing bead that Story chanced upon. It 
was little larger than the head of a 
straight pin. But it caught his ima- 
gination, as well as his attention. He 
started digging around, found other 
beads, realized he was delving back 
into Indian history. Research at home 
showed they were trade beads of Eu- 
ropean manufacture. The more he 
learned, the more interested he be- 
came—his new hobby was cemented. 

Story began frequentlng Fort Moore, 
finding new beads of more unusual 
and interesting design. As his search 
continued, the earth yielded more and 
more of its centuries’ old treasures. 
But the job soon became too big for 
Story, there was a limit to his time 
and energy. So he devised a sort of 
co-operative labor plan with the ten- 
ants who farmed the land. He figured 
they could help him with little trouble 
to themselves. 

The land he wanted to cover, which 
included some twenty acres, was be- 
ing farmed. So why couldn’t the 
tenants look for beads as they fol- 
lowed the plow across the fields. It 
might even add interest and variety 
to an otherwise monotonous toil. His 
plan met with approval and was 
quickly taken up. He gave the men 
presents in return for their service. 

Thereafter Story made regular vis- 
its to the farmers, and as he did so 
his collection multiplied and remulti- 
plied. Alongside the first small beads, 
ones of more intricate design and 
shape were placed. He now has some 
25,000 beads of about three hundred 
different sorts. 

The most common bead in his col- 
lection is the seed bead which is found 
in shades of turquoise, blue, gray, 
black, and red. Perhaps the most 
unusual type Story discovered is that 
known as the “Star” or Chevron.” It 
is a six-face prism with faceted ends 
beveled towards each side. It is made 
in five layers of different colors, com- 
binations of white, red, blue, and some- 
times green. The slanting ends, 
which join each other in jagged lines, 
show off the bright colors effectively. 


Between these two types are ones 
of varying sizes and shapes, some as 
small as a pill, others as large as a 
bird’s egg. 

The striped tubular or cane bead, 
a prevalent type, is an elongated hol- 
low bulb forming a tube. This tube, 
which was sometimes one hundred and 
fifty feet in length when first com- 
pleted, was broken up into small 
lengths to form beads. 

“Wire wound” beads of different 
sorts add to the collection. These are 
made of thread-like molten’ glass 
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wound around rods of varying diame- 
ters. Along with these are facet 
beads, some transparent, some opaque. 
As the collection grew it began to vie 
with the rainbow in color—blue, vio- 
let, red, brown, green, yellow, and 
amber. 

As different as the designs were 
the names that Story found attributed 
to the beads. Many came no doubt 
from their resemblance to shape, as 
the raspberry bead which is covered 
with small nodules or bumps. Less 
applicable trade names are “Twelve 
Apostles,” “Star,” “Paisley,” ‘“Pom- 
padour,” and “Kitty Fisher’s Eyes.” 

Story strung the commonest beads 
into long necklaces. But the “show- 
ier” ones he mounted on cards. He 
neatly tabulated each in a notebook, 
giving its description and prevalence. 
Through personal research and cor- 
respondence with the Smithsonian In- 
stitute, various museums, and univer- 
sities, he became familiar with the 
history of the beads. 

They were used as a medium of ex- 
change when Fort Moore was an im- 
portant and thriving center for In- 
dian trade. On what are today evenly 
plowed fields, traders once loaded 
their beads as they followed trails 
across what is now Georgia, and Ala- 
bama, and even touched the Missis- 
sippi River at a number of points. 

The Indian used the beads chiefly 
for money, replacing wampum, the 
native shell bead. Yet the chances 
are high that many a maiden shyly 
received a necklace as a gift. Records 
show that from 1698 to 1765 glass 
beads paid for approximately five mil- 
lion deerskins. Even then prices were 
not steady, a string of beads buying 
so much one season, so much more or 
less the next. In 1716, according to 
Savannah Town (later Fort Moore) 
prices, one deerskin was worth three 
strands of beads. By 1764 the price 
had gone up—twenty strings of com- 
mon or five strands of “barley corn 
beads were exchanged for one pound 
of leather, as skins were then called. 

During this period of trade, which 
stretched from 1680 to 1765, beads of 
sixteenth, seventeenth, and eighteenth 
century design made their way from 
the hand of the white man to that 
of the red. 

Now the beads have become a col- 
lector‘s item—their historical, if not 
material, value enhanced by time.

An essentially new version of the 
“epic of the Iroquois” has been traced 
to its source by a Smithsonian In- 
titution ethnologist. 


It is a 300-page manuscript which 
apparently has served for years as 
a sort of Indian Magna Carta on the 
Grand River Reservation of the Iro- 
quois in Ontario. It came as a tem- 
porary loan to the Library of the 
American Philosophical Society in 
Philadelphia, was microfilmed, and 
since has been returned to its Indian 
owners. 

Written in Indian-English in the 
bold style of a scribe, the manu- 
script tells the story of the legen- 
dary Iroquois lawgiver and prophet 
Degandawida, founder of the cele- 
brated League of the Five Nations, 
which was one of the great original 
political systems of the world. It al- 
so describes, in considerable detail, 
the wanderings of the lawgiver’s 
disciple Ayonwhatah, better known 
as Hiawatha, who was the chief mis- 
sionary of the remarkable religion of 
peace and brotherhood, which arose in 
the North American forests before 
the coming of the whites. 

The manuscript consists largely of 
the texts of the chants which ac- 
companied the Iroquois ceremonials 
and the “constitution” of the League. 
This was perhaps the first constitu- 
tional government to arise in the New 
World. Its thirty articles, sometimes 








Indian Village 
Explored 


South Dakota is the locale for many 
Indian village sites, and an active 
program for their investigation was 
extended this year under the direction 
of Mrs. Edythe George and party 
when they travelled to the Robinson 
Village on the south side of Peoria 
Bottom in Hughes County. It is one 
of many sites in that area that will 
be flooded by the construction of the 
Oahe dam. 


Originally this village was large but 
now a number of the lodge sites have 
been obliterated. Mrs. George’s party 
excavated three lodge sites where 
they found much material—stone and 
flint artifacts, bone tools and pot 
sherds. Cache pits and refuse heaps 
were also collected and screened for 
material, as it is believed they may 
contain tools and domestic articles 
long ago discarded by the Indians. 
Cache pits, which are usually pear- 
shaped, are holes which are located 
usually below the floor or outside near 
the entrance and used as storage 
space. 


The report of this 1948 party shows 
drawings of the different types of 
artifacts as well as the various pieces 
of pottery found. There is also a 
map of Peoria Bottom showing the 
locality of all known village sites in 
the area. 


extended to 7, defined the rights of 
the original five tribes and of the 
tribes which later were admitted to 
the confederation. Few modern A- 
mericans realize how the workings 
of the League affected the thinking 
of the framers of our Constitution. 

From the microfilms in the Amer- 
ican Philosophical Society library. 
this manuscript has been identified 
by Dr. William N. Fenton, Smith- 
sonian Institution ethnologist and 
principal student of the Iroquois, as 
the work of an educated Mohawk In- 
dian named Seth Newhouse, first 
written about 1885. Newhouse wrote 
under his Indian name of Dayode- 
kane. For years Newhouse, a resi- 
dent of the Grand River Reservation, 
‘worked with various ethnologists en- 
gaged in Iroquois studies. 

It was produced, Dr. Fenton shows, 
partly as a political document dur- 
ing the struggle between the old ma- 
triarchal hereditary system of the 
League and the new elective system 
which many of the younger Indians 
wished to adopt. 

Other manuscript versions of the 
epic exist, perhaps more accurate 
than that prepared by Newhouse, but 
this version contains details hitherto

DUELLING—HERE AND THERE 


The year 1867 was a particularly 
fruitful one for duelling enthusiasts 
and a cursory glance at newspapers 
for that period reveals many descrip- 
tions of such events. Perhaps, it was 
the termination of various wars, 
such as the Civil in our country and 
the Austro-Prussian in Europe which 
had something to do with it, but 
whatever the cause, they were fre- 
quent enough. An outstanding duel 
which was fought in Austria on 
February 16, 1867 and which occur- 
red as the result, it was felt at the 
time, of the late unsuccessful war, 
was that between Prince Solms and 
Count Wedel, and resulted from cer- 
tain statements made in a letter 
from the Prince to the latter. The 
meeting took place at the Prater, a 
large park in Vienna which also was

and_ still is known for the large 
amusement park there. The oppon- 
ents stood thirty-five paces apart 
with liberty to advance ten paces 
each, the limitation of this distance 
being affected by sabers of the 
seconds stuck into the ground. The 
Prince, who it seems did not feel 
himself to be at fault in this matter 
of honor, had indicated to his seconds 
that he would not fire until the 
Count had, and then ‘would he fire, 
but into the air. The two advanced 
to the barrier, the Prince presented 
his full front to the Count, who, 
taking careful aim, fired. The Prince 
fell, mortally wounded, and died 
within twenty-four hours, having 
granted a pardon to the Count be- 
fore he died. Considerable con- 
troversy resulted from this duel, 
primarily on the fact that Wedel had 
aimed since the feeling in duelling 
circles of the time was that the 
pistols should be pointed at one’s 
opponent and that fate was to de- 
termine who would be hit. 


Here in America, duelling was 
confined chiefly to the South. A 
duel was fought at Hatches Avenue, 
a short distance ouside Charleston, 
S. C., on Wednesday, June 19, 1867, 
between Edward Roe, formerly of 
Columbia and Theodore G. Boag, of

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Charleston. Roe was wounded, sup- 
posed mortally, at first fire, Boag 
surrendered himself immediately to 
the civil authorities. It might be 
mentioned here that duelling was 
held to be illegal in most states, by 
this time, but that many officials 
shut their eyes to those going on, 
and though many participants sur- 
rendered themselves after a mortal 
duel, very few were held for long. 
On July 22 of this year a duel using 
rather unusual weapons was fought 
outside the town of Welby in Ken- 
tucky between Littleton Wells (22) 
the deputy postmaster and Saford P. 
Roberts (24) a clerk. The men had 
always been the best of friends until 
they started courting the same girl. 
Wells proposed, but learned that 
Roberts had been a little faster and 
had been accepted. Enraged, Roberts 
picked up his pistol and attempted 
a fight with Wells, but this was 
broken up by spectators. Sometime 
later a picnic found the two men on 
the same grounds and after con- 
siderable bickering both left in a 
huff; Roberts sending Wells a chal- 
lenge the same day and Wells ac- 
cepting. They met outside the town 
the next morning. Weapons were to 
be Colt’s Revolvers, a very unusual 
sort of weapons for the duel, in all 
likelihood and the most convenient 
at short notice. Firing was to start 
at ten feet distance between the par-

United States Military Academy Collection 


The United States Military Acade- 
my Museum at West Point, N. Y., 
credited with having one of the 
most complete exhibits of arms and 
ammunition in the world, now is in 
possession of a rare collection of 
muskets and rifles recently donated 
by the Remington Arms Company 
of Ilion, N. Y. Currently being ex- 
hibited in the Display of the Month 
at the museum, most of the 33 
weapons represent the development 
of weapons during the 19th century 
from single-shot, flintlock, muzzle- 
loader to the Krag-Jorgensen bolt- 
operated, magazine rifle. In addi- 
tion, two pro-flintlock guns of the 
Miquelet type are on exhibition. 

Called by Museum. Ourator G. C. 
Stowe as the “highlight” of the col- 
lection is the U: S. 4-shot Flintlock 
Muzzle Loader, Model-1824. This 
four shot repeating, superposed load 
flintlock rifle was made for the New 
England militia companies and was 
produced by Simeon North of Middle- 
town, Conn., by altering the Model- 
1817 rifle which he had been making 
for the Government at that time. 


The alteration consisted of substi- 
tuting for the part of the regular 
rifle behind the rear band, a screw- 
ed-on barrel piece provided with four 
touch holes, and a brazed-on slotted 
side plate. In the slot of the side 
plate a complete boxed-in flint lock 
of the pistol size could travel be- 
tween the various touch holes. Its 
sear 'was tripped in any position by 
a bar acting on the parallel ruler 
plan and operated by a single trigger. 
Its barrel length is 35% inches with 
a total length of 51% inches. The 
caliber is .54 (.535). 

Another interesting rifle is the U. 
S. Breech-loading Rifle, Model-1819, 
invented and patented by John H. 
Hall, of Yarmouth, Maine, in 1811. 
It became the first regulation army 
rifle loading at the breech and was 
used to a great extent in the Black 
Hawk, Seminole, Mexican, and Civil 
Wars. At the muzzle of the .54 cali- 
ber rifle, the lands are reamed out 
for a distance of an inch and a half, 
which is as far back as the rear 
edge of the front sight; looking into 


the muzzle the rifle could easily be 
mistaken for a smooth bore. This 
was to facilitate loading at the 
muzzle in case the arm became de- 
fective as a breech loader. The rear 
of the bore is funnel-shaped to pre- 
vent the ball being sliced when it 
enters from the movable breech. 
A space equal to the thickness of a 
sheet of paper was left between the 
front of the movable breech and the 
rear of the barrel for the accumula- 
tion of powder residue. The gas 
leakage was considerable and there 
was some loss of power. 

The bullet was spherical and 
weighed % ounce, the charge was 
100 grains of rifle powder, and 10 
grains more were used for priming. 
Ammunition was furnished to the 
soldier in the form of paper car- 
tridges, and up to 1830 the soldier 
loaded the rifle by biting off the end 
of the paper, pouring the powder in- 
to the breech, pressing in the bullet 
with his thumb, and using the paper 
for a wad, or discarding it as he 
chose. Later the paper envelope was 
made combustible with nitre and the

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cartridge then was thrust into the 
breech entire. _ 

The flintlock ignition mechanism 
is set into the top of the breech- 
block, off center to the right. The 
breech-block, hammer and_ release 
plate, release catch and trigger are 
case hardened in mottle gray-blue 
colors. The trigger is adjustable as 
to pull by a screw through the sear. 
Pulling back on the spur-like release 
catch in front of the trigger guard 
and pressing it upward, raises the 
front of the hinged receiver for 
loading with a paper cartridge. The 
rifle weighs 10 pounds. 

The collection includes a carbine 
from the Confederacy also. Tarpley’s 
Patent, Breech Loader is a_breech- 
loading carbine patented by Jere H. 
Tarpley, of North Carolina, and 
made for that state but only in a 
limited supply believed to be only a 
few hundred. The Tarpley carbine is 
.52 caliber using paper ammunition. 
The breechblock swings to the left 
when the catch spring on the right 
is opened. 

No provision was made for a gas 
check. 1t has a 28 inch barrel, an 
iron butt plate, and a brass breech. 
On the metal tang is stamped: J. H. 
Tarply’s Patent Feb. 14, 1863. 

It is of great interest to note that 
considerable ingenuity was used in 
the design of the Tarpley carbine 
so that it could be fashioned out to 
a great degree with a file. The cuts 
are so designed that there is file 
clearance in all of them, thereby re- 
ducing the machine requirements to 
a minimum. 

Anothe: oddity is the Moorish 
Rifle with the Miquelet Lock. This 
caliber .615 rifle has an octagon bar- 
rel, ball trigger but no trigger guard. 
The rifle is very elaborately orna- 
mented with a gold inlay over the 
top of its barrel and breech cuggest- 
ing its one-time ownership by a per- 
son with comfortable financial 
means. The Miquelet Lock was used 
in Italy, Turkey, the Balkans, and as 
far east as Persia until displaced by 
breech loaders in the early 19th cen- 
tury. In this lock the hammer and 
pan cover are in one piece and the 
pan is uncovered by the flint strix- 
ing the hammer and throwing it 
back. A targe part of the lock mech- 
anism is on the outside of the plate 
and thus is very susceptible to being 
damaged. 

The West Point Museum has ac- 
quired its entire collection through 
donations. In the years since 1854, 
approximately five thousand items 
have been donated with an estimated 
value of about one million dollars. 
The Museum today is the foremost 
military museum in the country and 
is visited yearly by more than forty 
thousand people. It is open to the 
public daily except Mondays. Visiting 
hours are  10:30-4:30 Tuesdays 
through Saturdays and 1-5 p.m. 
Sundays and holidays.

The little one 
is the 2.7mm Kolibri Auto. pistol 
cartridge, with a 2% grain metal 
jacket bullet, and 1% grains of 
smokeless powder. The cartridge is 
7/16 in. over all, and is 11/32 in. 
in diameter. The other is the fam- 
ous Winchester .70-150 for rifle use, 
and is 2% in. over all, .725 in. 
diameter at mouth of case, and .803 
in. diameter just ahead of the rim. 
Has a lead Express type bullet. Both 
are quite rare, so don’t be disap- 
pointed if you don’t land ’em at first 
try.—Frank Wheeler.

ticipants; was to commence at thie 
count of three and to be continued 
with the men advancing until one of 
them dropped. The first shot found 
Wells dead with a bullet in his brain 
and Roberts with a fatal wound in 
his heart. 

A duel which created considerab!e 
controversy throughout the worid 
in 1886 and for’ several years 
later took place between two 
Frenchmen, General Boulanger and 
a Monsieur Oe Lareinty. The merits 
of this duel were probably more dis- 
cussed than the causes or the means 
by which it took place, with popular 
feeling being that duels were no 
longer serious affairs, but rather (as 
this one) farces, in which one of the 
opponents blindly fired off his pistol 
into the air and his opponent’s piece 
missed fire, whereupon both shook 
hands and retired to some cafe to 
buy each other drinks. Such indeed 
was the Boulanger Duel! 

In May, 1876 two prominent per- 
sonages of Austria, Prince Alexander 
Auersperg and Count Leopold 
Kalowrat, fought a duel a Prague in 
which the Prince was shot in the 
chest and suffered a dangerous 
wound. 

More bloody, but probably with 
much less serious intent, were the 
German student duels which were 
fought (1886) with some regularity 
until the time of the first German 
Republic. Procedure was quite form- 
alized, and since the students of cer- 
tain clubs were expected to duel, 
everyone knew what was coming and 
fell in with it. Duels were fought

This (and _ succeeding) articles 
are designed to give you as a layman 
a virgin-view of the components of the 
earth—as nature made them. 

Do you ever consider what this 
earth is made of or how it came to 
be as we see it. As there is an end- 
less amount you can learn, this will 
only touch on the more common-place 
natural things you will see. 

Perhaps the soil is the first thing 
you note, and even such a common 
material as the soil has a strange and 
wonderful history.

Some crops grow well in acid soils, 
others in calcium rock soils.

METHOD using 
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is geology. The study of rocks and 
what they are made up of, is ca!led 
mineralogy. What they contain and 
what it is useful for, is mining en- 
gineering. 

The geologist looks for certain sivns 
in the rocks to tell him the history 
of that rock. The mineralogist or 
mining engineer, looks also for signs, 
but these are the physical appearance 
and crystal make-up of the rock. 

The geologist’s signs are most fre- 
quently fossils. Fossils are the re- 
mains of plants, or fish or animals 
which lived in the particular strata 
or layer of rock he is studying. These 
fossils will generally be the same 
where ever this layer is encountered, 
Thus the geologist can be reasonably 
sure that if certain fossils occur in 
one section, are duplicated in another 
part of the country, they both belong 
to the same period in our earth’s 
history. 

The mineralogist looks for certain 
physical characteristics in a rock. If 
those physical characteristics are dup- 
licated in another rock, perhaps half 
way round the world; he is never-the- 
less sure it is the same kind of rock. 

Rocks are thus made up of differ- 
ent kinds of elements. A rock is a 
term to cover all natural inorganic 
substances, other than soil. A mineral 
is a definite kind of rock. Each mi- 
neral will have a definite composition 
and certain physical characteristics, 
which it will always exhibit. (In suc- 
ceeding articles we will take up the 
characteristics of minerals, in under- 
standable language, so you can learn 
to identify what you find in the hills.)

A Day With R. M. Wilke

and he had already started wholesal- 
ing his remaining stock. For the re- 
mainder, I made an offer which he 
accepted. I was put up with my 
trusty sleeping bag on a sleeping 
porch during the days of packing, 
some ten in all; and was frequently 
a guest at their wholesome table. On 
one of these events, I suggested to 
Mr. Wilke, that we visit the Almaden 
Mine, which was in the hills south- 
west of Mayfield, and to my surprised 
pleasure he agreed. So the next morn- 
ing we started early south to San 
Jose and then west to what remains 
of the old Spanish town of New Alma- 
den. Named interestingly enough for 
the Spaning mercury mine, The Alma- 
den, a world famous “quick” producer. 
We saw the old foundations of the 
furnaces, and the retorts, with the 
condensing stacks which were laid up 
a steep hillside. The mechanics were 
simple, the ore was roasted in the 
furnace-retort and the fumes went up 
the hillside-chimney, cooling and con- 
densing as they went. The mercury 
that collected in the stack ran down 
again and thru an opening into a 
trough where it was drawn off into 
flasks. The ground below the furnace 
was still so impregnated with “quick” 
that a handful squeezed would show 
small globules coming out between 
one’s fingers. On the slopes about the 
mine were many types of minerals, 
with of course many specimens of 
float cinnabar. Mr. Wilke showed me 
many different types which he identi- 
fied as serpentine, jasper, ! 
chalcedony, cinnabar and meta-cinna- 
bar, dolomite, chert with cinnabar in- 
clusions, also sandstone impregnated 
with cinnabar, and many others I now 
have forgotten. His glass was con- 
stantly at use, and he pointed out 
many crystals which would escape 
the layman, but which Mr. Wilke 
identified and used to illustrate how 
the association lead to certain miner- 
alization trends, and _ expectations. 
He will be keenly missed in his retire- 
ment.

for practically no reason at all and 
the slightest pretext was used for the 
commencement of one. After an ex- 
change of pleasantries, arrangements 
were made for time and place. At 
the place of duelling the contestants 
removed all their clothing with the 
exception of a light shirt and 
trousers, after which the duelling 
was put on. This was usually a gar- 
ment or garments thickly padded 
and protecting most of the body, 
(particularly the right or sword 
arm) with the exception of the face. 
A heavy leather apron and high 
collar to protect the throat, was also 
worn. Heavy goggles were worn to 
protect the eyes. 

Weapons used were the schlaeger, 
neither foil, saber, nor rapier, but 
having a double-edged blade about 
30-34 inches long with a square tip 
like old-fashioned razor and sharp- 
ened like one for the first six inches; 
it also had an extensive hilt covering 
to protect the hand. The idea was to 
protect everything but the face; 
this was supposed to be left for 
carving up by your opponent. 

In position the duellers faced each 
other and after various bowings and 
ceremonies the reading of the reason

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for the duel read. Their caps re- 
moved and their sword arms, up to 
this time held in the air by the 
seconds, released, the fight was on. 
The fights lasted varying lengths of 
time depending on the “seriousness” 
of the reason, the minimum being 
fifteen minutes, the longest seldom 
fifty; medical examinations were 
frequent after blood letting started 
and continued on until one of the op- 
ponents was too weak to keep on. 
Doctors present were usually medi- 
cal students at the university; after 
patching up their wards, everyone 
went to the local cafe for a drink. 
These duels were considered quite 
friendly affairs, but no head move- 
ment was allowed, the only move- 
ment being that with the hand or 
arm. Though this duelling passed 
out, legally at any rate, for a period 
of years, it was still engaged in 
secretly and later again openly upon 
the arrival of Hitler upon the scene. 
In Vienna itself, in the year 1932 
there were fifty-five clubs devoted 
to duelling with the schlaeger and 
each member was required to fight 
at least one duel (mensur) per uni- 
versity semester; so it can be seen 
that there was a busy season all dur- 
ing the school year. No footwork 
was permitted the fighters standing 
with legs braced just the length of 
the weapon apart. The official duel 
here varied somewhat from the 
earlier German version in that it 
0 of forty-five periods of 
eight blows each, with time out for 
rest and the  staunching of blood 
flow. In most respects the German 
and Viennese were alike and both 
based on the Deutsch-Hock or Bis- 
marckian school; some versions per- 
mitted movement of the farther leg, 
others permitted no movement what- 
soever, even the arm being limited 
in this respect and practically all 
motion being taken care of by the 
wrist. The fine-thread-like white 
line scars resulting from facial cuts 
were highly prized by the military 
as evidence of their “thoroughness” 
in earlier school days. 

On March 27, 1889 the Count Hor- 
yos, a trusted friend of the Crown 
Prince Rudolph of Austria, fought 
a duel with and shot Count Baltazzi, 
the uncle ofi Baroness Vessera, whose 
death was associated with that of 
the Crown Prince (Mayerling). The 
duel was reported to have been 
fought in Southern France. 

In more recent times a duel was 
fought early in this year in France 
over insulting remarks made by a 
journalist named Pierre Merindol 
about a Parisian eccentric named 
Armand Fevre. Seems Merindol 
called Fevre “a dehydrated person- 
age” because of the quaint clothes 
and manners the latter has adopted 
after the fashion of the period of 
the Bonapartes. Fevre claims des- 
cendency from one of Napoleon’s 
marshals and lived (lives) in a man- 
ner befitting that period. The duel 
was fought sometime in April 1949, 
with swords in the Senart Forest, 
ending after Merindol was wounded 
on the hand. In true French tradi- 
tion the participants retired to a 
Cafe for a drink. 
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FAMOUS PERSONS ON POST CARDS

In more than twenty years collect- 
ing post cards I have found only a 
few that show well-known people 
themselves, although the number 
showing their homes, birthplaces, and 
tombs are numerous. 

So in writing about a collection of 
this type, we are somewhat limited 
in scope. My Number One card in 
this category shows the late Theodore 
Roosevelt, better known as Teddy. He 
is dressed in western style. Seated in 
a nearby chair is Mrs. Roosevelt in 
a white dress and short white top 
coat. They are surrounded by their 
six children, either seated or standing, 
and all appear in a joyful mood. 

Another prized possession of per- 
sonality cards is one of Tozman Plaza, 
Midget City, at Dreamland, Coney 
Island, the noted sumer playground. 
It pictures the famous General Tom 
Thumb surrounded by twelve other 
midgets, all standing in front of a 
very small store in the city. 

Only a collector knows the pleasant 
feeling that one encounters when he 
runs across a find such as I found 
in an old shop in Massachusetts. It 
pictures the home of Daniel Webster, 
at Marshfield, Mass. In the fore- 
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ground is Caroline Webster, wife of 
Bert Webster, whose brother was the 
illustrious Daniel Webster. Mrs. 
Webster is joined by three others in 
a game of croquet, the popular game 
of that period. This card is brittle 
with age. 

A photographer who happened to 
be in Lincoln, Neb., about 1900 took 
a picture of the home of William 
Jennings Bryan there. Mr. Bryan is 
standing with the late President 
Woodrow Wilson. In the center of 
the picture is a small child, whom I 
have never been able to identify. 
Some one told me it was a son of 
Teddy Roosevelt, but I have no posi- 
tive identification. 

Cummings Music Store, Portsmouth, 
N. H., published in 1905 a post card 
view of the Russian-Japanese Peace 
conference. Seated at a mahogany 


“table with leather upholstered chairs, 


and reading from left ta right are 
the following names; Plancoln, Na- 
bakoff, Wilte, Kovostovetz, Adatci, 
Otchiai, Koumra, Takashira, Sato. 

I especially prize one of the beloved 
Mark Twain at his boyhood home at 
Hannibal, Missouri. The picture 
shows several old men and women, 
a man with an old-fashioned camera 
with two little boys looking on. 

For a real for sure westerner I 
have a picture of the late Frank 
James with his large beaver hat and 
little blue eyes peering through his 
white whiskers. He was the brother 
of the outlaw Jessie James. 

No Western scene would be com- 
plete without a picture of Colonel W. 
F. (Bill) Cody, better known to many 
as Buffalo Bill. He is standing by 
his tent. 

While our last card was picked up 
by your writer in his own home town 
in the Crescent City, and down in the 
French Quarter there is a place called 
the Green Orchid Kitchen. In the 
Green Orchid Patio one of the few 
remaining here we find standing be- 
side an old open fireplace Ma Lou, 
old negro mammy, in her checkered 
dress with a red “bandanner ” tied 
around her head standing over a pot, 
large and black, making the pralines 
of which she was the originator. The 
owner of this quaint little shop is 
Mrs. Plauche, who runs a novelty and 
gift salon.

PLAYING CARDS—WITH DOGS 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER 


A collector of playing cards who 
makes a specialty of card-backs— 
(meaning one card from each dif- 
ferent deck to show the picture de- 
sign on the back) soon finds he has 
plenty of dogs. Playing card manu- 
facturers, always looking for at- 
tractive decoration for the card- 
backs, have evidently found their 
customers are fond of dog pictures. 
As you probably know dogs and 
playing cards are to be found quite 
well distributed over the globe—but 
there is considerable difference in 
both the dogs and the playing cards 
in different countries. You will find 
dogs pictured on the cards no mat- 
ter what country the cards are 
from. However, as cards from some 
countries do not have pictures on the 
backs of the cards, you will find the 
dogs on the playing sides. 

A collection of 25,000 or more pic- 
ture back cards will contain more 
dogs than any other subject, many 
more than other animals or flowers, 
ships, birds, people or the scenic 
designs. 

As a collection increases in size 
it naturally becomes necessary to file 
the cards in an orderly manner ac- 
cording to the principal subject in 
the picture on the back. A real large 
collection may be divided in 60 or 
more sections. The more sections 
there are, the quicker it becomes to 
locate any particular card and to file 
new cards as they are received 
through trading with other collectors, 
etc. 

When the cards in a given section 
becomes too numerous it even be- 
comes necessary to sub-divide that 
section. Suppose you have over 2000 
different cards classified in your dog 
section. This can be sub-divided for 
quicker filing as follows — Cards 
featuring only one dog—Cards with 
more than one dog—Cards ‘with dogs 
and people—Cards with dogs, people 
and horses (this sub-division will 
contain the large number of the 
hunting scenes) — Cards showing 
dogs and cats (but these are often 
filed with the cat cards) — Cards 
showing dogs and other animals or 
with birds, bugs or butterflies—This 
makes six sub-divisions for your dog 
cards. 

If this is not enough you can ar- 
range a division for the cards upon 
which the pictures are the long way 
of the cards as there are quite a few 
of these. Also another album can 
contain all the old type cards 3% 
inches wide issued before the modern 
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type of bridge cards 2% inches wide 
came into general use. 

Space has been devoted to this 
subject of filing cards at this time 
as quite a few letters have been re- 
ceived inquiring how this can be 
done. Any other class of cards can 
be arranged the same as the dog 
class with some variation and your 
imagination. 

Naturalists have divided the dog 
kingdom into many species, each with 
its Latin name—Reports on this sub- 
ject vary but it appears that there 
are about 75 species. These “species” 
are further divided to make a grand 
total of well over 200 different kinds 
of domesticated dogs on the earth 
today. This does not include the 
large varieties of wild dogs to be 
found in certain places. 

Just about every variety of dog 
appears on the playing cards, from 
the smallest lap dog to the great St. 
Bernard and mastiff. Many of these 
pictures are copies of paintings by 
well known artists. Others are sup- 
posed to be pictures of dogs that 
have played their part in the history 
of mankind, or have appeared in 
moving pictures of late years. Trained 
dogs and circus dogs; quite a few 
comic dogs and some that have ex- 
isted only in the imagination of the 
artists employed by the playing card 
manufacturers. To bad we do not 
have pictures of the 20 bloodhounds 
that are recorded as having been 
part of the outfit of Columbus when 
he discovered America. There is 
quite a story on record about the 
playing cards his sailors had with 
them on this voyage. How the sailors 
blamed their ill luck upon the cards 
and threw them _ overboard. Then 
when land was discovered they made 
cards out of leaves for use on the 
homeward voyage. 

Pictures on the cards of hunting 
scenes being mostly reproductions 
of paintings of English Country Life, 
have been very popular; also pic- 
tures of dog races. Cards with pic- 
tures of a general scenic nature 
showing well known places and pub- 
lic buildings or historical events, 
upon close inspection will often be 
found to contain a dog or two along 
with people somewhere in. the pic- 
ture. 

Naturally the pictures on the play- 
ing cards referred to are of the 
domesticated dogs. So far I have not 
found pictures on the cards of any 
of the Wild Dogs of Africa, South 
America or Australia. Perhaps this 
story will reach a playing card col- 
lector in Australia and there are 
quite a few there) who can send me 
a few cards featuring the DINGO, 
the wild dog of that continent. These 
‘will be turned over to Mr. Lightner 
for the dog playing cards on display 
at the Museum at St. Augustine, 
Florida.

LITERARY ACTIVITIES OF 1904 
As Recorded in The Literary Collector 


(Continued from September issue) 


The first part of an extensive 
Bibliographic der deutschen Univers- 
itaten is published at Leipzig and Ber- 
lin by B. G. Teubner, under the di- 
rection of the Prussian Ministry of 
Education. This first volume, com- 
prising the subject of German Uni- 
versities in general, is the work of 
Dr. Wilhelm Erman, and is to be 
followed by a bibliography of indi- 
vidual universities by his fellow-edi- 
tor, Prof. Ewald Horn. The field is 
a broad one—“the entire range of 
printed works treating of German 
universities which have appeared up 
to the end of 1899, including articles 
in periodicals and collected works.” 
The extent of this literature is shown 
by the fact that 17,363 titles are de- 
scribed in the first volume alone; 
while the thoroughness of treatment 
to be expected of Dr. Erman is 
displayed in the indication of at least 
one library in which each book may 
be found, or if untraceable, of the 


source of information concerning it. . 


The entries are chronically arrang- 
ed under the many subjects — the 
purpose and field of universities, 
their history and statistics, constitu- 
tion and organization, legal stand- 
ing, officers, faculties, endowments, 
degrees, studies, morals, student life, 
societies, ‘Burschenschaften,” and 
student song. These make up a vol- 
ume of eight hundred and fifty octa- 
vo pages.

On your next trip to the back num- 
ber magazine store in your commun- 
ity, you might browse around for the 
Christmas, 1946, issue of the French 
magazine, “France Illustrated.” It 
has many pages of pictures of old 
French playing cards. 
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The Robin 


Robin redbreast—most familiar of 
North American birds—has thrived 
as man’s close neighbor. It has 
adapted its ways of life to advanc- 
ing civilization and so has increased 
throughout its continent-wide range 
as human colonization has opened 
new regions. As a result there un- 
doubtedly are many times as many 
of these birds breeding in the United 
States today as there were in Colon- 
ial times. 

The remarkable adaptation of this 
bird—a member of the thrush family 
and a close relative of the European 
blackbird—is stressed in a report on 
the life histories of American thrush- 
es and their allies by Arthur Cleve- 
land Bent, of Taunton, Mass., just 
issued by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

Adaptability is shown particularly 
in its nest building, according to the 
report. Originally the robin was a 
forest-nesting bird. With the clear- 
ing away of the woodlands it has 
learned to build nests almost every- 
where—on fence rails, gate posts, 
window ledges, tomb-stones, even 
charged trolley wires. It generally 
has been protected by and soon be- 
comes entirely fearless of man. 

Curious and _ little-known robin 
habits are described in the bulletin. 
The male bird, for example, takes 
little part in the nest-building or in- 
cubation of the eggs. Once the young 
are hatched, however, it takes charge 
of them while the mother bird busies 
herself hatching a second brood. 

The familiar “first robin” of spring

Although robins are migratory birds, 
mainly spending their winters in the 
south, a few remain in the north all 
winter. From the southern States 
the robin starts northward early in 
the year, often in flights of impres- 
sive magnitude. 


Red Howler Monkey 


Washington, D. C. A tough old 
conservative is the red howler mon- 
key of northern Columbian jungles. 

Families stick to their old homes 
and old ways until they starve to 
death, showing almost no ability to 
adapt themselves to changing times 
such as characterizes many of their 
close relatives. This is stressed by 
Dr. Phillip Hershkovitz in a report 
on the mammals of northern Colom- 
bia issued by the U. S. National Mu- 
seum, Smithsonian Institution. Dr. 
Hershkovitz made his field studies 
under the Smithsonian Institution’s 
Walter Bacon scholarship. 


Hershkovitz was at first puzzled 
by what seemed the endless variety 
shown by these animals. It was as 
if they were split into many races. 
But the difficulty is explained, he 
says, ‘when their strong conserva- 
tism is considered. 

“The red howler,” he says, “is a 
comparatively sedentary animal, 
sluggish in movement, conservative 
in habits. Combined with its great 
ability to survive environmental 
fluctuations is its small capacity for 
adaptation to such changes. 

“Under normal environmental con- 
ditions this howler, with its enorm- 
ous vitality and almost complete 
treedom from predators, will flour- 
ish. Its natural habitat is rich with 
food and water. However, many red 
howlers taken by me appeared to be 
remnants of erstwhile large popula- 
tions confined to small relicts of 
primary forest. In these habitats 
clans of howlers have become isolat- 
ed from the rest of the population. 
With continued deforestation they 
will be exterminated. Individuals 
persist, however, as long as nature 
provides them with a suitable tree 
and its fruit. 


“Unlike their more resourceful or 
more adaptive relatives they do not 
ordinarily supplement their dimin- 
ishing natural larder with loot from 
cultivated fields around their do- 
main. They simply eat less and 
travel less. Their growth becomes 
stunted, their resistance to disease 
and parasites reduced. At the same 
time they fall easier prey to preda- 
tors and become more frequent tar- 
gets for indiscriminate killing by 
men. Thus the physical character- 
istics of these detached remnants of 
an otherwise numerous and powerful 
race are indications of localized de- 
generations.” 


Anthropological Note 


Washington, D. C., German troops 
operating in Poland in 1942-43 car- 
ried with them anthropologists evi- 
dently commissioned to make one of 
the most complete studies ever at- 
tempted of the physical characters 
of a people. 

They measured the heads, noses, 


yand chins from about every possible 


angle. In addition to fingerprints 
they made contour tracings of heads 
and noses. They took photographs 
of each individual from five angles. 
They obtained complete medical and 
family histories. They clipped off 
locks of hair. 

More than 2,000 of these records 
have recently been deposited by the 
War Department with the Division 
of Physical Anthropology of the 
Smithsonian Institution where they 
will be preserved for the benefit of 
scholars. They may even eventually 
be returned to Poland if it found 
that they would fit into serious study 
by reputable scientists.

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“Ht the Sign of the Crest’”’ 
MOSSE Coat-of-Arms

In the August issue the promise 
was made that in October the MA- 
TERNAL side of Philip Moss Blos- 
som’s ancestry would be given, be- 
cause it was impossible to include 
both paternal and maternal sides in 
one article. As was stated then, the 
plan of these two articles is different 
than the usual one, which takes one 
name and covers to a small degree 
the different families in the country 
bearing it, alluding to all the first in 
America by the name, also picturing 
one of the Coats-of-Arms. 


In these two articles, the lineage 
of one person has been partially cov- 
ered, and reference made to each line 
that intermarries with the main stem. 
The Blossom line and Coat-of-Arms 
were featured in August. The mother 
of Phillip Moss and Harold Mills 
Blossom was Julia Harriet Moss, and 
her mother, Julia Harriet Mills. 


The plan to use the Mills (Van der 
Meulen) Coat-of-Arms did not ma- 
terialize, and the Moss is substituted, 
the description and interpretation fol- 
lowing the lineage at the end of the 
article. 

A picture of a Van der Meulen 
Coat is in Stiles Ancient Windsor 
(Conn.) Part 2, Page 494, said to 
be “the correct Coat-of-Arms of the 
family (as granted to Sir Peter Van 
der Meulen), the result of personal 
investigation in Holland.” It is a 
very fanciful picture with decorations 
not usually a part of a painting. The 
code is not very clear, but probably 
a blue shield. It is charged with the 
4 wings of a windmill, and the crest 
is a dove-like bird. These are not in 
code, so are probably of natural color, 
or “proper.” This description is not 
found in the usual sources for check- 
ing Armorial Bearings in our libr- 
aries, but there are many similar ones 
for the name. 

About the time the English Pil- 
grims were planning their coloniza- 
tions in the New World, for various 
reasons they found it logical or neces- 
sary to repair to Holland first. Some 
of them staid there for several years, 
and naturally became well acquainted 
with the people of that land. Young 
people of both countries were study- 
ing in their universities to become 
ministers. Among the Hollanders was 
Pieter Van der Meulen, son of Sir 
Pieter Van der Meulen. Sir Pieter 
was granted his title because of his 
invaluable service in connection with 
improving the dyke and canal situa- 
tien in Holland. 

Pieter was his eldest son, and pre- 
paring for the ministry in Leyden. 
He was so influenced by his young 
English friends, that he joined their 
church. This act so angered Sir Pie- 
ter that he disinherited his son, who 


finally left Holland with his young 
English friends, and no doubt also 
some of his Dutch friends. He set- 
tled first at “Nieuw Amsterdam,” now 
New York City, but later left the 
Holland colony and joined the Con- 
necticut Colony, settling in Windsor. 
He not enly cast his lot with the Eng- 
lish colony, but, according to the 
Colonial Records, Vol. 1, in the Sec- 
retary of State’s office in Hartford, 
he had his surname Anglicized from 
Van der Meulen to MILLS. In Wind- 
sor, about 1670, he married Dorcas 
Messinger, daughter of Edward, a 
first settler, and there was, started 
the first Mills family of Holland des- 
cent. (The first Dutch Mills family?) 


Their son Peter Mills was born in 
1671. He married Johanna Porter, 
daughter of John and Joanne 
(Gaylord) Porter. (See ref. Gay- 
lord later.) Through her grand- 
father John, one may prove eligibility 
to Colonial Wars societies, as he was 
a soldier in King Philip’s Indian War. 
This John’s father was also John Por- 
ter, and the first of his name in Amer- 
ica. The origin of names comes to 
the front in this family, as John Por- 
ter was 16th generation from William 
de la Grande a Norman knight who 
was granted land in Kenilworth, War- 
— at the time of the Conquest, 
1066. 


Roger (Ralph), son of William de 
la Grande was “Grand Porteur’” to 
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King Henry I before surnames were 
required, and when it was necessary 
to begin this custom, he was given the 
surname PORTER. 

Rev. Pieter Mills would have been 
greatly pleased if he had known that 
his grandson Jedediah was to follow 
in his footsteps as a minister of the 
gospel. But he died 13 years before 
young Jedediah, at the age of 23, was 
ordained, and became pastor of a new 
church at Ripton, which is now Hunt- 
ington, Conn. 

Rev. Jedediah was granted £40 in 
money and £40 in labor for his new 
home, with a salary of £50 a year, 
and “afterwards as God shall enable 
us, and as Mr. Mills shall stand in 
need, and as this Society shall see fit, 
Mr. Mills’ salary to be increased.” 
He served his parish for 52 years, 
which is proof in itself of the tributes 
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written of him as a most excellent 
preacher and earnest worker in and 
for his church. He published two 
books on religious subjects. 

Abigail TREAT was Rev. Jede- 
diah’s wife. Her father was Robert 
Treat Jr., captain of troops in In- 
dian Wars, and her mother Abigail, 
daughter of Nicholas Camp. Her 
grandfather, Robert Sr., was Com- 
mander-in-chief of Connecticut troops 
during King Philip’s War, and Gov- 
ernor of Connecticut from 1683 till 
1698. He then was re-elected, but, 
being 76 years of age, declined, and 
was elected deputy-governor, which 
office he held for 10 years, when he 
resigned; he died July 12, 1710. 
Governor Treat was one of the great- 
est influences for good in his times. 

Richard Treat, the father of Gov- 
ernor Robert, was the first of the 
name in America, and, that name was 
also Trott, and Trett. Richard was 
born in England in 1584, and was 
Dean of Pitminster Church, Taunton, 
Somersetshire, England, coming to 
Watertown, Conn., in 1630, and resid- 
ing in Wethersfield and Milford. He 
was one of the patentees under the 
Royal Charter; member of the Gen- 
eral Court, and of Gov. Winthrop’s 
Council from 1668-65. His son, the 
Governor, was presiding over the 
Council when the Charter was taken 
to the Charter Oak. 

Richard Treat “was a man of high 
standing, and much influence in 
Wethersfield, and too, in the colony 
of Connecticut, occupied many posi- 
tions of trust. In the list of freemen 
for Wethersfield, only three besides 
him bore the title of ‘Mr.’ He was 
on a committee to receive money for 
maintaining scholarships at Cam- 
bridge. Was ensign of the train-band 
in 1652. For his valued services, the 
town gave him a large tract of land 
called the ‘Farm of Nayog or Treat 
Farms.’ He was a wealthy and ex- 
tensive land-owner.” 

Richard was baptized under the 
name Trott, married as Trett, and 
called Treat when he died. 

GA YLOR D—Alice Gaylord was 
Richard Treat’s wife. They were 
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married in the Pitminster church, 
where Richard was Dean for a time. 
From a picture taken several years 
ago, this is a beautiful little church, 
with impressive steeple. Whether it 
is still standing, the writer does not 
know. Alice was baptized there on 
May 10, 1594. She was the daughter 
of Hugh Gaylord. The Gaylords were 
French Huguenots, some fleeing to 
England, and some to America. From 
England they went to Scotland, and 
to Ireland, and some of those branches 
to America. There are over 50 spel- 
lings of the name. In France, Richard 
I, in the 12th century, when he was 
King of England and Duke of Nor- 
mandy, built a great castle on “la 
roche Gaillard,” called Chateau Gail- 
lard. This point is about 55 miles 
north west of Paris, and was a sub- 
ject for Turner, the great painter. 

Whether or not William Gaylord, 
formerly mentioned, was kin to Alice, 
has not been determined, but it is 
conceded by those who have given 
much time to research on these fam- 
ilies, that the branches all originated 
in the vicinity of Chateau Gaillard. 


In the MILLS lineage, we have now 
reached Revolutionary War days. Rev. 
Jedediah died in 1776. His son Elisha 
had been given the middle name Treat, 
to carry on his mother’s name. He 
was called Squire Mills, and was a 
highly respected and honored citizen. 
He was not a young man during the 
Revolution, and does not seem to have 
military record, but when he was 
Representative from Huntington to 
Hartford, in the General Assembly, 
he was one of the signers of the Rati- 
fication of the Constitution. His wife 
was Mary de Forest, of the family 
that came from Holland to New Am- 
sterdam in 1637. This is a French 
name, but no doubt the family had 
made friends in Holland, and thus 
first settled with them in the Dutch 
Colony in America. 


Judge Isaac Lewis Mills, the next 
in this line (1767-1834), was another 
public-spirited man. He had gradu- 
ated also, from Yale, and with high 
honors. He was a Probate Judge, 
and also Chief Justice of the County 
Court at New Haven, 1819-25. It is 
said of him that there was no public 
work—nothing connected with the ad- 
vancement of the city of New Haven 
which he did not actively promote. 
By his dates, you can see he was too 
young to be of service in the War 
for Independence, so he gave of his 
thought and energy later to'those 'who 
were still suffering its outrages. He 
was a member of the Connecticut 
Fire-lands Co., and its secretary for 
many years. The object of this com- 
pany was to aid those whose proper- 
ties had been ruined by the fires for 
which the British had been respon- 
sible. One of their projects, in which 
Judge Mills was especially active, 
was to secure a land-treaty with the 
Indians in Ohio, and the Judge, as 
Agent for the Company, was present 
at the ceremonial when the tribes 
gathered at Fort Industry. July 4, 
1805. He laid out the city of San- 
dusky, and named its avenues, streets, 
and batteries. He also carried seeds 
and grafts from his home to this 
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section, to introduce there, the cyl- 
ture of fruits. 

Judge Isaac Lewis Mills was for. 
tunate to have for his life partner 
Abigail Richardson PHELPS, from 
another respected and influential New 
England family. Abigail was the 
granddaughter of William Phelps and 
Lady Abigail Richardson, of Edin. 
burgh. Judge John Phelps was her 
father, and he also, was a delegate to 
the Convention to ratify the Constitu- 
tion. 

Judge Phelps, with others, was in- 
terested in iron manufacture, and dur- 
ing the war they erected a large blast 
furnace for making cannon balls and 
other war materials. 


Captain Timothy Phelps, father of 
John, had married Abigail, daughter 
of Thomas Merrick. This lineage 
traces the family of Phelps Moss and 
Harold Mills Blossom into English 
Royalty. Burke, in his Peerage of 
1887, states that “The Merricks have 
the rare distinction of being lineally 
descended from both Sovereign Prince 
of Wales of the Welsh Royal Family, 
and from King Edward I, whose eld- 
est son was the first Prince of Wales 
of the English Royal Family.” 

The first Phelps in America, was 
William (1599-1672) who arrived in 
Massachusetts in 1630. There is a 
large Phelps Genealogy, also a Mer- 
rick. 

Isaac Augustus Mills, carrying the 
first name of his father, the Judge, 
literally followed in his father’s foot- 
steps, by taking an interest in San- 
dusky, Ohio. He was but three years 
of age when his father helped to make 
the treaty with the Indians, but when 
he grew up, he settled there, as did 
also his brother, General William 
Henry Mills, and “contributed largely 
to the community’s early prosperity.” 

Isaac married, in 1829, Sophia 
LYMAN, whose mother was a 
WHEELER, and grandmother a 
MITCHELL. Sophia’s father Abner 
Lyman, was a Major in the Ohio mili- 
tia during the War of 1812, and 
served at Sackett’s Harbor. P*s 
father ‘Ezekiel was in the Revolution, 
and there is proof of both of these 
services for those in the line who wish 
to join the patriotic societies. The 
first Lyman in this country was 
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Richard, who came on the “Good Ship 
Lion” Nov. 2nd, 1681, settling first 
in Charlestown, Mass., then, a foun- 
der of Hartford, Conn. His will was 
the first filed in Hartford, 1640. The 
Lymans can also trace through Royai 
lines. 

Farther west we come, and closer 
to Julia Mills, the mother of the Blos- 
som brothers. Wildman Mills was 
her father, and he was born in San- 
dusky, Ohio, but when a young man, 
moved with his family to Sanilac 
county, Michigan. He had married, 
in Sandusky, Ohio, Julia Harriet 
Moss. Let us quote from his grand- 
son’s biography of Wildman Mills: 
“Resided in Croswell, Mich., council- 
man 1881; partner in the lumber and 
business interests of his father-in-law, 
Truman Moss; an outstanding figure 
in the lumber, farm, and _ business 
development of Sanilac County and 
the Thumb district of Michigan; a 
founder of Sandusky, Mich., (donat- 
ing a large part of the land on which 
to build the town), and largely active 
in removal of the Sanilac County seat 
from Lexington, on Lake Huron, to 
Sandusky (nearer the center of the 
county); responsible for the routing 
of the main line of the Port Huron 
and Northwestern Railroad (later 
Pere Marquettte) through interior 
part of the Thumb—thus stimulating 
farm and industrial growth in this 
previously undeveloped region; a first 
vestryman, 1878, Christ Church (Epis- 
copal) in Davisville (Croswell).” 
He died in Croswell on May Ist, 1894. 

One of the children of Wildman and 
Julia Harriet (Moss) Mills, was Julia 
Harriet Mills, who married Rev. Wal- 
ter Gardner Blossom, and had the two 
sons we have often mentioned in these 
paragraphs. And the Blossoms went 
really West—to the coast. 

In the MILLS lineage, we began 
in the early 1600s, and came to the 
last of the line in this family. Now 
we will pick up the MOSS line here, 
and carry it back to the early Colonial 
days. 

Truman Moss, we have just noted, 
was in his last years resident in the 
Thumb section of Michigan, lumber- 
ing his project, and an inspiration to 
his son-in-law, Wildman Mills. He 
went to Michigan when it was dense 
forest, and lived through two devast- 


. ing fires, in 1871 and 1881, which de- 


stroyed a large part of the luxurious 
growth of hardwood timber. Besides 
his interest in the development of the 
industrial centers in Sanilac county 
through the lumbering projects, he 
was a leading citizen of Croswell, and 
a State Senator. He built, and don- 
ated to the Port Huron and North- 
western Railroad (later Pere Mar- 
quette), the first railway station at 
Croswell.. “He secured a grant from 
the Episcopal Board of Missions for 
the establishment of Christ Church 
in Davisville (Croswell), in 1878; 
was member of the first Vestry, and 
one of the first wardens.” 

Truman Moss, Julia’s father, was 
born near West Burlington, N. Y., 
and we will find the Moss family com- 
ing in a different direction from the 
eastern sea coast than the Mills and 
Blossom families. His father, Joseph 


Mosse, was born in 1775 at Wells, 
Vermont, and died in Marshall, Michi- 
gan, but had resided in Sandusky, 
Ohio, where his granddaughter had 
married Wildman Mills. Very little 
is known of Joseph. He married a 
girl of Welsh descent. Rhoda Grif- 
fth, whose mother was an Edwards, 
and grandmother an LEafty, both 
Welsh names. Her great grandfather 
was William Griffth, of Middletown, 
Conn. 

This Joseph Moss was Joseph Jr. 
His father, Joseph Sr., was a Captain, 
but perhaps did not obtain that rank 
in the Revolution, for his service 
record shows that he served under 
Capt. Nicholas at the time of Tryon’s 
invasion of the towns along the Sound. 
In 1779 he served in New Haven, 
Fairfield, and Norwalk. He married, 
in 1761, Esther Lewis, daughter of 
Dr. Benjamin Lewis of Wallingford, 
Conn., and great-great-granddaughter 
of William who came in the “Lion”’— 
same ship with Richard Lyman in 
the Blossom line! 

The names back of Lewis, are Mat- 
thews, Hotchkiss, Sperry, Merriman, 
Hopkins and Collins. 

Capt. Joseph had lived in Vermont, 
for that was where his son Joseph 
was born, but he was born in Wal- 
lingford, Conn., and he died in Oneida 
Co., N. Y. So, we see this family 
migrating from Conn. to Vermont, to 
New York, to Ohio, and to Michigan. 


Benjamin Mosse, father of Joseph 
Sr.—have you noticed the final “e’’? 
—was also born in Wallingford and 
married Abigail Coles (Cole, Cowles). 
Her mother was a Royce, and her 
mother Hannah CHURCHILL—of the 
same family as that early in the days 
of the Blossom family. Those who 
read the August number will recall 
that Churchill Blossom was a Revolu- 
tionary soldier, and his mother a 
Churchill. 

John Mosse Jr., father of Benjamin 
was born in 1650, at New Haven. He 
was a founder of Wallingford, Conn., 
and took an active part in its civic 
affairs, and was a soldier in King 
Philip’s War. He married, in 1676, 
Martha Lothopp (Lathrop) who was 
daughter of Samuel, and granddaugh- 
ter of the famous Rev. John Lothropp. 
Samuel’s wife was Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of Thomas Scudder of England 
who had settled in Salem, Mass. 

JOHN MOSSE Sr., was the first 
in this line of the Mosse family in 
America, but the Morse-Mosse Genea- 
logy has the records of many more 
“first-comers.” John Sr. was one of 
the earliest of the New Haven Colony; 
signed the Planters Association of 
New Haven, 1639; member of the first 
General Court several times; a foun- 
der of Wallingford, Conn.; Commis- 
sioner (Judge) for Wallingford, be- 
ing re-elected for 18 terms. 

MossE COAT-OF-ARMS 

Strange that Blossom and Mosse 
Coats both have ermine in the shield. 
No-ermine does not necessarily mean 
the family was of royal blood, nor in 
the royal court, but it does mean as- 
sociation with royalty or nobility in 
some degree. This Coat-of-Arms, 
established by or for the Moss (Mos- 
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se) family as the one to which it is 
eligible, is ascribed to the family an- 
ciently seated in co. Bedford, Eng- 
land, according to Burke’s Genera! 
Armory, England’s foremost author- 
itv 

He beareth for Arms: Ermine on 
a cross formeé sable a bezant. Crest 
—Out of a mural coronet or, a grif- 
fin’s head ermine charged on the neck 
with a bezant. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
An ermine shield on which is charged 
a black (sable) cross of the formeé 
design. This cross is in turn, charged 
with a gold (or) bezant, or gold Turk- 
ish coin. The crest is a gold (or) 
mural coronet, which is formed like a 
brick wall, and out of which issues 
an ermine griffin’s head, charged with 
the gold coin. 

The cross formeé, with its curved, 
and equal arms, is one of some 200 
types of crosses, but the meaning of 
this particular design is not found. 
All crosses denote Crusader ancestry, 
and are emblematical of suffering, 
sorrow and sacrifice. 

The bezant is also a Crusader em- 
blem, granted to those successful in 
their attempts to cross through Tur- 
key on their way to the Holy Land. 

The mural coronet was a reward 
to those who were leaders in military 
affairs and held cities and walls be- 
ing attacked by their enemies. 

The griffin story has been told be- 
fore in these columns, and will not 
be elaborated upon this time. He is 
a fabulous beast, symbolical of one 
who guards the treasures of his king- 
dom; described by the natives of India 
as 8 times the size of a lion, with 
head of a wolf, beak, talons and wings 
of an eagle, and body of a lion. This 
symbol is granted to those who are 
financial experts, and “guard the 
treasures” of the government’s finan- 
cial establishments. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the ori- 
ginal bearer, and granted only if he 
be worthy. Sable and ermine are 
both linings of royal robes, and sign- 
ify nobility, with the added meanings 
of constancy for sable, and purity 
for ermine; gold, generosity and eleva- 
tion of mind. 

The color code for black and gold 
are in this picture—crossed lines for 
black, and lots for gold; and the 
usual conventional ermine tails to 
represent that fur. This Mosse shield 
is unusual in its simplicity and bal- 
ance of design, and the black, ermine 
and gold, make a very beautiful com- 
bination of colors.

$10 Evanston Draft Declined by 
German; Worth 14 Lb. Coffee 


A $10 draft by Evanston genea- 
logist Miss Mabel Louise Keech of the 
North Shore hotel to a German genea- 
logist for professional services was 
sufficient to buy him only one-half 
pound of coffee. He refused the draft 
and asked her to send him a food or- 
der instead. 

At his request she had originally 
sent him the $10 draft as a first 
payment for a search he was mak- 
ing for a Cincinnati client of Miss 
Keech. Last week he sent in his 
report accompanied by a letter in 
which he said he had “thought it 
best to refuse the acceptance since 
the German bank remitted me only 
33-DM for your $10. This is such 
an unfavorable rate of exchange that 
I would not be in a state to buy for 
this amount (33-DM) half a pound 
of coffee. I informed the bank to 
return the money to you and beg you 
to send me over the Swiss Overseas 
Co. for the same amount goods certi- 
ficate for coffee, cocoa or chocolate.” 

He gave the address of the Swiss 
Overseas company. 

A postscript to the German’s letter 
read, “Please, do not find fault with 
my refuse of the money but I have no 
mind to let the Berlin bank have the 
dollars at such a cheap rate.” 

Miss Keech’s Evanston bank in- 
formed her of the return of the draft 
and she has made out a new one 
to the Swiss Overseas company, 249 
W. 34th street, New York city, to- 
gether with an order for 4 lb. 6 oz. 
of coffee, 4 Ib. of cocoa, and 2 Ib. 3 oz. 
of chocolate for the $10.
